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Drug central? 


A Cambridge street is 
wrenched by growing fear 


by Tom Mashberg 


nyone curious to learn how 

a tiny patch of urban blight 

can tear apart a tidy city 

street — leaving panicky 

residents searching for new 
homes and police officers seemingly help- 
less — should visit Richdale Avenue in 
North Cambridge. 

It’s an ordinary street in an ordinary part 
of Cambridge, just a short walk from the 
Porter Square T station. There’s a conve- 
nience store on one corner and some light 
industry on another; developers are gutting 
an old elevator factory to make way for a 
few artists’ lofts and studios. A big pastel 
mural celebrates the street’s one-world mix 
of yuppies, immigrants, elderly, and poor. 
A mystery writer and a furniture mover live 
on the street; so do mechanics and a math 
teacher. There are Saabs and Chevy No- 
vas, Nieman-Marcus strollers and sheets 
on clotheslines. 

And lately, there’s a night-long stream 
of obnoxious visitations to what the locals 
insist is a budding heroin den on the 
ground floor of 96 Richdale. 

“In two months, they’ve destroyed 20 
years of serenity out here” is how one resi- 
dent puts it. “Strangers just pull up and 
make buys at the front door.” 

The neighborhood stability that defines 
Richdale Avenue is a by-product of Cam- 
bridge’s world-famous rent-control sys- 
tem. One-bedroom apartments that might 
cost a grand in the South End, or $750 in 
Somerville, can go for $300 or less on 
Richdale. Such meager rents leave land- 
lords with little incentive to get out the 
paint cans, and leave residents with little 
incentive to get out of town. 
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A landlord named Dick Silva, with a 
slew of tenant complaints already to his 
credit, owns the large triple-decker at 92- 
94-96 Richdale. Brown and yellow, with a 
broad porch and shingled roof, the house 
is subdivided into nine rent-controlled 
units that under Cambridge law are worth 


$200 to $300 a month — as long as the - 


original tenants stay put. Not much 
monthly income for Silva, to be sure. 

But as tenants move away or die, Silva is 
granted the option of leasing the apart- 
ments as Section 8 housing for poor, indi- 
gent, or welfare households. This entitles 
him to charge the state “fair-market value” 
— about $800 a month for an apartment 
in some cases, a bit less in others; the kind 
of rent that might allow for a nice bright 
porch light, if Silva felt moved to install 
one. 

So far he has not, even though the Sec- 
tion 8 tenants now outnumber the rent- 
control tenants by six to three. And in the 
decade since the Section 8 tenants have 
begun moving in, neighborhood residents 
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has become a shooting gallery for drug users. 


“It’s like golden handcuffs,” says one 
10-year resident. “You put up with a lot 
for that kind of rent, but I won’t put up 
with druggies on my doorstep.” 

To explain how the druggies got there, 
and why they might be harder to get rid of 
than a flesh-eating bacterium, involves 
phraseology such as rent control, Section 
8 housing, probable cause, intimidation, 
surveillance, neighborhood crime watch, 
bail reform, community policing, and 
many other incantations that make urban 
life so abundant with irony, except when 
it’s your steps that are being peed on. 

On Richdale Avenue, it works this way: 


say, there have been no problems greater 
that the shrieks of young children playing 
ball in the street. The Thistle 4nd Sham- 
rock Deli now stocks tortillas alongside 
the Indonesian coffees, but residents have 
ridden the tides of class and racial change 
with a shrug. 

Then last winter, a single woman with 
two children and a state-supported income 
moved into a ground-floor apartment in 
the Richdale three-decker. Things were 
quiet till June, when a surprising amount 
of stop-and-go traffic developed in front 
of the house. Through the torpid weeks of 
July, the strangers arrived in greater num- 
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bers, often slugging beer from paper bags 
on the front porch. 

There were arguments, and some neigh- 
bors say they saw men with guns tucked in 
their belts. One nearby resident, with a 
background in drug interdiction in the 
Coast Guard, says he saw blood on the 
steps and glassy eyes on the visitors — 
signs that the area was luring heroin users. 

“It’s a shooting gallery, as brazen as can 
be,” says the resident, who will soon move 
to Somerville, at triple the rent. A week 
ago, for the first time in 10 years, his car 
was broken into and his stereo torn from 
the dashboard. A drive-by shooting, a fire, 
or an AIDS-infected syringe await, he is 
now certain. 

But other tenants cannot move. By 
night, most neighbors sleep in fear — the 
drug dealer’s cheapest business invest- 
ment. By day they witness more and more 
unsettling situations on their block. 

Early this past Tuesday, the street 
awoke to a dazed man arguing with the 
tenant; he wound up slumped on the front 
porch, a TV and a sack of laundry in his 
lap. 

Repeated calls to police and the land- 
lord netted shrugs. Trying to evict a Sec- 
tion 8 tenant, especially one with two chil- 
dren who are themselves receiving disabil- 
ity payments, is a painstaking process. 
The police acknowledge that it is often 
faster to have the Department of Social 
Services investigate the care of the chil- 
dren: if the parent is found wanting, the 
children can be taken away, and the ten- 
ant loses the right to the Section 8 apart- 
ment. This leaves landlords like Silva, who 
declined to discuss the situation on the 
record, with an expensive eviction pro- 
ceeding. 

But locals see a darker motive: a nui- 
sance tenant scares away stable ones. This 
week, another resident decided to move 
out of his $225-a-month apartment. More 
rent for Silva, less community stability on 
Richdale Avenue. 

On Tuesday evening, during National 
Night Out, the residents of Richdale Av- 
enue told their plight to the upper eche- 
lons of the Cambridge Police Department, 
who were playing softball with the neigh- 
borhood kids. The officers were receptive, 
but warned that the situation could take 
weeks to clear up. It would require surveil- 
lance, then probable cause for a warrant, 
then a drug buy and an arrest, then court 
action (with bail that would probably set 
any suspect free quickly), then a probe to 
see whether the apartment’s rent money 
could be traced to drug trafficking, and fi- 
nally a suit to evict on those grounds. 

Time, time, time. Time enough for a 
child to stick his finger with a needle; and 
a stable tenant to move away; and stoned 
vagrants to harass people thinking of in- 
vesting in the new lofts up the block. And 
a city street to come apart. O 





FENWAY REED 
WAR CONTINUES 


The Menino administration’s effort to 
cut — and eventually douse with herbi- 
cide — the tall reeds lining the Fenway’s 
Muddy River has created a cat-and- 
mouse game between City Hall and state 
environmental regulators. The city’s Parks 
and Recreation Department has repeated- 
ly tried to skirt state regulators, and, in 
one instance, has violated their orders. 

The state Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) stepped in on July 22, 
in response to a legal appeal by Fenway 
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residents, and ordered the city to cease 
cutting except in areas fewer than 20 feet 
from paved walkways. The state agency 
scheduled an on-site inspection for the 
following Monday morning. 

That Monday, DEP environmental ana- 
lyst Ralph Perkins toured the site. “What 
would be the justification for taking this 
down?” he asked, pointing to the area 
that had been cut before the DEP order. 

Answered parks-department planner 
Justine Liff: “That feeling of visibility and 
openness.” 

“I don’t see it,” Perkins replied. Perkins 
then granted permission to cut the reeds 
in 50-foot intervals along the river, plus a 
250-foot section on one side of the river, 
behind the Fenway fire station. When the 
tour was done, Liff shouted to her work 
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NG in the Fenway: city and state officials are at 


loggerheads over “misunderstandings.” 
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crews, “We should get started today!” 

On July 27, a work crew began cutting 
a 250-foot wide area across the river from 
the fire station. Reached at the Woburn 
DEP office, Perkins said, “If they’re cut- 
ting more than the 50-foot intervals on 
that side of the river, yes, they are in vio- 
lation.” DEP officials went back to the site 
and reiterated their original order, which 
the city, again, agreed to abide by. 

“I guess you’d call it a misunderstand- 
ing in the interpretation of the language,” 
says the DEP’s acting regional director, 
Bill Gaughan. “Whether they were misun- 
derstandings or not,” DEP’s Gaughan 
adds, “I hope there aren’t any more of 
them.”

NEW REPORT 
BLASTS BiG DIG 


As federal officials this past week were 
revealing that unexpected soil conditions 
beneath Fort Point Channel could cost 
$500 million and cause another two-year 
delay on the Central Artery/Tunnel Pro- 
ject, Massachusetts Inspector General 
Robert Cerasoli released a report blasting 
project managers. 

Cerasoli’s findings were just the latest 
in a series of critical reports on what has 
become the largest public-works project 
in the country; its focus is on the way the 
Massachusetts Highway Department au- 
dits the project. Cerasoli concludes: 
“[I)nefficient audit processes, delays, un- 
timely audits and insufficient staff re- 


sources jeopardize federal reimburse- 
ments and unnecessarily increase the 
state’s share of the $7.7 billion project.” 

The Federal Highway Administration is 
paying about 85 percent of the project’s 
costs. 

Cerasoli’s report says the deficiencies 
have already cost taxpayers millions of dol- 
lars. At the root of the problem, it says, is 
the state’s practice of conducting audits too 
late for their results to be of much value. 

In response, Mass Highway wrote: 
“The importance attached to timely au- 
dits continues to be a priority.” And be- 
cause of that, said deputy commissioner 
William Steffens, the state will try to ad- 
dress the findings — action he said may 
be hampered by the department’s limited 
resources. 

The inspector general’s findings are 
nothing new to the highway department. 
In fact, six years ago an accountant it 
hired made many of the same recommen- 
dations. If the state had heeded those rec- 
ommendations then, Cerasoli’s report 
says, “most of this waste could have been 
avoided.” 

The Fort Point Channel fiasco, say fed- 
eral officials, may have been the result of 
inadequate soil-testing during the design 
stage. And the feds called into question 
the practice of Bechtel/Parsons Brincker- 
hoff, the private venture hired by the state 
to manage the Big Dig, overseeing work 
on parts of the project that it also de- 
signed — a situation that has persisted 
despite repeated suggestions that the ar- 
rangement may constitute a conflict of in- 
terest (“Gold-Diggers,” News, February 
26, 1993, and “It’s Only the Taxpayers’ 
Money,” News, June 24, 1994).

PRISONERS AND 
THEIR VISITORS 


“Long, Hot Summer” (News, 
July 8) definitely struck a nerve. I 
have firsthand experience with the 
inefficiency of the Department of 
Corrections. I dated a man who was 
incarcerated for 10 years. He was 
released without any job skills, and 
it didn’t take long for him to fall 
back into the old lifestyle because 
he couldn’t find work. Not only 
didn’t my friend have the skills to 
make a living, he also had an addic- 
tion problem that had never been 
successfully addressed. What 
chance did he have? 

This is the story of many of the 
men and women in our prisons. 
They aren’t rehabilitated: they’re 
simply caged. But the story doesn’t 
end there! Not only does the DOC 
treat inmates in a dehumanizing 
manner. It treats the family and 
friends of inmates in the same way. 

One night last October, I visited 
my friend, as I regularly did. Later 
that evening there was a shakedown 
and my friend was accused of hav- 
ing contraband (drugs). Because I 
had been a visitor that evening, I 
was barred from visiting him for a 
period of one year. This ban was 
placed on me without my being 
charged with anything!! I have tried 
to get the ban revoked and have 
been told by everyone I have con- 
tacted that the DOC is in complete 
control. Doesn’t it seem unbeliev- 
able that an organization that has so 
much power over people’s lives 
doesn’t have to answer to anyone? 

If you or anyone reading this 
knows whom to speak to about this 
issue, please let us — the thousands 
of people affected by the DOC — 
know the answer.

PHRAGMITES AND 
HOMOPHOBIA 


Al Giordano insinuates that my 
support of the City’s efforts to re- 
move the phragmites from the Back 
Bay Fens and Riverway is somehow 
homophobic (“Bully, Bully,” News, 
July 15). He’s wrong. 

There are two concerns I have 
about the phragmites. The first is 
that their presence makes the area 
unsafe. The second is that the reeds 
are destroying the entire ecology of 
the park. 

Neither of these concerns is ho- 
mophobic. Indeed, my position that 
the reeds should be removed fits 
squarely with that of a number of 
gay and lesbian advocates. 

The Fenway Community Health 
Center has noted that “for the past 
several years, the park [the Fens] 
has been the single most dangerous 
location in all of New England for 
the gay community.” (Testimony 
presented to the Boston Conserva- 
tion Commission, March 16, 1994.) 
Indeed, the FCHC concluded in its 
testimony supporting the city’s 
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eradication of the reeds that “an es- 
sential component to any safety plan 
is the removal of the phragmites.” 

In an editorial entitled “Sex and 
Silliness in the Fenway” (April 21, 
1994), Bay Windows wrote force- 
fully that we should stop tolerating 
violence in the Fens. 

“Enough is enough,” the newspa- 
per editorialized. “Cut them down, 
suffocate them, or poison them, but 
get the reeds out of there.” 

I agree. This is a vital issue of 
public safety and of the long-term 
future of this park. Giordano trivial- 
izes these concerns with his inaccu- 
rate, tendentious writing.

PERSECUTED 
PEDOPHILES 


I’m always distressed when I en- 
counter anyone — but especially a 
fellow queer with good intentions 
— who promotes intolerance of mi- 
norities. My most recent distress 
was occasioned by Liz Galst’s piece 
“Kids’ Stuff’ (“Homo Beat,” News, 
July 15), in which she rejoices over 
the ousting of NAMBLA, the North 
American Man/Boy Love Associa- 
tion, by ILGA, the International 
Lesbian and Gay Association. This 
ousting was the result of a success- 
ful campaign launched by the theo- 
cratic right and enthusiastically sup- 
ported by its allies in Congress and 
the Clinton administration. 

The subtitle of Galst’s article, 
“International gay group stands up 
to pedophiles,” implies that NAM- 
BLA is an organization with power 
and that “standing up” to it consti- 
tutes an act of courage. NAMBLA is 
a tiny, impotent group with a few 
hundred members worldwide. Any- 
one who has read its literature 
knows that the usual portrayal of 
NAMBLA as an organization of 
child molesters is both defamatory 
and ridiculous. NAMBLA was 
kicked out of ILGA not because it 
advocates breaking any law but be- 
cause it advocates using the demo- 
cratic process to change the law. Al- 
lowing NAMBLA to participate in 
ILGA does not constitute an en- 
dorsement of its political positions. 
We don’t all have to think and act 
alike, and we certainly don’t all have 
to agree with one another or even 
like one another. But we cannot 
consistently defend our claim to 
rights while we purge our own com- 
munities of unpopular minorities. 

Perhaps congressional and White 
House “liberals” are too dense to 
understand that the network of sex- 
ual minorities is complex and di- 
verse enough to contain many mi- 
norities within it. I doubt this. To 
our reluctant “allies,” NAMBLA is 
just a convenient excuse to do noth- 
ing for gays. After we throw NAM- 


BLA out of the lifeboat, they will 
demand that the leather community 
go overboard. 

I’m privileged to serve as an offi- 
cer of the National Writers Union 
(NWU). A few years ago, when we 
were investigating affiliation with 
the United Auto Workers, we dis- 
covered that the UAW Constitution 
bars members of Communist, Fas- 
cist, or Nazi organizations from 
holding elective or appointive office 
in the international union or any lo- 
cal within it. We demanded excep- 
tion to this provision as a condition 
of affiliation, not because the NWU 
endorses any of these philosophies 
but because we believe in inclusion.

BEEF UP THE 
CRIME WATCH 


Gawd, first the Globe and now 
the Phoenix seems to be campaign- 
ing to convince people that crime 
these days isn’t all that bad, and we 
are just overreacting. Mark Jur- 
kowitz (“Scared Witless,” News, 
July 15) can join the company of 
Brian McGrory and Robert Weis- 
berg in being way, way off track on 
this matter. In Weisberg’s Globe 
piece, his most comforting evidence 
was that “the risk of violent crime 
has been on a slight, if erratic, de- 
cline in the last decade.” In Jur- 
kowitz’s article, he has a chart 
showing this slight, erratic decline 
and asks, “What’s wrong with this 
picture?” Okay, I'll tell you what’s 
wrong. 

Look at all the anti-crime mea- 
sures we as a society have taken in 
the past decade: leashes on kids, 
keeping them much closer at hand 
and teaching them to distrust all 
strangers; car and home alarms; 
wariness about answering the door 
at odd hours; private security 
guards everywhere; “inventory con- 
trol” systems; metal detectors in 
schools; rigorous avoidance of 
“bad” areas and “bad” hours; set- 
ting up “Crime Watch” groups; 
moving into “secure” neighbor- 
hoods; and so on — and yet all we 
have to show for it is a “slight, if er- 
ratic, decline.” 

That’s the problem: we have 
spent tremendous money, directly 
and indirectly, and made drastic 
changes in our lifestyles to deal with 
crime, and we are barely keeping 
ahead. But that’s just the middle- 
class lament. Our urban areas are 
still the violent nightmares of our 
worst imagination. People are get- 
ting fed up with having to be on 
constant vigil, and that’s the bottom 


hubristic notions that they are the 
source of all opinions.

Five years ago: August 4, 1989 
> A visit to the Romance Writers of America Convention 
in Boston left Caroline Knapp hot and bothered and bored: 
“Finally, the reporter could bear it no longer. She fell 
into a feverish state. Details from the convention kept 
leaping into her mind — ‘One-quarter of all books sold 
are romance novels.’ ‘A Harlequin Romance is sold every 
six seconds.’ ‘Sexual tension is the slow simmer that 
makes a hot book.’ ‘Most people have a sexual fantasy 
seven to eight times a day.’ ‘Virgins are extremely rare in 
romance novels and not really desirable: they don’t repre- 
sent the majority of women today.’ But it was meaning- 
less, the words as empty and hollow as her unfulfilled de- 
sire. She had gone to the convention looking for romance, 
and she had not found it. Nothing, nothing could ease her 
pain now.”

10 years ago: August 7, 1984

Following the Penthouse fiasco, Ken Hartnett predicted 
curtains for the fallen Miss : 
America, Vanessa Williams. 
“Vanessa Williams paid 
for her lapse from grace by 
being fed summarily into 
the maw of the great 
American communications 
culture, which overnight 
consumed skin and bones. 
Someday it might resurrect 
her, but don’t count on it. 
Odds are that Vanessa 
Williams has vanished for- 
ever into the obscurity 
from which she came, the VANESSA: into the 
obscurity she took for media’s maw.

RATHER SEXY 

15 years ago: August 7, 1979 

> After a little comparison shopping of the national news 
programs, Larry Simonberg pointed to CBS as “still clearly 
the best news organization in broadcasting.” 

“[CBS news anchor Walter] Cronkite, tops in the ratings 
for so many years, is rock-solid — a newsman who can tell 
a complicated story as well as anyone could ever hope 
to. .. . Cronkite is the narrator of the newsreel of our 
lives... . 

“Roger Mudd, Cronkite’s sub, is easy to watch, and he 
sprinkles his knowledgeable journalism with wry wit. He’s 
the logical successor when the day comes, but CBS may 
prefer the sex appeal of Dan Rather.” 


COMIC LOOK 
20 years ago: August 6, 1974 
» In an age of comic-book simplicity, Mike Baron 
browsed over the wares at the New York Comic Art Con- 
vention and sensed that a renaissance was on its way. 
“Most fascinating about comics is that a really good one, 
where the artist is in control of his material and knocks 
himself out for every page, can be bought for a quarter. 
That’s bringing fine art down to a popular level . . . 
“Unfortunately, the only way comics can remain comics, 
i.e., available at a quarter or less in print runs of several 
hundred thousand, is if the publishers continue to aim their 
stuff at kids and keep it bland, bland, bland. Simultaneous- 
ly, the young writers and artists want to aim at an adult au- 
dience.

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Myth-stealers 


Disney’s films are a lot more 
subversive than its theme parks

ecent headlines about the 
Walt Disney Company 
have concerned chairman 
Michael Eisner’s recovery 
from heart surgery and a 
possible fight over who might become 
company president. The business news, 
however, is obscuring a more fundamental 
and unrelated cultural point about Disney 
that affects us all. 

When it comes to Disney’s productions, 
there is an odd dichotomy in our culture: 
the movies and all the related parapherna- 
lia can’t seem to win enough praise, 
whereas the theme parks often arouse so 
much antagonism they can become a 
source of congressional inquiry. 

It’s happening again this summer as The 
Lion King — riding the usual wave of adu- 
lation — dominates the box office, while 
its soundtrack dominates the record 
charts. Meanwhile, Disney’s planned Civil 
War-era theme park near Bull Run, in Vir- 
ginia, has seemingly aroused the ire of half 
the nation’s professional critics. 

The problem, of course, is that the two 
aren’t really all that distinguishable in the 
way critics suggest. In fact the theme park 
is at best a pale physical reflection of the 
process of transfiguration Disney performs 
with everything it touches. 

What Disney does to history is pretty 
much what it does to myth (or thinly dis- 
guised Shakespeare, in the case of The

Lion King), and the two are inextricably 
linked as “an image in the public mind,” as 
Walt himself once put it. The issue of the 
“Disneyfication” of America we were hear- 
ing about before Eisner’s illness — and 
are bound to hear about again — makes 
for nice op-ed columns, but it was really 
decided decades ago, as anyone who ever 
owned a coonskin cap must surely know. 
. 

All writers and producers plunder their 
mythic and historical sources — Shake- 
speare, after all, had his Plutarch and the 
War of the Roses — and the Disney as- 
semblage has been no exception. It’s just 
that Disney writers have often been so 
successful that they’ve nearly wiped out 
our collective memory of the originals. 
Thanks to Disney, there probably isn’t a 
schoolchild in America who realizes that in 
the “fairy tale” version of Snow White the 
dwarfs had no names and very little per- 
sonality; that nothing like Jiminy Cricket 
appeared in Carlo Collodi’s Pinocchio; that 
there were no helpful mice in the original 
Cinderella; or that the Mary Poppins of lit- 
erary fame wasn’t such a softie. 

Forty years ago, a few critics had a field 
day pointing out that the real Davy Crock- 
ett “would bear any hardship to escape a 
routine day’s work”; couldn’t have shot 
105 bears in nine months because he 
“couldn’t count that high”;.and “was never 
king of anything except maybe the Ten- 
nessee Tall Tales and Bourbon Samplers’ 
Association.” These criticisms so hit the 
mark that Disney subsequently shied away 
from plundering the past, meaning future 
generations never had the chance to learn 
how Johnny Tremain, the Swamp Fox, 
Texas John Slaughter, and Zorro were ac- 
tually four of the more pivotal figures in 
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THE LION KING 


our collective unconscious. 





our history. 

Yet despite a few dissenting voices, the 
objections to Disney’s cinematic transfor- 
mations have almost always been muted in 
a chorus of praise. Not so the theme parks, 
and the Virginia proposal is no exception. 
Historian David McCullough, for example, 
joined by colleagues such as Shelby Foote 
and Arthur Schlesinger Jr., has branded the 
project “an attempt to create synthetic his- 
tory by destroying real history.” 

No one denies that what Disney movies 
do to myth or history, the theme parks try 
to accomplish in more tangible ways. Thus 
a walking, talking Abraham Lincoln greets 
you in the Disney Hall of Presidents, just 
as a utopian “Main Street” supposedly 
transports visitors back to the turn-of-the- 
century America of Walt’s youth. The 
prospect of such treatment of the issues 
surrounding the Civil War — in close 
proximity to the actual battlefields, no less 
— is what so disturbs many of the pro- 
ject’s opponents. 

. 

Theme parks are proliferating. Led by 
the success of Disney World, the revenue 
from such parks domestically is now high- 
er than the revenue from the box-office 
movies. The irony, of course, is that the 
theme parks do a far less successful job of 
paving over the past than the films do. As 
anyone who’s ever been to any of these at- 
tractions knows, there’s an air of commer- 
cial fantasy that pervades these places. Be- 
cause one is always reminded that these 
are amusement parks, it’s impossible to 
suspend a sense of disbelief. 

Presented without the benefit of much 





rips off Shakespeare — and reprograms a part 


narrative, these attractions are selling a 
physical experience, which means they in- 
evitably stumble over their own technology 
to deliver a version of history or myth that 
never quite manages to stick to the visitor. 
After all, what changed the way children 
thought about the winning of the West 
wasn’t the Mike Fink boat ride in Fron- 
tierland — it was the Davy Crockett TV 
series, and no congressional committee 
ever dared lay a glove on that. 

Which means that the historians and 
critics have selected the wrong target. As 
Hollywood has always shown, film is much 
more powerful than other media. Because 
movies and television shows seem so real, 
screen audiences have always had trouble 
distinguishing what’s true from what’s fic- 
tion, no matter how hard they try to retain 
their equilibrium. It’s a testament to the 
power of these cinematic images that even 
a cartoon can seem so authentic that it re- 
shapes our impressions of Africa, animals, 
or, if it so chooses, the War Between the 
States. Which do more people remember: 
actual accounts of the Battle of Antietam, 
or Scarlett’s escape from Atlanta? 

Because they are tangible and seem 
somewhat plebeian, theme parks are easier 
targets than movies. Yet the real threats to 
a collective memory grounded in truth 
have always been lurking indoors, project- 
ed in the dark.

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Race matters 


Stereotyping on TY; plus, 
the case of the rogue news car 


by Mark Jurkowitz 


ocal members of minority 

communities — in Boston 

and across the nation — 

have long complained that 

the news media rush into 
their neighborhoods to chase sirens and 
gunshots, but make no attempt to mitigate 
those images of violence by reporting 
more-positive stories as well. 

The University of Pennsylvania’s Kath- 
leen Hall Jamieson and others have been 
talking about racially stigmatizing press 
coverage for some time. 

Now a little more fuel has been added to 
the fire in the new issue of the Freedom 
Forum’s Media Studies Journal, which fea- 
tures a scathing indictment of racially 
skewed crime news on television by Robert 
Entman, an associate professor of commu- 
nications at Northwestern University. He 
writes in the introduction: 


The choices TV journalists make 
appear to feed racial stereotypes, en- 
couraging white hostility and fear of 
African Americans. TV news, especial- 


blacks as violent and threatening to- 
ward whites . . . continually causing 
problems for the law-abiding, tax-pay- 
ing majority. We have all heard that 
sensationalism and entertainment val- 
ue are on the rise in TV news... . 
They may also be making urban 
America less governable, deepening 
the chasm of misunderstanding and 
distrust between blacks and whites. 


Entman’s conclusions are based partly 
on a study of broadcasts by Chicago’s 
three dominant network affiliates in late 
1993 and early 1994, which revealed that: 

¢ The “threat of violence to humans” 
took up about nine out of the 14 minutes 
devoted to news coverage in a standard 
half-hour broadcast. 

¢ Black defendants were more likely 
than white defendants to be depicted in 
mug shots, with no name appearing on 
screen, making them seem part of “an un- 
differentiated group.” White defendants 
were more frequently identified by name 
and shown in video and photos other than 
mug shots, thus enabling them to “retain 
individual identities.” 

* Black suspects are “significantly more 
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AF RICAN-AMERICANS are disproportionately depicted as 


dangerous, anonymous criminals, thus reinforcing racial fears. 


white suspects, creating a sense that they 
“are more dangerous than whites.” 

¢ The ratio of white “law enforcers” to 
black ones appearing on the news was 
about 12 to one, a proportion much more 
skewed than the actual ratio of white to 
black police officers in the Chicago area. 

¢ During the survey period, Entman 
saw 450 minutes of news dedicated to the 
activities of white “good Samaritans,” and 


performing similar good deeds. 

“Television news is uniquely poised to 
reduce racial stereotyping,” concludes 
Entman. “But to do so, TV journalists 
must realize that their words and images, 
however accurate on a story-by-story ba- 
sis, accumulate over time to exacerbate 
racial tensions.” 

Entman’s findings are a lot more trou- 
bling than the uproar over whether Time 
magazine’s darkening of the O.J. Simpson

Scaring kids 

Not only can TV coverage of crime have 
damaging racial ramifications, but there 
are additional indications that the nation’s 
parents, educators, and children’s advo- 
cates should worry less about cartoon vio- 
lence and more about “film at 11.” 

A poll of 850 children be- 
tween the ages of 11 and 16, 
conducted earlier this year 
for the California-based ad- 
vocacy group Children Now, 
indicated that half the 
youngsters admitted to feel- 
ing “angry,” “afraid,” “sad,” 
or “depressed” after watch- 
ing the news. (Girls in par- 
ticular were traumatized, 
with 66 percent feeling an- 
gry, 62 percent sad or de- 
pressed, and 56 percent 
afraid. Those figures were 
about 20 points higher than 
the ones for boys.) 

Sixty-one percent said that when kids 
their age are on. the news, they are usually 
depicted as being involved in violence, 
crime, or drugs. And three out of every 
four African-American children responded 
that when people of color make the news, 
it is usually for engaging in criminal activi- 
ty. A full 71 percent said they “sometimes 
get sick and tired of seeing so much nega- 
tive news on television,” which is under- 
standable: an accompanying study by Dale 
Kunkel, a professor at the University of 
California at Santa Barbara, revealed that 
48 percent of television news stories about 
children involve crime and violence. The 
runner-up is education, which lags well 
behind, at 15 percent. 

What makes these results all the more 
significant is that four out of five kids ac- 
tually believe the media do a good or ex- 
cellent job covering crime. 

“These kids take this [the news] more 
seriously than Beavis and Butt-head, be- 
cause they think it’s true,” says Children 
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SAHL: tast symbol 
of credibility. 








Now president James Steyer. “It gives 
them their world view and their self- 
view. . . . It’s kids as victims and perpetra- 
tors, and it helps create a fear in kids and 
a fear of kids. I think it can contribute to a 
growing gulf between adults and kids in 
our society.” 


Voting with his feet 

And speaking of violence in the news, 
without knowing whether R.D. Sahl 
jumped or was pushed — both the Boston 
Globe’s and the Boston Herald’s stories 
made it seem like the former — cheers to 
the departing Channel 7 an- 
chor, who looked woefully out 
of place reading daily casualty 
reports amid screaming graph- 
ics and gesticulating reporters. 

Given its de-emphasis of star- 
quality anchors and lack of in- 
terest in journalistic values, the 
7 brass may be happy to see 
Sahl go. Nevertheless, as long 
as Sahl was at his desk, he 
brought a veneer of (unde- 
served) credibility to the station. 

And kudos to the Herald for 
putting Monica Collins’s piece 
on Sahl’s exit — a legitimate 
big story — on page one. The Globe 
buried it on page 64, once again revealing 
its proclivity for treating people who watch 
TV (or listen to radio, for that matter) as 
second-class news consumers. 





Weak on ’Nique 

To this admitted Celtic-hater, it’s always 
seemed that the men in green shorts have 
enjoyed a special relationship with the lo- 
cal sports media. Perhaps it’s all those 
banners hanging from the rafters. There’s 
a reverence, a certain docility that marks 
media commentary about this ballclub — 
in stark contrast to the perennial open sea- 
son, for example, on the Red Sox. 

A case in point was the team’s recent 
acquisition of aging superstar forward 
Dominique Wilkins — who by all ac- 
counts will help make a bad team better, 
but is incapable of delivering them to that 
promised land, the NBA finals. 

Under those circumstances, it seems 
that someone who is paid good money to 
venture opinions has two options. One is 
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WHY are Wilkins (left) and Carr smiling? The free ride they’re getting

to decry the move as a delaying tactic — a 
signing that merely defers the bottoming- 
out of a team that can’t turn itself around 
until it lands a very early lottery pick. The 
other option is to cheer the deal and point 
to the case of the Dallas Mavericks: even 
perpetual cellar-dwelling may not bring 
the draft savior needed to change a losing 
team’s fortunes. What’s not acceptable is 
to straddle the middle. 


To his considerable credit, Boston Globe 


columnist Dan Shaughnessy eagerly se- 
lected option one. “The Celtics are fast on 
their way to becoming the Red Sox,” he 
wrote. “If there’s one thing the Sox have 
taught us, it’s that being bad and old is 
worse than being just bad.” 

But no one else was as tough as 
Shaughnessy, and even he backed down 
after rookie general manager M.L. Carr 
made his next move: signing shot-blocker 
extraordinaire Pervis Ellison. Though 
maintaining a hint of sarcasm, Shaugh- 
nessy wrote on July 31 that the Celtics had 
“reinvented themselves in less than two 
weeks.” 


The Herald’s Steve Bulpett embraced 
option two with some enthusiasm. 

“Though signing Wilkins pretty well 
abandons the aim-low-for-success concept 
of rebuilding through the lottery, the move 
makes sense,” he asserted. “The lottery 
method has its benefits, but the feeling is 
that the Celtics’ odds may be better on the 
track they’ve taken.” 

Then there’s that unsatisfying middle 
ground, where so many commentators 
sought refuge. The general theme: perhaps 
it was a bad signing, but it was under- 
standable given the need to put fans in the 
seats. 

“I wanted the Celtics to stink” began 
Globe basketball-beat writer Jackie Mac- 
Mullan, who was headed along the 
Shaughnessy route before dramatically 
changing course. “So was this a bad sign- 
ing? Under my preferred strategy of losing 
with dignity, yes. Under Carr’s game 
plan? Not necessarily.” 

The Herald’s Michael Gee was ambiva- 
lent as well, even though he’d fretted earli-

er that the team’s drafting of center Eric 
Montross would make them just good 
enough to miss out on a top lottery pick. 

First he acknowledged that “building an 
NBA championship is not a process suited 
to incremental reform. It’s better to not 
address a weakness at all than to plug in 
an insufficient remedy.” But then, inexpli- 
cably, he wrote, “You can’t fault Carr’s 
analysis of the Celtics’ problems.” 

Even the Globe’s pig-headed Will Mc- 
Donough suddenly sounded like he’d gone 
to the Bill Clinton school of decisiveness. 

“Carr says Dominique Wilkins can help 
the Celtics win another championship,” he 
declared. “I don’t think he can, but I agree 
with the signing — even though I am con- 
ditioned against it.” Perhaps Mc- 
Donough’s hedge was to be expected: 
Carr seems to have the enthusiastic sup- 
port of Red Auerbach, a long-time pal of 
McDonough’s. 

Now, I’m not suggesting folks can’t 
have mixed emotions about the Wilkins 
deal. But when sportswriters start giving 
as much weight to front-office concerns 
about selling tickets as to their own per- 
sonal views — well, that suggests a team 
that, despite its southbound trajectory, still 
very much enjoys sacred-cow status in this 
town. 


Cruise control 

You may have first read about it in the 
July 20 “Inside Track” column in the Bos- 
ton Herald: a daring car chase the previ- 
ous day involving WBZ-TV (Channel 4) 
reporter John Dougherty and photogra- 
pher Michael Bennett, who took off after 
some bad guys who stole their video cam- 
era and drove away. The perpetrators were 
caught — although one did escape — and 
reportedly were found with a cache of 
stolen jewelry. 

But one piece of information that hasn’t 
surfaced is the allegation that a car driven 
by a third party was struck in quick suc- 
cession by both the getaway car and the 
WBZ chase car while the driver was at- 
tempting to park on Summer Street in 
downtown Boston. 
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The driver, Marcia Maglione, says she 
was first rear-ended by the fleeing car and 
then, moments later, hit even harder by the 
pursuing WBZ car. Both vehicles contin- 
ued the high-speed chase, she claims, 
without stopping. She adds that several 
eyewitnesses verify her account. Maglione, 
who says her Oldsmobile Cutlass was to- 
taled, went to Deaconess Hospital, where 
she was x-rayed. 

“I don’t have any serious injuries,” she 
says, but adds she is suffering from a sore 
neck and shoulders, as well as headaches. 
“I’ve been very edgy since this has all hap- 
pened,” Maglione says. 

Moreover, she is angry because she be- 
lieves WBZ’s hot pursuit constituted reck- 
less behavior that endangered many in a 
crowded downtown area. Initial efforts to 
contact WBZ, she claims, have proved 
fruitless. 

When contacted by the Phoenix, WBZ 
news director Peter Brown said, “We are 
not aware of any claims involving our ve- 
hicle hitting any other vehicles. I’m not 
aware of what’s being described here.” He 
stressed that in the wake of the incident he 
had “made it very clear that no one’s life is 
worth a piece of equipment,” advising his 
staff to leave the pursuit of criminals “to 
the proper authorities.” 

Boston Police officer Frank Walsh, who 
took down Maglione’s version of events, 
says he told Maglione to take her com- 
plaints to the WBZ people. 

When asked if there’s been any police 
investigation or corroboration of Magli- 
one’s story, he says: “I have none, other 
than her statement to me.” Meanwhile, 
Maglione is busy talking to lawyers. 

To use an old television cliché, stay 
tuned. 


Squeezing the Juice 

God knows it’s not easy keeping the 
O.J. story atop the news. But give some 
credit to the August 1 New Yorker, which 
devoted two off-the-beaten-path “Talk of 
the Town” items to the case. 

One profiled Bob and Marika Tur, the 
husband-and-wife KCBS-TV helicopter 
crew who tracked the white Bronco during 
Simpson’s freeway frolic. Turns out 
they’re quite the chopper heroes, frequent- 
ly engaging in search-and-rescue missions. 
In 1988, they were credited with saving 54 
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SIMPSON LITE: it’s getting difficult to keep those O.J. stories 
coming, but the New Yorker found a way. 


people during a bad storm at a seaside ho- 
tel. (Now the Fox network is thinking of 
starring the Turs in a show about heli- 
copter pursuits. Just what we need: anoth- 
er reality program.) 

The second item involves John Mam- 
moser, a 36-year-old Buffalo native and 
comedy writer who has started a 900 
number where you can hear the latest O.]. 
jokes. 

My favorite clean one: “O.J.’s got a six- 
hour alibi. He was waiting to get served at 
Denny’s.” 

This represents something of a come- 
back for the New Yorker, which received 
considerable criticism for its shaky July 25 
piece by Jeffrey Toobin outlining an al- 
leged defense strategy to convince jurors 
that Detective Mark Fuhrman framed 
Simpson because he’s racist. The product 
of obvious — and clumsy — leaks and 
spin, the piece read like a quickie newspa- 
per hit with a shelf life of about 24 hours. 

This week’s shameless O.J. bait-and- 
switch prize goes to a glossy trading-card 
magazine called Collector’s Sportslook. 
There, taking up the entire cover of the 
September issue, is a picture of Simpson’s 
now-familiar bleak courtroom visage. 

So what do we learn about the trial of 
the century, which is so brazenly hyped on 


the cover? On page 125 — on one thin 
line of type amid hundreds of other names 
— it’s revealed that a 1970 O.J. Simpson 
Topps football card is now worth $125. 
(Next highest is Joe Namath’s $45 card.) 


The fourth ‘P’ 

One obvious result of Pat Purcell’s pur- 
chase of the Boston Herald is that we’re 
seeing a lot more of him these days. 

In the July 15 Herald, there’s a photo of 
the publisher listening attentively as Gov- 
ernor Bill Weld chats with the paper’s 
staffers. (He’s the only Herald representa- 
tive pictured.) 

Four days later, there’s a photo of the 
publisher listening attentively as US Sen- 
ate Republican Leader Bob Dole pontifi- 
cates at a meeting of Herald editors and 
reporters. (Again, Purcell’s the only Her- 
ald representative pictured.) 

And finally, on July 21, there’s a photo 
of the publisher striding along the Pleasant 
Valley golf course chatting amiably with 
the Donald- himself. Mr. Trump, that is.

olls, polls, polls. 

After months of drip- 
feeding its readers the 
message that US Senator 
Teddy Kennedy faces the 
re-election fight of his life, the Boston 
Globe published a poll that deflated the 
paper’s own story. It seems the Senate’s 
leading lefty is more than holding his own 
in potential match-ups with his Republi- 
can challengers. 

Now, a poll is only a snapshot, and 
there’s plenty of time left for Teddy to 
blow his lead. But in the Globe’s survey, 
published on July 24, Kennedy was best- 
ing Republican State Convention nominee 
Mitt Romney by a margin of 50 percent to 
34 percent. This after Romney had sunk 
big bucks into television advertising, and 
had been widely coronated as the coming 
victor in his party’s September primary. 

And speaking of snapshots, Kennedy 
was ahead of Republican John Lakian in 
that poll by 54 percent to 34 percent. 
Lakian may subsequently have ruined his 
own chances with a false and bizarre 
claim that when in the military he did time 
as a spy, photographing anti-war pro-

testers — a particularly damaging mistake 
for a candidate who was driven out of the 
1982 gubernatorial race after he was 
caught lying about his past. 

This is the season when partial poll re- 
sults get leaked by various campaigns, as 
well as by pollsters attempting to prove 
that their favorite candidates are viable. 
So it was no surprise when Governor Bill 
Weld’s campaign recently passed along 
what it said were poll numbers showing a 
closer US Senate race: 45 percent for 
Kennedy to 41 percent for Romney. Per- 
haps those numbers were generated by 
the same advisers who told Weld he had 
the votes to prevent a House override of 
his welfare-reform veto. 

Another poll taken the same week as 
the Globe survey, generated by a Demo- 
cratic pollster unaffiliated with any 1994 
Bay State candidate, shows that Kennedy 
would beat Romney by 56 percent to 34 
percent. That poll shows a gender gap as 
well, with Kennedy winning among wom- 
en by more than a two-to-one margin (61 
percent to 30 percent). Especially bad 
news for Tedophobes: Kennedy was 
ahead among independents by 56 percent 
to 35 percent. 

That poll also contained interesting 
numbers for a potential match-up be- 
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tween Weld and Democratic State Con- 
vention nominee Mark Roosevelt: Weld 
would get 49 percent to Roosevelt’s 29 
percent. So far, not so good for the 
Democrat. But wait: this poll had Roo- 
sevelt winning among Boston residents 
(45 percent to 41 percent) and among 
households with incomes of between 
$35,000 and $49,999 (45 percent to 40 
percent). Among households earning 
more than $75,000, Weld triumphs by 77 
percent to Roosevelt’s 11 percent, which, 
along with the advantage of incumbency, 
may have something to do with why Weld 
has raised so much more money than any 
of his Democratic challengers. 

Although pundits, politicians, and 
members of the public frequently be- 
moan the influence of polls, everyone 
wants to know the latest numbers — es- 
pecially in this cynical era, when politics 
is increasingly considered a game. Polls 
outrank policy when it comes to deter- 
mining front-page or top-of-the-hour 
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. « » WELD (left) hasn't quite shaken Roosevelt. 
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campaign news. Never mind that Roo- 
sevelt may have a thoughtful campaign- 
finance-reform proposal, or that his 
Democratic rival George Bachrach may 
publish a comprehensive welfare-reform 
plan, or that John Lakian’s tax-reform 
ideas may well deserve to see the light of 
day. Policy stories will almost always 
take a back seat to horse-race numbers. 
If politics is a game, the spectators want 
to know the score. 

And though the score right now shows 
Weld well ahead, it’s hardly time to call it 
over. Weld maintains a punishing lead 
over Roosevelt (not to mention Bachrach 
and Mike Barrett, Roosevelt’s Democrat- 
ic-primary rivals), but he has not solidi- 
fied his support to the degree that 
Kennedy has. And in a state where Re- 
publicans make up only 14 percent of the 
electorate, the gubernatorial race could 
tighten as November nears. 

If Kennedy continues to enjoy a wide

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lead come October, the press corps, after 
months of signaling that the Senate was 
the contest to watch, will have some jug- 
gling to do. The press needs a race. If 
Kennedy-Romney doesn’t go down to the 
wire, Weld ought to be concerned that the 
media will suddenly discover there’s a 
fight for governor. 

But if Weld continues to crush all com- 
ers, then it could be Treasurer Joe Malone 
— facing a long-shot but substantive 
challenge from Democrat Shannon 
O’Brien — who suddenly finds himself 
unhappily involved in the designated race 
of the year. 


Nucci’s big lead 

Another recent poll conducted by a po- 
litical candidate in Greater Boston was 
obtained by the Phoenix on the condition 
that the source not be named. That can- 
didate wouldn’t make his own numbers 
available, but did release results relevant 
to the Suffolk County clerk-of-courts 
race — and still more data on the guber- 
natorial race. 

The in-house survey, which included 
two-thirds of the city of Boston, confirms 
that Boston City Councilor John Nucci 
has a long lead over other Democratic 
candidates for court clerk. Respondents 
were asked, “If the Democratic primary 
for clerk of the criminal session of the su- 
perior court were being held today, for 
whom would you vote for?” 

The results: Nucci, 37 percent; Peter 
Walsh, 9.6 percent; Eve Piemonte-Stacey, 
3.3 percent; and Rosie Carr, an assistant 
clerk at the Boston Municipal Court, 5.5 
percent. (Carr dropped out of the race 
last month, but too late to remove her 
name from the ballot.) 

It’s even better for Nucci than it looks, 
because the one-third of Suffolk County 
that was not polled includes the coun- 
cilor’s base of East Boston and the North 
End. Also not included in the poll were 
the heavily Italian-American communi- 
ties of Chelsea, Revere, and Winthrop, 
and liberal Boston wards 21 and 22 (All- 
ston-Brighton), where Nucci should do 
well. 

But Nucci — who has not yet said 
whether he’ll quit the city council if he’s 
elected — has still got a lot of work to do, 
with 44 percent of respondents saying 
they are undecided. 

The same poll also showed a whopping 
44 percent of respondents undecided on 
the governor’s race, with Weld at 28.3 
percent and Roosevelt at 27.5 percent. 


Kennedy’s clout 

The final version of the $33 billion fed- 
eral crime bill approved by a House-Sen- 
ate conference committee last week in- 
cludes a provision that will free thousands 
of non-violent offenders from federal 
prison cells, thus sharpening law enforce- 
ment’s attack on violent crime. Inclusion 
of the “safety valve” provision, in fact, is 
one of the few progressive aspects of an 
otherwise draconian bill. And because the 
safety valve is retroactive, many marijuana 
farmers, Grateful Deadheads, and other 
peaceful drug offenders will soon be com- 
ing home. 

The Clinton administration strongly op- 
posed the retroactive portion of the safety 
valve, and as of a month ago the provision 
was near death (“Talking Politics,” News, 
July 1). The reason: Senate Judiciary 
chairman Joe Biden (D-Delaware) had 
caved in to the Department of Justice by 
eliminating retroactivity. 

“The retroactive portion will free as 
many as 10,000 convicted drug offend- 
ers,” charged Senator Orrin Hatch (R- 
Utah) during a conference-committee 
session on July 27. But Hatch was on the 
losing side. Even Senator Strom Thur- 
mond (R-South Carolina) voted with the 
Democratic majority, if only briefly. By 
the next day, Thurmond had joined with 
Hatch to oppose the measure. 

According to Capitol Hill sources, it 
was Kennedy, the conference committee’s 
senior Democrat, who saved the day. 

“We couldn’t have done it without 
him,” says one House Judiciary staffer 
from another state. “Kennedy was a lead- 
er in the Senate, and [Kennedy aide] Ron 
Weich was the key person behind getting 
the Senate to do what it did on the safety 
valve. Kennedy was constantly talking to 
Biden about how important it was.” 

Deal-making by senior senators was 
crucial to the retroactive provision’s sur- 


vival. Senators Biden, Pat Leahy (D-Ver- 
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mont), and Dennis DeConcini (D-Ari- 
zona) were brought around to the pro- 
retroactivity position by Kennedy, Senator 
Howard Metzenbaum (D-Ohio), and 
House members of the conference com- 
mittee. A deal was struck to include a pro- 
vision that re-authorized the Office of Na- 
tional Drug Policy, a/k/a the drug czar’s 
office, in exchange for the support of 
Biden, DeConcini, and Leahy for the full 
safety valve. 

It’s rare that a federal bill has an imme- 
diate impact on the individual lives of 
thousands of Americans, but this one will. 
As of 10 days after Bill Clinton signs the 
crime bill into law, federal inmates who 
are incarcerated on mandatory sentences 
for non-violent drug offenses — those 
who did not use guns, threats, or children 
in the course of dealing or possessing 
drugs — will be able to petition their 
judge or parole commission for release 
under normal sentencing guidelines. 

This means that more prosecutorial and 
prison resources can now be devoted to 
fighting violent crime. That’s one reason 
why conservative Republican congress- 
men Henry Hyde, of Illinois, and Bill Mc- 
Collum, of Florida, voted with Kennedy 
and the other Democrats. 

Republican Senate hopefuls Romney 
and Lakian have both spoken in favor of 
the retroactive provision, so Kennedy’s 
support is not likely to become a source 
of campaign charges that he’s soft on 
crime. And his successful effort in oppo- 
sition to his own president bolsters the 
claim by Kennedy supporters that the 
man has clout. 


Flaherty roars 

House Speaker Charlie Flaherty (D- 
North Cambridge) received his first glow- 
ing press in years after last month’s over- 
ride of the governor’s welfare-reform veto 
and rejection of death-penalty legislation 
Weld had hoped to sign. 

From the daily press reports, one might 
think those were the only two issues on 
which the House has ever stood up to 
Weld. 

In fact, in recent weeks the House has 
overridden Weld vetoes to enact a num- 
ber of laws and budget items. Among 
them: 

* Funding for regional transit authorities. 

* Roslindale Democrat Marc Draisen’s 
“pharmacy choice” bill, forbidding health 
insurers from mandating which pharma- 
cies their customers could go to. 

¢ A bill — staunchly opposed by Mal- 
one — to expand the state employees’ 
Pension Investment Committee to include 
two retirees to be nominated by public 
employees’ unions. “Let Joe Malone ex- 
plain that one,” says Flaherty. “That’s a 
great campaign issue for Shannon 
O’Brien.” 

“This is nothing new,” Flaherty says. 
“We have overridden literally hundreds 
of his vetoes. I remember being criticized 
during the Bush era, being compared to 
[Senate Majority Leader George] 
Mitchell and [House Speaker Tom] Fo- 
ley in Congress, about how we don’t 
fight Weld and how they were doing 
such a great job with Bush. At the time 
they had overridden two vetoes. We had 
overridden 200.” 

The welfare-reform override was, in 
fact, a series of nine override votes on 
each of the governor’s welfare-related ve- 
toes. “He raised the ante on this one,” 
Flaherty says, noting the governor had 
predicted the House would sustain his ve- 
toes. And Flaherty says both Weld and 
Lieutenant Governor Paul Cellucci’s 
11th-hour campaign to lobby legislators 
on the welfare override was carried out 
with an air of desperation. 

“They were both calling people them- 
selves. They were offering deals,” Flaherty 
says. “Now they’re trying to put a shiner 
on the stinker, saying this is victory 
wrapped in defeat.” 

Weld’s House defeats gave some credi- 
bility to those who portray Weld as out of 
touch. 

But Weld rebounded this past Tuesday, 
when the State Senate failed to override 
his welfare-reform veto by one vote. Weld 
succeeded by bringing along two liberal 
senators, Dianne Wilkerson (D-Roxbury) 
and Lois Pines (D-Newton), who want to 
preserve the status quo. 

Weld still has an uphill battle in regain- 
ing his legislative relevance. But gone are 
the days when Senate President Billy Bul- 
ger was seen as the effective leader while 
Flaherty was portrayed as floundering. 
Now it’s Flaherty — like his late mentor, 
Tip O’Neill — who has emerged as the 
leader of the opposition to a Republican 
administration. Q

isten to computer-industry 
people these days and you'll 
swear they’re trying out for 
the World Wrestling Federa- 
tion Testosterone Invitation- 
al. More RAM! Bigger hard drives! Faster 
microprocessors! The shorthand for all this 
is power, a word that’s spit out with a gut- 
tural roar and invoked even more often 
than that bygone favorite user-friendly. 

But despite the football/combat/rough- 
sex imagery, power in a computer is good. 
A big hard drive lets you be small; a faster 
operating speed lets you be slow. That’s 
because all that complexity inside is devot- 
ed to letting the computer present a sim- 
ple, easy-to-use face to the world. The 
more the computer knows, and the faster 
it can get at that knowledge, the less you 
have to know. 

Easy, in other words, ain’t easy. 

I was reminded of that this past week at 
Macworld, the 10th annual orgy for Mac- 
lovers. Thousands of corporate purchasing 
managers, students, technology buffs, and, 
yes, geeks have been roaming the World 
Trade Center since Wednesday, trying to 
get a look at — and deals on — the latest, 
the biggest, and the fastest. (The exhibi- 
tion’s last day is Friday, August 5.) 

This year’s show is something of a par- 
ty. Following a lean-and-mean streak, Ap- 
ple is in the midst of a financial and tech- 
nological renaissance. Its new Power 
Macs, based on the Apple/IBM/Motorola 
PowerPC microprocessor, represent a 
quantum leap in performance over the old 
68000-series Macs, and are selling rea- 
sonably well. Apple can’t keep up with the 
demand for its new PowerBooks. And ev- 
eryone was polite enough not to talk about 
the Newton, still a turkey a year after its 
release. 

While folks crowded around demonstra- 
tions on multimedia systems, recording- 
studio setups, pre-press imagesetters, and 
‘| other cutting-edge applications, I wan- 
dered over to a booth set up by the Boston 
Computer Museum. There, over in a cor- 
ner, was a 1981-vintage Osborne 1, com- 
plete with a built-in five-inch black-and- 
white screen and two floppy drives. 

In its day, it sold for $1795. Today you 
can buy a PC or a Mac for not much more 
than half that, and it will have more than 
60 times as much RAM (random-access 
memory), perhaps 1000 times as much 
disk-storage space, and a similarly mind- 
boggling increase in microprocessor speed. 
This increase in — well, in power — is

what allows for the friendly graphical in- 
terfaces, the point-and-click ease, the help 
files, the integration between programs, 
and the other features that make comput- 
ing so much easier than it was in 1981, 
when CP/M programs like WordStar, 
VisiCalc, and dBASE II made some users 
wonder why they’d ever given up their 
typewriters, their pocket calculators, and 
their index cards. 

Even though this year’s Macworld was 
largely devoted to the philosophy that 
power computing appeals mainly to power 
managers, some of this power is trickling 
down to The Rest of Us, even though that 
particular Apple slogan seems to have lor g 
since fallen by the wayside. 

Take, for instance, Claris Organizer, a 
so-called personal-information manager 
that was unveiled this past Wednesday. 
Produced by Claris Corporation, an Apple 
spinoff whose ClarisWorks integrated soft- 
ware is a bestseller, Organizer combines a 
calendar, contacts, a to-do list, and notes. 

At work I juggle one calendar for ap- 
pointments and another for deadlines, as 
well as a rolodex and a notebook. So I was 
particularly interested in checking out Or- 
ganizer, which was demo’d for a small but 
rapt audience by a polite young man with 
wire-rimmed glasses, short blond hair, and 
a cheerleader’s enthusiasm. 

What I saw was impressive. For the first 
time, I could picture using my computer to 
run my life. Organizer contains a lot of ar- 
tificial-intelligence features that can save a 
considerable amount of time. Type in 
“Lunch with Matt,” and you’ll be queried 
as to which of the four or five Matts in 
your contacts database you mean. Choose 
one, and you can instantly call up his pro- 
file — and call him through your modem 
by clicking on his phone number. 

But the stumbling block is power — in 
this case, the lack of it. Organizer may be 
state-of-the-art for today’s computers, but 
it’s still so complicated that you’d probably 
spend more time than you’d like just 
maintaining the program itself. 

And what are you going to run it on? I 
wouldn’t be without my PowerBook, but I 
can’t imagine lugging it to every meeting 
in order to take notes and keep Organizer 
updated on every aspect of my life. Also, 
you won’t be able to call Matt through the 
modem unless you’re plugged in to a 
phone jack — which doesn’t sound like a 
big deal, but Organizer is being marketed 
as a tool for people who are on the go. 

What you need is more power — the 
power to run a program that operates on, 
say, a flexible slate that you communicate 
with by voice or electronic pen, and that’s 
linked to the outside world through cellu- 
lar or satellite technology. This slate would 
likely make today’s computers look like an 
Osborne 1. 

But easy ain’t easy. Q 
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ut it this way: you don’t 
have to be a nuclear sci- 
entist to understand that 

roblems at the aged 
: Pilgrim Nuclear Power 
* Station, in Plymouth, 
: are cause for alarm. 

Consider the number of times the plant 
has had to close temporarily. In its first 22 
years of operation, the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission (NRC) reports, Pilgrim was 
partially or completely shut down 187 
times — 64 percent-more closures than it 
was designed to handle over its planned 
40-year life. In the past two years alone 
there have been 13 unplanned shutdowns 
— about one every two months. 

The closures, which can cost as much 
as $1 million a day, attest to ongoing op- 
erating problems. They also raise signifi- 
cant questions about how far away the 
doddering plant is from a Three Mile Is- 
land-like accident — an accident that 
threatens not only the safety of the more 
than 100,000 people living within the 
plant’s 10-mile emergency zone, but also 
the food and water supplies of millions of 
nearby New Englanders. 

Indeed, such an accident is more likely 
every day the plant continues to operate. 
An investigation by the Phoenix reveals a 
plant beset by a host of problems, from 
fundamental flaws in the overall design to 
faulty valves and cracked turbines. Regard- 
less of these problems, though, Pilgrim’s 
owners have yet to implement an emergen- 
cy-response plan that meets federal regula- 
tions (see “Duck and Cover-up,” page 19). 

Even Pilgrim’s owner, Boston Edison 
Company, agrees that the more the plant is 
shut down and restarted, the more stress is 
put on equipment designed to prevent acci- 
dents. But soon after the NRC’s shutdown 
report was released, in March, Boston Edi- 
son officials challenged its significance. 
The number of shutdowns the plant was 
designed to withstand (120) had been seri- 
ously underestimated, according to plant 
spokeswoman Peggy Markson, referring to 
a study commissioned by the company. 
The public, she says, can sleep easy. 

By disputing the number of shutdowns 
the plant can handle, Boston Edison in ef- 
fect dismissed the same figures it used in a 
1972 safety report required for its license. 

Because it has. exceeded the number of 
shutdowns and other “events” specified in 
the operating license, Pilgrim is violating 
that license and should be closed, says 
Mary Ott, co-chairwoman of the Pilgrim 
watchdog organization Citizens Urging 
Responsible Energy (CURE). 

“This is an accident waiting to happen, 
and the NRC is permitting it,” she says. 

But NRC spokeswoman Diane Screnci 
says that because Boston Edison used 
what the agency considers a conservative 
method of counting the number of shut- 
downs, the plant is not violating its license 
and is still safe to run.

Time was when the NRC didn’t dismiss 
such concerns quite so easily. In the mid 
1980s, responding to a litany of manage- 
ment and equipment problems, the agency 
labeled Pilgrim one of the “worst-run” 
plants in the country. Boston Edison ulti- 
mately shut the plant down in 1986 for 
two and a half years. After hiring a new 
management team and spending millions 
of dollars on upgrades, Boston Edison was 
permitted to reopen Pilgrim gradually. Al- 
most immediately, though, the plant was 
beset by more problems i i 
dioactive-water spills and instrument-pan- 
el failures — that forced more shutdowns. 

By the late ’80s, the winds in the nucle- 
ar-power industry had begun to shift, and 
the NRC’s attitude about its regulatory role 
was changing. Support for nuclear power 
was clearly waning, and the industry’s 
long-term viability was in doubt. Locally, 
public confidence was further undermined 
by a 1990 study that concluded there was a 
four-fold greater risk of leukemia for 
adults who had lived and worked near Pil- 
grim for long periods in the 1970s. 

In 1991 President George Bush, at the 
urging of his chief-of-staff, John Sununu, 
installed Ivan Selin as NRC chairman. Su- 
nunu had emerged as a strong nuclear-in- 
dustry-backer when he was governor of 
New Hampshire, shepherding the Sea- 
brook plant through the federal-approval 
process despite questions about its operat- 
ing safety and its location in a heavily pop- 
ulated resort area. In Selin, whose term ex- 
pires in June 1996, Sununu had his man: 
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since Selin took the helm, the NRC has 
consistently sided with the nuclear industry 
in even the most dubious cases. 

When it hasn’t had federal law on its 
side, recently discovered internal docu- 
ments show, the NRC has routinely exer- 
cised what it calls “enforcement discre- 
tion” at Pilgrim and the nation’s 108 other 
licensed nuclear power plants. 

Enforcement discretion is a little-known 
but often-applied policy that allows NRC 
officials to grant waivers for regulatory re- 
quirements. In essence, it allows the NRC 
to choose, arbitrarily, the regulations it 
wishes to enforce — sometimes on the ba- 
sis of a phone call, and often without safe- 
ty analyses by the NRC or plant operators. 

Since Selin’s appointment, the NRC has 
used enforcement discretion more than 200 
times, charges James Riccio, staff attorney 
for the Critical Mass Energy Project, part 
of the Washington-based consumer-advo- 
cacy organization Public Citizen, founded 
by Ralph Nader. Public Citizen has ob- 
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tained NRC documents detailing the agen- 
cy’s liberal use of enforcement discretion at 
Pilgrim and at plants across the country. 

“The NRC has allowed Pilgrim to oper- 
ate outside of technical specifications in 
order to avoid shutdown of the reactor. 
That’s economic regulation, that’s not 
based on public safety,” Riccio says. = 

Indeed, shutdown costs can be formida- 
ble. Unless Boston Edison can prove to the 
state Department of Public Utilities (DPU) 
that its unplanned shutdowns were not the 
result of problems caused by “imprudent” 
management decisions, says DPU spokes- 
man Tim Shevlin, ratepayers pay all costs 
for the shutdowns. Otherwise, Boston Edi- 
son shareholders foot the bill. In recent 
years, both ratepayers and Boston Edison 
shareholders have paid millions of dollars 
for Pilgrim’s unplanned shutdowns.

-that failure was un- 
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enforcement discretion. For instance, in 
1988, the year Bush was elected, the NRC 
declined to punish Boston Edison for what 
the agency itself described as “the exten- 
sive number of fire barrier deficiencies” 
discovered during a safety inspection. 

In an October 1988 letter to Boston 
Edison, the NRC’s then-regional adminis- 
trator, William Russell, noted that 3900 of 
5200 safety seals “did not meet acceptance 
criteria.” Nevertheless, saying that “appro- 
priate corrective measures” had been tak- 
en, the NRC decided not to issue a notice 
of violation or assess civil penalties. 

Now, six years later, the NRC has dis- 
covered its slap on the wrist did virtually 
nothing to protect the public: in June, the 
NRC issued Boston Edison a notice of vio- 
lation after a safety inspection once again 
revealed substantial problems with the 
plant’s fire barriers. 

“The violation is of concern because it 
appears to have identified a weakness in 
your fire protection program as well as an 
apparent lack of sensitivity on the part of 
your staff to the importance of maintain- 
ing the integrity of fire barriers,” the NRC 
wrote in a letter to Boston Edison. 

Still, Selin continues to defend the 
NRC’s use of enforcement discretion, and 
insists it is employed with care. In a May 6 
letter to US Senator Joseph Lieberman 
(D-Connecticut), chairman of the Senate 
Subcommittee on Nuclear Regulations, 
Selin refused to release to the public inter- 
nal NRC documents that discuss the agen- 
cy’s use of enforcement discretion. Still, 
he assured Lieberman: 


[W]e are clearly acting within our au- 
thority and consistent with good safety 
practices if, in certain limited circum- 
stances, we deem it appropriate to take 
no enforcement action where a techni- 
cal specification or license condition 
has been or will be violated if that vio- 
lation is neutral or positive from the 
point of view of safety. 


Familiarity with the NRC’s practices has 
bred contempt among many of its staffers 
and nuclear-industry workers, who are in- 
creasingly becoming whistleblowers. Nev- 
ertheless, like a loyal butler preserving the 
dignity of a degenerating master and the 
sanctity of his profession, the NRC contin- 
ues to serve and safeguard Pilgrim. 

Considering the troubled life of the 
plant to date and the exorbitant costs of 
keeping it alive in the years to come, the 
NRC and Pilgrim’s owners should lay the 
ailing plant to rest, once and for all. Here 
are seven reasons. 





1 Problem: Cracks in 
the turbine 











The turbine drives the main generator. 
Threat: Serious radiological accident, 
meltdown. 

Pilgrim’s response: “No safety threats.” 


There was no mistaking the fact that the 
April 1993 letter from General Electric to 
Pilgrim’s operators was a warning. The 
manufacturer of Pilgrim’s main generator 
said the plant’s cracked turbine could 
break apart within 18 months. Engineers 
worried that vibrations could cause 
cracked parts to break away and shoot 
large steel fragments — known as “tur- 
bine missiles” — toward the reactor build- 
ing, control room, emergency cooling sys- 
tem, and other vital areas. 

Mindful of the tens of millions of dollars it 
would cost to shut down the plant immedi- 
ately to correct the problem, Boston Edison 
sought a second opinion. It hired a consul- 
tant who determined that the ee was 
relatively safe, and

“At this point, 
our analyses show no safety threats,” 
Pilgrim spokeswoman Markson. 

The NRC, in turn, concluded that Pil- 
grim’s turbine is at least safe enough to 
operate until the next time the plant is 
closed for refueling, in April 1995. “We 
believe the safety equipment is protected, 
and there is not a danger through the next 
refueling outage,” says the NRC’s Diane 
Screnci. Boston Edison says it will replace 


the cracked turbine parts at that time.

The NRC’s decision apparently contra- 
dicts its own regulations and guidelines, 
which specify that safety equipment — 
such as the reactor-containment building 
— must be protected against turbine mis- 
siles. But in making its decision to allow 
Pilgrim to continue operating, the NRC 
claimed those criteria don’t apply to Pil- 
grim. Its reason: Pilgrim’s construction 
was started before the regulations were is- 
sued. By that logic, the NRC effectively ex- 
empted from the agency’s safety regula- 
tions 62 other plants whose construction 
began before May 1971. 

“It is unconscionable that the NRC does 


ly,” says Robert Pollard, a senior nuclear- 
safety engineer with the Union of Con- 
cerned Scientists. Pollard is a former NRC 
reactor engineer who was in charge of li- 
censing plants when he resigned, in 1976. 
He studied turbine cracks during his 
tenure there. 

“The result could be a serious radiologi- 
cal accident that would have dangerous ef- 
fects on local residents and the environ- 
ment,” he says. “If Pilgrim has been safe 
so far, it’s only the result of good luck.” 

Indeed, last December 25 a serious tur- 
bine-related accident occurred at the Fermi 
II nuclear power plant, 26 miles from De- 
troit. The accident, which resulted in a ra- 
dioactive-gas release, was so severe that it 
shook the plant for two minutes and tripped 
earthquake sensors. NRC investigators 
concluded that the plant operator’s decision 
not to repair the turbine — in spite of the 
turbine manufacturet’s suggestion — “ap- 
pears to be a possible causal factor.”

— the operator of five nuclear power plants 
in New England — for 20 years when the 
NRC called him in as a consultant on Pil- 
grim, in 1992. His assignment: find out

The opera- 

tor believes his core is ful- 

ly covered when in fact it could 

be uncovered and melting,” 

says Blanch, who resigned from his job at 

Northeast Utilities last year and is now a 

technical consultant for Senator Lieberman 

and We the People, a Rowley, Massachu- 

setts-based whistleblower-protection orga- 

nization founded during the long battle over 
Seabrook. 

As he had done at other plants, Blanch 
identified Pilgrim’s problem — high-pres- 
sured gas in the water, the result of a pipe- 
design deficiency — and proposed reme- 
dies. Pilgrim balked, and several months 
after Blanch’s review, plant operators con- 
tinued to experience problems. 

One example of the problems they dis- 
covered: during a scheduled shutdown for 
repairs, the water-level instruments spiked 
upward as water pressure in the reactor 
dropped. The water level inside the reactor 
was actually more than two feet lower than 
the instruments indicated. 

Last year Boston Edison said it would 
repair the water-level problem by this past 
spring. But, says Blanch, the utility has re- 
paired only half of the safety devices since 
he conducted his analysis two years ago. 
Boston Edison’s slow response is econom- 
ically motivated, Blanch contends. 

“They didn’t want to shut down the 
plant and they didn’t want to spend a half- 
million dollars or $1 million to fix the 
problem,” he says. “They would rather 
risk endangering the public than remedy 
the safety problem. The plant is still oper- 
ating outside of regulations, and neither 
the NRC nor Boston Edison seems to care 
about those regulations.” 

Plant spokesman David Tarantino ac- 
knowledges the company has modified 
only half of the instruments in question. 
The others, which he says aren’t safety-re- 
lated, were not corrected because there are 
indirect ways of determining the water lev- 
els they monitor. “The operators were 
trained without using reactor-water-level 
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instruments as a guide,” he says. “For 
those instruments, it is not as critical to 
have them running.” 

Blanch is dismayed by Tarantino’s re- 
sponse. “Obviously their training is not ad- 
equate, because their inattentiveness to 
those same readings last November resulted 
in the activation of the reactor-protection 
system and emergency-safety systems,” he 
says, referring to a November 8 instrument 
malfunction. A similar problem occurred in 
1986, according to NRC documents.

Since 
then, cracks have been found during inspec- 
tions at eight more US reactors, according 
to the Boiling Water Reactors Owners 
Group, an organization of utilities that oper- 
ate the nation’s 37 boiling-water reactors.

£) Included in the US in- 

spections were three 

plants that have designs simi- 

lar to Pilgrim’s and were con- 

structed during the same time pe- 

riod as Pilgrim: Quad Cities I, in Illinois; 

Dresden III, in Illinois; and Millstone I, in 

Connecticut. Substantial cracks were 
found in each of those plants. 

The safety problems posed by these age- 
related cracks are significant and could in- 
dicate problems in other reactor compo- 
nents, according to the NRC. In the worst- 
case scenario, a meltdown could take place 
if the shroud shifted during an accident or 
earthquake and jammed control rods that 


‘ are used to shut down the reactor. 


Despite these hazards, the NRC has not 
specified the frequency, scope, or method 
to be used to inspect reactor shrouds. Nor 
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has it ordered an immediate plant shut- 
down at Pilgrim or at similar reactors to 
determine if the cracks are as common 
there as they are at their sister plants. 
(Proper examination of the highly radioac- 
tive shroud involves ultrasonic equipment, 
and requires shutting down the plant.) 

“It’s another instance where you have a 
generic, safety-related issue evolving, and 
the NRC is dragging its feet because it will 
require these operators to shut down,” says 
Public Citizen attorney James Riccio. “And 
shutdowns can cost as much as a $1 million 
a day in replacement power alone, exclud- 
ing any repair work.” (When reactors are 
shut down, utilities must purchase electrici- 
ty for their customers from other sources.) 

Pilgrim officials say they will inspect the 
shroud next spring, when the plant is 
closed for refueling. In the meantime, they 
say, by enhancing old video footage of 
other plant components they have taken a 
cursory — and admittedly unscientific — 
look at some shroud parts. No cracks are 
evident, insists Tarantino, who adds that 
an immediate shutdown “is something that 
is not deemed necessary.” 

“It’s not viewed as a significant safety is- 
sue at this point, based on the analyses of 
our shroud, that would cause us to do an 
immediate shutdown,” he says. 

Pilgrim officials know that if significant 
cracks are discovered, the expense of re- 
pairing them and restarting the plant could 
be formidable. As one industry analyst put 
it in a recent issue of Inside N.R.C., a fed- 
erally funded watchdog publication: “A 
failure in a reactor core shroud would cost 
millions and millions of dollars to repair or 
replace. It would require the unit to be 
down for so long, and would cost so 
much, that for an older plant it wouldn’t 
be economic to ever restart.”

Harshbarger’s concerns grew from a re- 
port issued by two well-regarded engineers 
with 37 years’ experience in the nuclear 
industry between them. They were hired as 
consultants for Pennsylvania Power and 
Light, the utility that operates the Susque- 
hanna Steam Electric Station nuclear 
plant. In a 1992 study for the company, 
the engineers — David Lochbaum and 
Donald Prevatte — concluded that there is 
a major, previously unidentified meltdown 
risk that likely threatens all of the nation’s 
boiling-water reactors. 

The design flaw cited by the engineers 
can show up in the event of an accident or 
the loss of off-site power. Though there 
are backup diesel generators to protect a 
reactor’s cooling system if power is lost, 
there are no such diesel backups for a re- 
actor’s used-fuel pool, they said. The nor- 
mal cooling system would be useless be- 
cause it runs on electricity, and activating 
the backup system would expose plant 
workers to fatal levels of radiation, the en- 
gineers’ report said. 

The NRC has called loss-of-power acci- 
dents one of the primary risks in many of 
the country’s nuclear plants. 

But despite the report’s urgency — and 
subsequent confirmation of the risk by the 
NRC and Susquehanna plant officials — 
the engineers say the NRC has not re- 
quired Pilgrim, or other similarly designed 
plants, to correct the problem. 

About a year after the report was issued 
— and after three congressional subcom- 
mittees began asking questions about the 
report — the NRC simply issued a letter 
to reactor operators informing them of the 
findings. The letter required neither a re- 
sponse nor action, and the NRC now says 
it is still evaluating the problem. 

Pilgrim spokesman Tarantino says the 
report appears to be irrelevant. “That issue 
has been reviewed by us, and it doesn’t 

seem to have any sig- 
df § nificance at the 
plant,” he maintains. 

Pilgrim’s official re- 
sponse to the study is 
not surprising to nu-

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In March 1992, the plant was required 
to shut down to fix a malfunctioning valve, 
according to the NRC. Since 1993, Pil- 
grim has reported to the NRC at least four 
instances in which such valves failed in the 
course of normal plant operations and 
during testing. And last February, the 
NRC summoned Boston Edison to its re- 
gional office in Pennsylvania to explain 
why its motor-operated valves were still 
causing so many problems. The NRC 
asked Pilgrim officials to demonstrate that 
the valves would do what they were de- 
signed to do: prevent a serious accident. 

Malfunctioning motor-operated valves 
are nothing new to the NRC. In 1989 it is- 
sued a notice to all plants, requiring them 
to correct problems. These measures were 
necessary, the agency said, because it had 
found that under emergency conditions, 
valve failures “will occur much more often 
than had been previously estimated.” 

That was five years ago, and, Pollard 
says, the NRC has still allowed plants to 
operate while they struggle to fix the prob- 
lems. Though the agency has approved 
Pilgrim’s $11 million valve-maintenance 
program, Pollard says maintenance is 
meaningless unless the public can be as- 
sured that the valves will work properly 
under the extreme temperature and pres- 
sure conditions of an accident. 

“Just because they have a maintenance 
schedule doesn’t mean the valves will work,” 
Pollard explains. “The conditions under 
which the valves are tested and maintained 
do not duplicate the forces that valves will 
have to overcome during an accident. In 
other words, just because you can go out 
and use your hose to water in the summer- 
time doesn’t mean it will work the same in 
the winter. The conditions are different.” 

Pilgrim’s Tarantino says the plant con- 
tinues to work on correcting its valve 
problems. 

“We have a program in place where 
we’re reviewing motor-operated valves, 
and we’re replacing them,” he says. “The 
plan is to have all the safety-related ones 
replaced. It’s a long-term project. A lot of 
them have been done, but there are still 
more to do. It will probably be done in the 
next two years. But it’s an expensive pro- 
ject. It’s in the millions.”

cent failures aren’t coincidental. 

In 1991, Hall, a mechanical engineer 
from Oregon, filed a complaint with the 
NRC. For 13 years Hall had worked for 
Teledyne, a Los Angeles-based company 
with a virtual US monopoly on the produc- 
tion of zirconium-alloy tubes. The tubes 
are made into fuel rods and installed in all 
GE-designed plants, including Pilgrim. 

In his complaint, Hall detailed how a sys- 
tem used by Teledyne since 1987 to heat- 
treat the tubes is seriously flawed. Hall was 
one of three engineers who designed the 
heat-treatment process, which is intended 
to increase corrosion resistance. But, he 
says, because the alloy is being heated un- 
evenly, that’s not happening. Consequently, 
according to Hall, a lot more fuel rods are

When 
he filed his complaint with the NRC, Tele- 
dyne fired him. (Since 1985, the US Jus- 
tice Department has indicted Teledyne 19 
times under federal false-claims statutes.

The indictments have resulted in settle- 
ment awards of more than $1 billion.) 

Last October, the NRC issued a five- 
page warning to all nuclear-power-plant 
operators, informing them of the problems 
Hall identified and of the dramatic rise in 
fuel-rod failures. The notice, however, did 
not require plants to respond or take any 
specific action. 

There’s a reason for that, Hall says. Be- 
cause Teledyne is the only maker of the 
zirconium-alloy tubes (plants buy their 
fuel rods from GE, which gets its tubes for 
the rods from Teledyne and other compa- 
nies Teledyne sells them to), only two ac- 
tions can be taken to stop the problem. 
One, he says, would be to shut down the 
plants using them, which would cost the 
utilities millions of dollars and paralyze the 
nation’s electric supply. The other would

uses to heat the tubes. By doing that, how- 
ever, Teledyne would, in effect, admit lia- 
bility and open itself up to potentially crip- 
pling lawsuits. 

Although Hall would like to see a com- 
prehensive solution, he says that at the 
very least plant owners should operate at 
lower power so the rods aren’t put 
through as much stress. But there’s no 
sign of that happening, either. 

“There seems to be complicity between 
GE, the NRC, and Teledyne,” Hall says. 
“It’s a terrible situation.” 

Pilgrim spokeswoman Markson says fail- 
ing rods at Pilgrim are “not a concern now.” 

She adds: “We don’t have any failed fuel 
rods right now, and we have the technolo- 
gy to identify it right off. If there is a failed 
fuel rod, there is a procedure in place to 
isolate it and identify it and, in the next 
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outage [shutdown], remove it.” 

Asked what the plant would do if a num- 
ber of rods failed at once, as has happened 
at other reactors, Markson replied: “I really 
don’t know. It hasn’t happened at Pilgrim.”

Threat: Unknown. 

Pligrim’s response: The NRC has not re- 
quired remedial action. 


At first it was easy for the NRC to write

off Steve Comley, executive director of 
We the People. In 1987, he began telling 
people what an NRC mole had told him: 
that nuclear power plants across the 
country were using substandard and 
counterfeit parts — everything from nuts, 
bolts, and screws to circuit-breakers and 
fuses. Moreover, he said, the NRC knew 
about it and was keeping it under wraps 
for fear of casting a pall ‘ 
over the industry. o, 
But in March 1988, af- 
ter the New York Times 
published a story that re- 
vealed the problem was 
widespread, the NRC could no 
longer evade the issue. Two months later, 
the agency issued a notice instructing 
plant operators to identify problems in 
their plants and correct them. 
The notice was met with an avalanche of

resistance from plant operators who told 
the agency that requiring them to identify 
the faulty parts and replace them was tan- 
tamount to asking them to shut down. In 
turn, the NRC backed off, withdrew en- 
forcement actions, and lowered the re- 
placement standards it had set, in effect 
rendering its initial notice moot. 

But that didn’t put an end to it. In Octo- 
ber 1990, the US General Accounting Of- 
fice, the investigative branch of Congress, 
issued a stinging report on the use of such 
parts. “Although the NRC has not identified 
major safety problems resulting from non- 
conforming products,” the report said, “it 
recognizes that unchecked the problem 
could have a significant impact on safe plant 
operations. The NRC’s actions . . . seem to 
conflict with the need for continuous and 
aggressive oversight of this problem.” 

Pilgrim was named 
in the GAO report as 
one of the plants us- 
ing parts — nuts, bolts, pipe fittings, cir- 
cuit-breakers, and fuses — that didn’t 
measure up to govern- 
ment standards for 
use in nuclear power 
plants. 

The report concluded: “Although utili- 
ties are buying an increasing number of 
commercial-grade 
products for nuclear 
power plants and con- 
cern exists about the reliability of these 
products, NRC is reducing it regulatory 
influence over the nuclear industry.” 

Since the report was issued, NRC 
spokeswoman Screnci says the agency 
has still not asked the plants named in 
the GAO report to replace the parts. 

“While we don’t require specific action, 
if you have those things in your plant, we 
expect them to review it and make correc- 
tions,” Screnci says. But Pilgrim’s Peggy 
Markson says that without a directive from 
the NRC, no action will be taken. The 
NRC, not the GAO, is the plant’s regula- 
tor, she says. 

Comley, meanwhile, is furious. “Why 
should they replace them if they don’t have 
to?” he asks. “The NRC has deferred re- 
sponsibility on it and allowed the plants to 
police themselves. It’s like expecting the 
Mafia to clean up its own act.”

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The babes get hospitalized — and discover 
the real problems with health care

ck! More tragedy at Babe Central! 
Recently, following a freak boating acci- 
dent, one of the babes had the misfortune 
of landing in the emergency room of a 
local hospital. Quelle disasteur, as they 
say in France. Quelle humiliagion! 

The hospital, you see, is no place for a babe. No place 
at all. The babes discovered this as soon as we hit the ER 
“waiting room.” 

“Waiting room?,” said Babe A, casting a horrified look 
at the environs. 

Babe B: “This is it?” 

And, in unison: “Well . . . where are the waiters?” 

Alas, no waiters. No offer of a cool iced tea or tall 
glass of lemonade. No plate of petit fours or madeleines 
to sooth the soul of the injured babe. Not even a pleas- 
ant, “Welcome, babes! Please, have a seat and allow us to 
tend to your every need!” Nope. Just a stern-faced recep- 
tionist who seemed far more interested in the injured 
babe’s insurance policy than in her emotional and physi- 
cal well-being. 

A most disconcerting experience, n’est-ce pas? 

Luckily, the babe in question was not badly injured 
(just a few nasty bruises to her babelike back and ribs). 
But the visit to the hospital did provide her, and the babe 
who accompanied 
her, with an inside 
look at the nation’s 
health-care system. 

Here are some 
of the things we 
observed. 

¢ First off, it is 
no wonder — no 
wonder! — people 
die in the hospital, 
given what a non- 
babeful environ- 
ment it is. The first 
grave problem we 
noticed: the quality 





manicurists and foot masseurs. As one of the babes 
noted, “If you have to spend all this time lying in bed, 
you might as well get your nails done.” Such a system 
could provide a boost to the local economy as well, no? 
Makes perfect sense to us. 

¢ A word about hospital “scrubs.” Most unflattering, 
especially to the wearer’s rear end. Hospitals should out- 
fit their personnel in much more professional attire, as it 
is very hard to have confidence in the health-care system 
when it looks like everyone who works there is running 
around in cheap pajamas. 

¢ Another thing: lots of bad hair in the hospital. 
Practically every employee we saw had limp, lifeless hair 
and we found this quite depressing. Doctors and nurses 
or soap operas consistently have perfect, fascinating, dis- 
tracting coifs, and this helps fill an ailing babe with hope. 

Likewise, very little sense of style in hospital decor, 
which the babes found quite disconcerting. Every item of 
“furniture” and every hospital appliance we saw looked 
like it came from the same house of design that supplies 
high-school cafeterias. We did not spot one attractive 
objet on the hospital shelves during our brief stay, and the 
overall sense of color and form in decor was atrocious. As 
far as we could tell, the only concession to style made by 
the physicians had to do with the X-rays, which were pro- 

















of the hospital jew- 
elry. Upon admis- 
sion, the injured 
babe was given a 
laughable excuse 
for a bracelet — a 
ridiculous, clear 
plastic band with a 
dull yellow stripe. 
Ugly, ugly, ugly! 
True, they person- 
alized it with the 
babe’s name, but 
they used the entire name, not just the tasteful mono- 
grammed initials. This gave a very bad first impression 
and we found it trés gauche. 

* Hospitals, it seems, also ignore one of the most ele- 
mental tenets of babedom: how can a babe feel better if 
she isn’t made to look better? 

This problem is manifested most clearly in the choice 
of hospital lighting, which is quite unbabelike. Seriously. 
If a babe is unfortunate enough to be confined to a hos- 
pital room, at least she should not have to suffer the dual 
indignity of harsh fluorescent lighting, which gives the 
skin tone an unsightly pall and consequently erodes self- 
esteem. Hospital rooms should be softly lit, perhaps with 
votive candles. 

* Now, about those “gowns.” Please: you call that a 
gown?? If hospitals are going to make their patients 
change into gowns, they should use real gowns, with 
satin skirts and velvet cuffs and elegant touches such as 
banana straps or a subtle rhinestone or two. It is an 
embarrassment for a grown babe to have to parade about 
in a shapeless, backless piece of thin cotton. The injured 
babe felt like she was at the hair salon with her robe on 
backwards. 

While we’re on the subject: when they asked her to 
change into the “gown,” we noted that they failed to 
offer a dressing room. How can a babe change into her 
gown without a dressing room? Where was the three- 
sided mirror? We were very perplexed. 

¢ We also observed that one spends an inordinate 
amount of time at the hospital waiting and waiting and 
waiting whilst, as noted above, not being waited upon. 
Hospitals would be well advised to remedy this situation 
by hiring special attendants for their patients, such as 
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duced in a tasteful black and white. (On the other hand, 
the technician who X-rayed the injured babe’s back and 
ribs did not, as far as we can recall, offer to have the work 
framed, which might have been a lovely gesture.) 

*¢ It occurs to the babes that certain hospital terminol- 
ogy is in dire need of upgrading. For instance, the babes 
would be far less reluctant to don a “blood pressure cuff” 
if it were referred to as an “upper arm firming device.” 
Likewise, while no babe in her right mind would volun- 
tarily recline on a “gurney” (which sounds like a variety 
of milk cow), she might happily board a “chaise longue 
sur wheels.” 

¢ Also, the babes don’t mean to quibble with medical 
protocol, but it did seem that the physician’s initial ques- 
tions as to physical status omitted several important 
inquiries. For instance, “Are you feeling any numbness 
here?” seemed to exhibit much less sensitivity to the 
nature of babe trauma than, say, “Did you in the course of 
the accident happen to fracture a fingernail?” Likewise, 
“Are you feeling at all hot?” is a useless query since a babe, 
by definition, is always “hot.” Better: “Are you feeling any 
hotter than usual, given your babe status?” A little babe- 
sensitivity training seems to be in order. 

¢ Lastly, and much to our surprise, the babes found lit- 
tle of a healing nature about the hospital. Where was the 
attention to our delicate babe sensibilities? Why didn’t 
any kindly attendants stop into the room to fluff the pil- 
lows and mop the injured babe’s brow with a cool cloth? 
Why were we forced to listen to that dreadful and relent- 
less PA system? Where were the calming Bach violin con- 
certos? The little candy dishes and plates of bonbons? 

Whew! Is it any wonder the nation’s health-care sys- 
tem is falling apart? The babes think not. Q

In reference to your recent column about blowing on 
coffee to cool it: you blow on coffee to cool it not 
because your breath is cooler than the coffee but rather 
to induce convection cooling. Your blowing on it removes 
the hot air from directly above the coffee and replaces it 
with cooler air from the environment, thus speeding up 
the cooling process in the same way a convection oven 
speeds up the heating process.

Your explanation of the blow hot/blow cold question 
is, dare I say it, full of hot air. It’s all in how you blow. 
Here’s why. When you warm your hands, you blow 
steadily with your mouth open. This allows a greater 
volume of warm air to reach your cold hands. But to 
cool a hot cup of coffee, you first pucker. This causes 
the air to do interesting things before it reaches your 
cup: 

1) The narrower opening reduces the volume of gas 
that escapes. 

2) The increased pressure compresses the air. 

3) The velocity of the escaping air increases. 
According to Boyle’s law . . . at a constant temperature 
the volume of a definite mass of gas is inversely propor- 
tional to the pressure [blah, blah]. When a gas is 
allowed to expand adiabatically through a porous plug, 
the temperature of the gas changes. This rate of change 
is known as the Joule-Thomson differential [blah, blah]. 
Thus we . . . see that air that normally blows hot ceases 
to do so whenever it is compressed and allowed to 
expand. Isn’t science fun? [Two single-spaced pages, 
two equations, one poem deleted.]

Science is fun, Mike. And whatever it is you’re 
doing, that’s fun, too. I know this because when I 
showed your comments to the Straight Dope Science 
Advisory Board, they laughed. 

Suffice it to say no one believes you can pressurize 
air significantly by puckering your lips. 

Pullara’s objection is more serious. I’ve gotten sever- 
al similar notes. Here’s another: “You are forgetting 
that the latent heat of vaporization of water is very 
high. When you blow on your coffee, you replace the 
vapor-laden air above the coffee with dry air, allowing 
evaporation to proceed at the maximum possible rate. 
The temperature of your breath is not important. The 
coffee is not cooling by conduction of heat directly to 
the air but by shedding heat in the steam which comes 
off the coffee.” 

Since it was the heart and soul of his answer, Cecil 
was skeptical that the temperature of your breath was 
unimportant. So, having consulted on the Internet, I 
returned to the Straight Dope Laboratory and Kitchen 
of Tomorrow and performed an experiment. I heated a 
cup of water to boiling, stuck in a candy thermometer, 
started the timer, and noted the temperature every 60 
seconds. It took 25 minutes for the water to cool down 
to 100 degrees F. (I noted the whole thing on graph 
paper. I can be very professional when I want to be.) 
Then I did the same thing again, only this time I set up 
Mrs. Adams’s hair dryer so that it directed a stream of 
air over the water. With the dryer on the “cool” setting 
(85 F), low speed, the boiled water dropped to 100 F in 
less than eight minutes. 

Conclusion: the temperature of the air stream (e.g., 
your breath) isn’t irrelevant, but pretty damn close to 
that. 

To confirm, I did the experiment yet again, only this 
time I pointed the air stream directly at the water, as 
opposed to over it. Contrary to what my theory com- 
pelled me to predict, the water cooled off even faster, 
reaching 100 F in less than four minutes with the dryer 
on the “cool” setting and in less than five minutes with 
the dryer on “hot.” 

In sum, your breath does not cool the coffee because 
it’s cooler than the coffee; it cools it because it increases 
the coffee’s rate of evaporation. It takes a big man to 
admit he was wrong, and I will. It was my assistant Ed 
Zotti’s fault.

A woman in a silver and black leotard, with sil- 
ver hair and big streaks of silver eyeliner, skates 
purposefully up and down Memorial Drive, her 
hands clasped behind her back, headband and 
Walkman firmly in place 

A skinny, well-muscled guy wearing a little pair 
of running shorts does what can best be de- 
scribed as an in-line dance, jerking and contort- 
ing his body to his own private music. 

An older couple walks gong the river. A boy 
and his father sail on the Charles. The sun 
shines, Mr. Frosty is here. Everything is beautiful. 

Families have been a constant presence. They 
drive down to Memorial Drive by the mini-van 
load from Wellesley, from Framingham and 
Newton and Brookline — even from Boston and 
Cambridge — with matching knee and elbow 
oads, sunscreen with SPF 40, shiny new 
Rollerblades, and picnic baskets. 

Groups of younger boys self-consciously 
tease one another as they skate in large circles, 
their acne-studded faces furtively scoping the 
horizon for any cute high-school! girls. Big Quys 
in skintight tank tops concentrate on subtly 
flexing their sculpted muscles. 

And though Memorial Drive may not be as vi- 
brant as Venice Beach, a lot goes on each Sun- 
day. Every week, a group of guys play chess 
outside the basketball courts that border Mem 
Drive, and the courts are fuller on Sundays than 
on other days. Activity breeds activity. 

These days, the most visible Subgroup is un- 
doubtedly rollerbladers, or, as they are coming 
to be known, in-liners (see “Masters of Memori- 
al,” {facing page}). Consistently, in-liners outnum- 
ber bikers, walkers, and joggers by more than 
three to one. Indeed, when bikers cruise Gown 
Memorial Drive, they often look a little confused, 
as if to say, “What's the point?” In-liners have a 
whole other mentality; they view Memorial Drive 
as a glorious Outdoor skating rink. 

Rows and rows of rental Skates line the grass 
along the sidewalk, skates that are in demand 
despite their often-dubious quality. (When it's 
there, the Ski Market In-Line Van rents the best- 
quality skates in the area.) And for every Joe In- 
Liner who does a back-flip to get out of the 
way of a little kid, there’s some guy who just 
out on skates for the first time and is staring at 
the ground, trying desperately to mask his fear. 


Grown men laugh as their feet splay out from - 


under them and their business partners tell 
them not to be afraid to fall. 

The creme de la creme of the in-lining com- 
munity congregates down at one end of River- 
bend Park, at the corner of Memoria! Drive and 
Western Avenue. It is here that Olympic skate- 
boarder John Gilmore sets up his slalom 
course; it is here that Mem Drive veter-

It is here that the (gem 4@RRol ace WiAkevaarelarel 


Boston Skate Patrol lingers. This is in- 
lining's version of Cheers. 
And though some speculate that in- 
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Skaters glided slowly down to an ice- 


cream truck on a recent Sunday, one 
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y one o’clock on Sunday after- 
noon — any Sunday in the 
summer, as long as it’s not 
pouring rain and the planets 
aren’t in a weird alignment — 
Memorial Drive will be rocking. 

And the several hundred yards closest to 
Western Avenue will be rocking the hardest. 
People in shoes are looked at sort of funny 
around here: this is in-lining country. And 
the in-liners run the show. If a car tries to 
sneak its way onto the street, most likely the 
Boston Skate Patrol — not the MDC Police 
— will direct it elsewhere. 

Memorial Drive is an ideal place to skate: 
a wide-open, closed-off, flat slab of well- 
paved street with plenty of room for skaters 
to do tricks and jump trash cans and not 
worry about cars or potholes or old ladies 
getting in the way. The Boston skating 
community has found its home.

But first things first. Despite widespread 
misconceptions, there’s no such thing as 
rollerblading. It is called in-lining. Ergo, 
there is no such thing as a pair of 
Rollerblades, except when accompanied by 
a ™. For instance, one might say, “Heh, I 
see you’ve bought a new pair of 
Rollerblade™ Lightnings. Cool!” Ergo, 
there is no such thing as a rollerblader. 
They are called — well, in-liners. 

And herein lies at least part of the prob- 
lem. In-lining sounds a little too geeky to be 
taken seriously. Mountain-biking sounds 
cool. Skateboarding sounds cool. Even 
roller-skating and ice-skating and snow- 
boarding sound better then in-lining. | 
mean, it sounds like the action military 
cadets perform when they fall into forma- 
tion. All right, you worthless maggots! It’s 
0530 hours and time to go in-lining! And I 
mean now! 

Indeed, it’s hard to imagine something 
that sounds less like the subject of an MTV 
Sports feature. And yet this is what these 
people call themselves — what they make a 
point of calling themselves. The last time I 
talked to Bethany Stevens, the director of 
the skate school at Eric Flaim’s Motion 
Sports, she quite emphatically told me as 
she was getting into her car, “Now remem- 
ber: it’s in-lining. Not rollerblading.” There 
was a slight touch of humor in her voice, 
but not enough to mask the fact that she 
was serious. 

And Bethany is not someone to fuck with. 
After watching her spend an afternoon 
hurtling up and down a nine-and-a-half- 
foot ramp, I know that despite her claims to 
the contrary, she has no fear. 

So in-lining it is. 


= 

Christine Cyr — young and blonde, with 
a very deep tan — does not look like she 
could be an old-timer at anything. At age 
24, she’s a student at Northeastern and 
likes to hang out at trendy clubs frequented 
by Boston’s European student set. 

And yet Christine is one of the senior 
members of Boston’s burgeoning in-lining 
community. She started skating more than 





three years ago — a whole other era by in- 
lining time — and became hooked immedi- 
ately. She soon met up with Randy Jenkins 
and Trevor Travis and other like-minded 
addicts, and was spending 10 to 12 hours a 
day in her skates. 

“I remember when I first started showing 
up at the Hatch Shell,” Christine says as 
she leans against the curb and loosens her 
skates. She’s just finished going off the 
ramp that’s been set up near Western Av- 
enue, and a slight sheen of sweat glimmers 
over her skin. 

“And I saw this guy who turned out to be 
Trevor sky some barrels down at the Hatch 
Shell and I was, like, ‘No way! J want to do 
that!’ And then Trevor came up to me and 
said, ‘Why don’t you try the barrels?’ and 
then I started learning tricks and hanging 
with everyone. This whole little core be- 
came really good friends and kind of in- 
spired or instigated each other.” 

The excitement and exhilaration Chris- 
tine remembers from her first months of 
skating are still present when she describes 
how she used to skate from 10 a.m. until 
one or two the next morning. 

“You know, you’d see someone do some- 
thing, and then you want to do it. Let’s say 
a half-pipe or whatever — or a 360. And 
you go through a lot of pain and fall and 
wreck. But once you do it, once you nail it, 
it’s this unbelievable high. Learning new 
tricks, it’s like an obsession. 

“It’s exhausting but it’s, like, I’ve learned 
something new today. I love that feeling. It 
sounds corny, but it’s not. It’s amazing. It’s 
really, truly amazing.” Christine skates over 
to the Ski Market In-Line Van, on Memori- 
al Drive. “And now, three years later, we’re 
all in the business end of it. It’s really 
evolved.” 

Christine is the director of Ski Market’s 
In-Line Skate School, which she started last 
April, and sometimes she heads over to 
Memorial Drive on a Sunday to work the 
rental van for the day. Randy now works at 
Eric Flaim’s, the only in- 
lining shop in Boston and ie 
the nexus for most of the * Ke 
activity within the Boston . 
in-lining community. 
Christine and Randy and 
Trevor are all sponsored 
by Rollerblade; they all 
skate with the Rollerblade 
Launch Project, an orga- 
nization made up of a 
group of skaters who are 
contracted out to do exhi- 
bitions — skating off 
ramps and then doing flips 
or spins or twists or jumps 
over barrels or cars. 

Christine brings 75 
pairs of skates down to 
Memorial Drive, and she 
has a steady stream of 
customers for the entire 
day. “Three years ago, 
when I started skating,” 
Christine says, “I could 
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count on two hands the people who were 
skating here or down at the Hatch Shell. 
The scene here just started out with a 
small group of skaters, and we’ve now 
moved on to a different level. More and 
more people have gotten into it. 

“I mean, I didn’t even know about 
Memorial Drive until two summers ago, 
and then by last year there were a real lot 
of people. It’s gotten busier and busier,” 
she says. “And in a few years it’ll probably 
level out.” 

Matt Butterly, a hippie-ish 22-year-old, 
glides over with a hockey stick in his hand. 
Matt is widely considered the best trick- 
skater in Boston; if he were this good at 
basketball, Matt would be selling Air But- 
terlys. He’s a soft-spoken guy, with long, 
curly brown hair that hangs over his shoul- 
ders. He has a thin, slightly patchy goatee, 
a skinny face, and eyes that seem a little 
pinched back in his head. In a period 
stretching over a month, I never saw him 
without a fresh pavement burn on his right 
knee and calf. “I’ve never really been into 
anything in this way before,” he says, “al- 
though, when-I used to live in Denver, I 
played competitive badminton.” 

A student at the Berklee School of Music, 
Matt took, last year off and started skating 
around Mem Drive. “I found the niche real 
quickly here, because Boston’s so compact,” 
he says. Matt began to work for Flaim’s 
soon after it opened, and is now the assistant 
manager. “Getting paid for what you love is 
beautiful,” he gushes, “and to be an assistant 
manager at age 
22, you know, 
that’s pretty 
good.” Matt is 
registered to 
go back 
to Berk- 
lee in the 
fall, but adds, “it 
depends on how 
crazy things get 
with the store, 
how big it gets. 
They’re talking about opening a 
few more stores.” 

On this hot 
Sunday, Matt, 
as he circles 
around the Ski Market van, asks Christine 
if she wants to go to Maximus later in the 
afternoon. Though the elite in-liners still 
frequent Memorial Drive, they also spend 
a lot of time at slightly more exclusive and 
challenging places — the most common 
one being Maximus, an industrial skate- 
park in a warehouse on Rindge Avenue, in 
Cambridge. The most telling sign that one 
has arrived at Maximus, which is wedged 
behind a taxi fleet, is the phalanx of 
tanned, muscular punk-rock boys that 
hang outside the front, drinking beer, flex- 
ing their tattooed muscles, scratching their 
bleached heads. 

Maximus is run by skateboarders, and 
the overwhelming aesthetic is that of skate- 
boarding: an in-your-face thrash-or-die at- 
titude, a studied nonchalance. (In-liners 
have adopted that attitude to a somewhat 
modified degree. At Maximus, an in-liner 
told me about a time he wrecked on the 
ramp and needed seven stitches in his eye- 
brow. “It was really ugly, a big mess. But I 
was skating the next day with seven stitch- 
es in my eyebrow.”) 

Inside Maximus, the floor space is divid- 
ed between the street section (a series of 
plywood ramps that are of varying heights 
and angles and held against the floor with 
large metal plates), office space, and the 
so-called half-pipe. A half-pipe looks like a 
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huge wooden U. In-liners start 
at the top of one end, skate 
down, fly off the other end, 
and come back down. The 
half-pipe at Maximus is nine 
and a haif feet high, with six 
inches of “vert,” or vertical 
drop (which means that the 
top six inches of the Maximus 
half-pipe are at a 90-degree 
angle to the floor). 

“The half-pipe — it’s like 
playing with gravity,” says But- 
terly, who’s also a member of 
the Rollerblade Launch Pro- 
ject. “It’s like you’re a science 
experiment, and it’s all so 
mental. It’s all getting over 
your fear of being sideways. 
Your body just does not want 
to be sideways and then fly 
four or six feet in the air and 
then come back down side- 
ways. It’s just so hard to keep 
sideways and in control.” 

People who have skated a 
half-pipe describe it as the 
closest thing to an Orgasma- 
tron. “There’s nothing like 
skating a half-pipe,” Christina 
says, before she interrupts her- 
self with a thought. “Well, 
maybe skydiving, I don’t 
know. I’ve never been skydiv- 
ing. But it’s definitely a rush.” 
Matt readily concurs. “I hope 
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when I’m 40, I'll have a house 
in the mountains somewhere 
with a half-pipe in the back- 
yard. I don’t even care if I just roll back and 
forth, if I can’t do any tricks or anything.” 

Matt and Christine agree to investigate 
Maximus later on, and Matt skates off to 
rejoin a pickup street-hockey game that’s 
taking place between two rows of slalom 
cones on one side and someone’s home- 
made ramp on the other. 

To one side of the slalom cones stands a 
30ish-looking guy with glasses, Docksiders 
and tan Eddie Bauer-like shorts. He’s 
snapping pictures of people going through 
the course. 

This is John Gilmore, also known as the 
Mayor of Memorial Drive. Even more than 
Christine and Randy and Trevor, Gilmore is 
a true old-timer. These are his slalom cones, 
and he’s been setting them up here for more 
than five years. Since that first Sunday, the 
cones have been here every week without 
fail; when he can’t make it, his friend Hank 
Hughes, another Memorial Drive denizen, 
does it for him. Often, they’ll bring down a 
stereo and some rave tunes. 

John has been skating for 26 years, and 
is an Olympic skateboarder. You read that 
right: “Last May they held an Olympics for 
adventure games in the Pyrenees hosted by

the French and Spanish Olympic commit- 
tees,” he explains. “I was the captain of the 
Olympic skateboarding team and won a 
silver medal in speed skateboarding.” 

John also skated slalom in the Olympics, 
and in the five years he’s brought his cones 
to Memorial Drive no one has beaten him 
yet. “Look at this place,” he says, scanning 
the 100 or so people collected down near 
Western Avenue. “It’s like the Venice 
Beach of Cambridge.” John manages to 
eke out a living running an assortment of 
skate schools. He heads a local skating 
program called In-Line Skills Develop- 
ment, teaches in what seems like half of 
the adult-education programs in Greater 
Boston, and runs Back Bay Bicycles’s 
snowboarding school. 

John and Hank are two of the few peo- 
ple here on this Sunday who remember 
what Memorial Drive was like when the 
slalom cones weré the only in-lining game 
in town. “Since then, ramps and aerials 
have taken over, jumping barrels and 
stuff,” Hank says. 

One thing that is striking about John 
and Hank — and indeed, about much of 
the in-lining community — is how gen- 
uinely happy they are when other people 
share the sport with them. Hank and John 
both skate the slalom cones, but not nearly 
as much as some of the other people do — 
people they have never met. 

“People here are nice. They like to help 
one another out,” Hank says. A computer 
programmer (“a lot of in-liners are into 
computers,” he says with a shrug), Hank 
is rail-thin with tight curly brown hair. He 
has one small hoop earring, and often goes 
shirtless. 

John is quick to agree with Hank’s as- 
sessment of in-lining. “Skating has always 
been real social. There’s a different direc- 
tive in skating than in other sports; you 
know, these people are into software,” 
John offers by way of explanation. “A bicy- 
clist wants to get from point A to point B, 
and anything that gets in their way gets 
them uptight. Skaters have no destination. 
They like to do some tricks, learn some 
new stuff, hang out, talk to each other.” 

This is one reason, many say, that new 


people are always joining Boston’s in-lining 
community. It welcomes them with open 
arms. One 18-year-old skater who was 
jumping five feet in the air over a barrel on 
a recent Sunday explained it this way: “If 
there’s someone who is kind of clueless, ei- 
ther they'll skate into you to stop or you can 
show them how to stop. So people are real 
helpful, real helpful, and there’s just this re- 
ally good atmosphere where people are real 
happy to help other people out.” 

It is this type of community-mindedness 
that prompted Rob Schnuer and Don 
Seville to start up the Boston Skate Patrol 
last year. The Skate Patrol is a volunteer 
organization that provides on-the-spot in- 
struction and First Aid. The Skate Patrol 
volunteers are out every day — around the 
Hatch Shell during the week, and on 
Memorial Drive on Sundays — and they 
can be spotted by their white T-shirts with 
red lettering and their First Aid kits, worn 
strapped to the hip. 

The Skate Patrol is a little like the 
Guardian Angels on Rollerblades (minus the 
social agenda and the dorky berets). A 
young Asian man does a face plant off of the 
ramp on Memorial Drive. The blood has just 
started to flow from his chin when he is sur- 
rounded by six Skate Patrol members who 
dress his wound, make sure that his thumb 
isn’t broken, and generally help the poor 
soul feel better as quickly as possible. 

Volunteers in the Skate Patrol are all cer- 
tified in First Aid — presently, members are 
still required to pay for certification classes 
themselves — and seem to relish their role 
in the in-line municipal fleet. They view the 
Skate Patrol as a way to hang out with their 
friends and perform a much-needed service 
to a great group of people. 

And the way in-liners describe their 
community, who wouldn’t want to spend 
some quality time there? “All of our 
friends we met through hanging out on 
Memorial Drive,” Bethany Stevens says. 
Bethany is here today with her husband, 
Jack, a chef at the Four Seasons who’s on 
crutches as the result of an accident (on 
the beach, of all places). Jack came just to 
hang for a while before he and Bethany go 
home, and Bethany loosens her skates as 
he hobbles to the car. 

As Bethany gets into the driver’s seat, 
she sticks her head out the car window. 
“And remember,” she says again sternly, 
“that’s in-lining. No one says rollerblading 
anymore.” OQ

Starbucks v. Coffee Connection

ince the American dream 
of opening a restaurant 
has been downsized to the 
dream of starting that lit- 
tle espresso bar down the 
street, that’s all anyone does anymore. 

Ever eager for good coffee and contin- 
ued employment, I have responded by 
declaring coffee to be a food and these 
new espresso bars to be restaurants. This 
column will devote a series of reviews to 
the situation. 

We begin with the big Starbucks/Cof- 
fee Connection hoo-hah, and we begin 
that with a little bluffer’s guide to coffee 
roasts and brewing methods. Pay atten- 
tion, now. 

Roasting coffee beans liberates the fla- 
vors. Roasting coffee beans a lot more 
reduces the acidity, which carries much 
of the aroma, but adds a series of 
caramelized flavors analogous to those 
of roasted meat. Dark roasting also re- 
duces caffeine a little, believe it or not. 
But, with the reduced acidity, it is possi- 
ble and desirable to drink dark-roast 
coffee a lot stronger. Hence the common 
illusion that espresso beans 
are “stronger.” 

Drip coffee — what your 
Mr. Coffee and most com- 
mercial setups make — re- 
quires a fine grind and ex- 
tracts more aroma than 
body or solids. The pressure 
of a French plunger pot ex- 
tracts more body and solids, 
and one often uses a coarser 
grind. Espresso machines 
send pressurized water 
through finely ground cof- 
fee, and extract even more 
body and solids. If you put 
regular-roast coffee through 
your espresso machine, the 
result can be wicked acidic. 
If you use a normal amount 
of coarsely ground dark- 
roast coffee in your drip 
machine, you may get 
something thin and watery. 

So what’s fun about the 
Starbucks/Coffee Connec- 
tion merger is that the two companies 
represent extremes on. the flavor spec- 
trum. Coffee Connection built a business 
on the connoisseurship of regional cof- 
fees, individual characters preserved by 
relatively gentle roasting and dated fresh- 
ness. Starbucks is famous for dark roasts 
and espresso-based drinks. 

I have visited several cafés run by each, 
and most of the other Boston coffee 
shops, tasting a simple espresso, a house 
blend made in drip style, and, where pos- 
sible, a “mocha java” (since this is a his- 
toric blend with an established character). 

Starbucks sells a fine, bracing espresso 
($1.25). I had mine “machiatto,” with a 
little milk floating on top. It also offers 
espresso “con panna” (with cream), cap- 
puccino, iced espresso, and, of course, 
the latte that made Starbucks famous. 
“American” coffee is not easy to sample 
at Starbucks. There is a daily special on 
one of its six standard blends — the caffe 
Verona is supposed to be 20 percent Ital- 
ian roast, and tastes like 100 percent — 
and one decaf selection. 

Starbucks does sell “Arabian mocha 
java” beans ($9.95 per pound), and I 
eventually took some home. I am afraid 
that these beans were a bigger insult to 
Arabic culture than the opening song in 
the movie Aladdin. They were roasted past 
all recognition of the special character of 
the mocha bean, and not terribly fresh my 
day. (Another thing about dark roasting: it

the outside of the bean, which causes the 
coffee to oxidize more quickly. Buy small 
amounts of dark roast.) 

The stores I visited, on Boylston 
Street, in Chestnut Hill, and on Charles 
Street, in Beacon Hill, were fun places to 
drink coffee. Italian references dominate: 
futuristic black stools, tile floors, terraz- 
zo-style laminated tables, and pale-yellow 
walls. As I entered the Beacon Hill Star- 
bucks, a tape played Muddy Waters — 
pretty good irony for a coffee store — 
and kept up with an excellent selection.of 
blues. On a weekday morning, young 
people did their best to read the New 
York Times and act employed. On the 
down side, neither staff seemed very 
knowledgeable; rapid expansion may 
have taken its toll. 

Coffee Connection stores offer a great 
deal more choice, although this varies 
from location to location. The more so- 
phisticated Back Bay and Harvard Square 
outlets have all the espresso drinks, a va- 
riety of drip coffees, and custom-made 
plunger pots of any bean in the house. 
Coffee Connections are also the only 
places I know in Boston to buy premium 
teas that aren’t dried out. In fact, fresh- 
ness is an obsession, with roast dates on 
every bin of beans and 
timers attached to every 
batch of dripped coffee. 

As you might expect, the 
best cups of “full-flavor 
roast” beans at Coffee 
Connection are superb. 
And some of the darker Vi- 
enna roasts, such as the 
Colombian Narifio (for 
which the beans are cho- 
sen for acidity), are just 
great. But when I settled 
into an individual plunger 
of “full-flavor roast” 
mocha java at the Newbury 
Street Coffee Connection, 
it was “not quite.” It had 
the full body of the In- 
donesian low-acid beans, 
but with a scent of old to- 
bacco (the perfect mocha 
aroma is more like spiced 
cherries). Over-roasted! 
Perhaps only this once to 
accommodate a visiting ex- 
ecutive from Starbucks? Let’s hope so. 

Espresso and espresso-based drinks 
are very good, with the right mix of oily, 
tarry, and smoky notes. The latte is 
served Italian style in a big bowl with lots 
of foam besides. Even so, it may be too 
acidic and caffeinated for some tastes. 
Although spaces vary, the usual decor 
runs to marble-top café tables and tile 
floors, which makes these hard places to 
linger (not that caffeine makes one 
linger). The counterpeople are young but 
well-trained and know the coffees, al- 
though they usually ask me about the teas 
when I buy something. No blues, but the 
larger locations have peyote-influenced 
yarn paintings by the Huichol Indians of 
Mexico, a Coffee Connection hallmark 
for almost 20 years. 

A secondary source of Coffee Connec- 
tion coffees is Au Bon Pain restaurants, 
which serve them exclusively. If you hit 
the roast dates and brew times just right, 
you can sometimes get a better cup of 
Colombian Narifio at Au Bon Pain than 
at Coffee Connection. 

Starbucks and Coffee Connection, 
now under one ownership, define the ex- 
tremes of coffee-roasting style, but they 
do not complete the discussion. As we 
shall see in future columns, there are sev- 
eral espresso bars in Boston that do bet- 
ter than both Starbucks and Coffee Con- 
nection, and many coffee chops which 
exceed even Coffee Connection in one 
area or another. Q 
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BeBop Burrito 


Right away, BeBop Burrito promises more spark than the average taco 
(or burrito) stand. For one thing, BeBop, located on the first floor of the 
Garage, in Harvard Square, has a vibrantly colored dining area that 
looks as if the Sunday funny pages threw a fiesta in a shopping mall. 

The cooking is Baja-style, featuring zesty seasonings like cumin, gar- 
lic, peppers, and cilantro. The preparation emphasizes flavor over spici- 


ness, but hot sauce is on hand for those who want a little more bite to

with onions, peppers, and tomatoes in a cumin-garlic sauce, and bundled 


their burrito. Chicken is only 
one of several available fill- 


ings: white meat is stewed 


up in a warm 10-inch flour tortilla for $3.25. Famished diners may want 
to attempt the “Super Burrito”: chicken, beef, or beans, plus rice, black 
beans, guacamole, sour cream, salsa, lettuce, and cheese, all wrapped in a 
12-inch tortilla, for $4.50 to $4.95. 

BeBop nods to other cultures with daily specials. One recent innova- 
tion is a felafel-and-hummus burrito for $3.75. Also look for enchiladas, 
tacos, quesadillas, tostadas, and tortas (toasted “Mexican rolls” with hot 
fillings, plus beans, lettuce, and guacamole). Peppery, flavorful rice with 
black or pinto beans can be added to any dish for $1.75. Wash it all down 
with soda, fresh juice combinations (carrot-apple-beet-celery!), or fruit 
smoothies, which run from $3.25 to $3.50. 

Some counter seating is available, as well as colorful picnic tables. 
And there’s even a cactus. 

BeBop Burrito, located in the Garage, at 36 JFK Street, in Har- 
vard Square, is open Monday through Thursday from 11 a.m. to 9 p.m., 
on Friday and Saturday from 11 a.m. to 10 p.m., and on Sunday from 
11 a.m. to 8 p.m. Call 661-1619, or fax your order to 661-5389.

or the past four years a group of Boston-area 
| eet promoters have gotten together to 
stage an acoustic-music competition at clubs in 
and around Boston. Dubbed the Acoustic Under- 
ground, the contest has helped boost the profile of New 
England’s active coffeehouse scene and yielded two CD 
compilations: The Acoustic Underground 1993 
(Metropolis) and this year’s Acoustic Alliance Volume 1 
(Lyric Moon). This year, according to Ronda Flashen, 
owner of Entertainment Concerts and one of the three 
principal organizers of the Acoustic Underground, 
they’re looking to expand and diversify the competition 





by ‘soliciting entries from artists who don’t. necessarily . 


fit the typical acoustic-folk mold. 





“When Bob Lafee [origi- 
nally of Ironside Manage- 
ment], Phil Antoniades [a lo- 
cal musician], and I started 
the Acoustic Underground,” 
Flashen explains, “we felt that 
acoustic music was getting bigger but there weren’t a 
lot of legitimate venues for the performers. There was a 
big coffeehouse scene, but a lot of people don’t go to 
coffeehouses. So our plan was to take these coffee- 
house performers and showcase them in clubs. 

“Now that we’ve achieved our original goal, we’re ex- 
panding the focus this year to go beyond your typical 
coffeehouse performers. Instead of just one winner, 
which is how we did it in past years, we’re going to 
have three winners in three different categories: best fe- 
male soloist, best male soloist, and best group. We’re 
hoping that way to get more kinds of music represented 
— everything from reggae to world music to rock 
bands that want to play an unplugged set — while still 
providing.a,forum for traditional singer-songwriters.”

oris Wishman is working on her first film in 
rt more than a decade. Her last effort, A Night 

To Dismember, ended when the lab ruined 
the negatives — so it’s taken her a while to get back 
into working mode for Dildo Heaven. As she under- 
states it, “It’s about three girls who live together and 
the plot is kind of strange.” 

Sleazy’s more like it. Wishman’s the woman who 
wrote, produced, and directed Double Agent 73, a film 
in which the main character, the notoriously top- 
heavy Chesty Morgan, has a spy camera surgically im- 
planted in her left breast.

now in her 60s, will be on hand for the 
screening of Chesty’s espionage exploits 
on Saturday August 13, at 7:30 p.m. 
The improbable and transparent ploy in 
Double Agent 73 is typical Wishman. 
Placing a hidden camera in Chesty’s 73- 
inch chest means viewers get an up-close 
shot of her monstrous mammaries every time her secret- 
agent duties require a snap shot of a dead bad guy. 
Wishman doesn’t stop there: she amplifies the breast 
factor by using blurry, disjointed shots of Chesty’s torso 
to signify the death of a villain. That way the camera can 
focus on the star’s big attractions before, during, and af- 
ter each killing. 

Wishman has been making exploitation films since 
the 1960s. Her credits include Another Day, Another 
Man, My Brother’s Wife; The Amazing Transplant; and 
Let Me Die a Woman. Titles are a good indication of 
each film’s content, and if that’s not enough, Let Me 
Die a Woman begins with a Rod Sterling—style voice- 
over that sets the stage for a warped documentary — 
“Imagine, if you can, what it’s like to be a 
woman . . . trapped inside a man’s body.”

the phone from her home in Miami. “They’re really not 
spectacular.” On the contrary, Wishman’s films revel in 
the weird, the sleazy, and the spectacular. The lingering 
camerawork, the stark lighting, the funked-up jazz, so 
sleazy it makes my groin itch just thinking about it, all 
add up to a major sick and twisted spectacle. 

Best of all, Wishman achieves all this on ultra-low bud- 
gets, relying on gimmickry and kitsch instead of slick sets 
and special effects. They’re shot without sound, profes- 
sional actors, or outside funding — and with plenty of 
attention paid to details like Chesty’s chest. 

Still, Wishman’s films aren’t porn. You'll find less 
sex and violence in Double Agent 73 than in a typical 
Hollywood adult thriller like Fatal Attraction. Instead, 
you get lots of shots of chicks in their underwear, 
plenty of jiggling asses, and one or two bare breasts. As 
Joe Bob Briggs said of Wishman’s Bad Girls Go to 
Heil, “The tit count isn’t high — only eight bare 
breasts total — but it’s still one of the sleaziest movies 
in the world.”

t last, after a season of 
wheezing romantic come- 
dies in which the filmmak- 
ers need wildly improbable 
plot contrivances to unite, 
| separate, and reunite their pairs of lovers, 
we have Whit Stillman’s light-fingered 
| Barcelona, in which an American sales- 
| man’s romance with a Spanish beauty is 

complicated by the fact that she’s still liv- 
ing and sleeping with her reporter 
boyfriend — who thinks the American’s 


Naval-officer cousin is a spy because that’s 
what the officer has told his own Spanish 
girlfriend . . . well, hold that thought. 

In the four years since Stillman, chan- 
neling the spirit of Jane Austen, created 
the sparkling romantic comedy of manners 
Metropolitan, he has decided that life is 
less like a character study, without a fixed 
plot, and more like a melodrama, marked 
by intense twists and turns. The resulting 
sops to genre convention make Barcelona 
a bit less fresh than Metropolitan. Still, it’s 
sharper than any other romantic comedy 
yet this year. Stillman’s protagonists are 
cursed with self-awareness, which makes 
them too smart for their own good, 
though not for the audience’s. And his 
movies are alternately despairing and 
whimsical in their resignation to Cupid’s 
arbitrary, wicked sense of humor. 

The film is set in “the last decade of the 
Cold War,” when Stillman himself was a 
salesman in Barcelona. So is his hero, Ted 


(Taylor Nichols), who devours motivation- 
al business books with the same zeal.as he 
reads the Bible. His cousin Fred (Chris 
Eigeman), an advance man for the Sixth 
Fleet, comes to crash and sponge off him. 
Ted confirms his long-held opinion of 
Fred as insensitive, boorish, and jingoistic; 
Fred finds Ted priggish, elitist, and naive. 
Sparks fly during their many bull sessions, 
thanks to the actors’ chemistry and Still- 
man’s clever dialogue; he wrote these parts 
specifically for Nichols and Eigeman, who 
played Metropolitan’s brooding philoso- 
pher and jaded hedonist, respectively. 

Ted claims to have a “romantic-illusion 
problem,” but, as in any good romantic 
comedy, so does everyone else. He’s vowed 
to date only plain or homely women, so 
that beauty won’t distract him from finding 
a woman whose inside he values; reality 
waylays him when he falls madly in bed 
(and later in love) with the lovely Montser- 
rat (Tushka Bergen). Fred is less selective: 
he believes there is only one woman meant 
for him and is willing to try them all until 
he finds her. He has doubts, though, about 
his increasingly serious relationship with 
the beautiful Marta (Mira Sorvino). 

Ted and Fred are early Reagan Era pu- 
ritans compared to the freewheeling post- 
Franco Spaniards. Montserrat casually re- 
veals to Ted that she’s still living with 
Ramon, an anti-American journalist who is 
just as openly cheating on her with a vari- 
ety of women. Likewise, Fred’s jaw drops 
when Marta announces that, henceforth, 
she will sleep only with men to whom she

is sexually attracted. (Although Stillman 
doesn’t endow their characters with the 
self-awareness the men have, the women 
are eerily convincing, especially since 
Bergen is English and Sorvino, daughter 
of Paul, is American.) Stillman makes fun 
of both American and Spanish foibles; he’s 
placed his Henry James characters into a 
Pedro Almodévar world. 

That world includes some unsettling vi- 
olence directed toward Americans. With 
the Spanish worried about an overbearing 
NATO and American gunboat diplomacy, 
Fred doesn’t help matters by joking that he 
really works for the CIA, or with his hilari- 
ous tactlessness whenever conversation 
turns to politics. At one party, where he 
astonishes the cosmopolitan Spanish bo- 
hemians by yanking off the turntable a dis- 
mal jazz record in favor of a kitschy dance 
tune, he invents what might be called lim- 
bo imperialism. 

The periodic explosions of violence are 
purposely unsettling, but the last one re- 
sults in an extended hospital vigil sequence 
that changes the tone so drastically and in- 
cludes so many hoary genre clichés that it 
almost derails the picture. It doesn’t be- 
cause Stillman is slyly still at work creating 
more romantic mischief for his characters, 
even during their direst circumstances. It 
turns out that in Barcelona, there are no 
bad guys or femmes fatales, only people 
who haven’t yet learned to accept what 
they don’t understand. Like the mysterious 
ways of love, which never runs out of dev- 
ilish surprises. Q

side from Forrest Gump, Barcelona may be the 
Ai: film to revel in nostalgia for the early ‘80s. 

“My statute of limitations on nostalgia is as 
short as can be,” says Barcelona’s writer/director, Whit 
Stillman. “I like to be nostalgic about the present. You 
get that good warm feeling, and you don’t get that sad- 
ness that it’s all over forever. If you can be nostalgic 
about the present, you get the best of both worlds.” 

Like his two American protagonists, Stillman spent 
the early ’80s in Barcelona, where anti-American senti- 
ment would occasionally flare into violence. Such explo- 
sions seem jarring intrusions into the world of romance 
and comedy-of-manners that characterizes Barcelona 
and his previous film, Metropolitan. “They're meant to 
jar you,” says Stillman, who describes his new movie as 
“Metropolitan meets Where the Boys Are meets The Year 
of Living Dangerously.” 

Certainly Barcelona defies expectations. After all, the 
violence in Metropolitan was entirely verbal. A witty por- 
trait of the fading Manhattan debutante-ball scene that 
Stillman floated through in the late 60s, Metropolitan 
earned an Academy Award nomination for Best Original 
Screenplay, which it lost to Bruce Joel Rubin’s Ghost. 

Stillman remembers the Oscar-night experience with be- 
musement. “There’s that suspicious thing when you get 
seated not next to the aisle. I don’t think the people doing 
the seating know who’s going to win, but they're not stupid. 


“Barry Levinson [nominated for Avalon] sat on the 
aisle. Bruce Joel Rubin was talking to him, | introduced 
myself to Barry Levinson. In the frenzy and enthusiasm 
of the introduction, I hit my arm on the chair, and my 
$20 watch — pfoom! — popped out of the strap and 
into the air. It was one of those great moments.” 

Stillman’s life has been filled with such paradoxes. 
The infirmary at Harvard is named for a patriarch of his 
old-money family, yet his father was a stalwart in several 
Democratic administrations. As a Harvard student in 
the early ‘70s, the preppy Stillman had a job grilling 
cheesesteaks at Tommy’s Lunch. (“They were really 
good cheesesteaks. It was really fun. I got to see every- 
one.”) He joined the daily Harvard Crimson, where he 
found a home writing comic pieces among refugees of 
the Crimson’s rival, the Harvard Lampoon. 

“I inherited all Michael Kinsley’s comedy columns. 
He was really funny. It’s such a step down for him now 
compared to what he did at Harvard. That’s the way I 
feel about a lot of people. They were early bloomers. We 
thought that Frank Rich was going to be a non-fiction 
F, Scott Fitzgerald.” One colleague who did not become 
a famous writer was the woman Stillman remembers as 
“Winky” Bhutto. Today she’s Prime Minister Benazir 
Bhutto of Pakistan. 

Out in the real world, Stiliman wrote for both the Vil- 
lage Voice and its ideological antithesis, the American 


Spectator. At a New York party, he met Irene, a 
Barcelona woman whom he followed back to Spain and 
married. There he got a job as a foreign sales agent for 
Spanish film directors, and his imperfect command of 
the language led to his being cast as the obnoxious 
American in several Spanish comedies. In the late ’80s, 
he returned with his wife and two daughters to New 
York, where he wrote and shot Metropolitan. 

“Officially,” he says of US-Spanish relations, “they've 
always been fine. Except when we were asking for some- 
thing, they’d say no. Other than that, if you want to send 
them money, that’s-okay. This kind of intensity was an ear- 
ly-’80s, Reagan Era thing. It’s also that Spain was coming 
out of a dictatorship, which they blamed on us. It’s cynical. 
“Well, we don’t have an army, but we can sneer.’ ” 

In the post-Franco years, Spain also enjoyed a delayed 
sexual revolution, whereas for Americans, the pendulum 
of permissiveness had already begun to swing the other 
way. The romantic challenge for confused Americans like 
Stillman or Ted, the American salesman in Barcelona, 
was to bridge this cultural gap with the Spanish women in 
their lives. “For Ted, the beauty part of getting involved 
with people from another country is that you can’t take it 
personally. On the other side, from our point of view, 
when we act in ways that are assholish or difficult, they 
can also give us the benefit of the doubt and say it’s just a 
national characteristic. ‘Those are the gringos.’ 

“The earlier you can accept the difference of the other 
person, that the other person has their own priorities 
and taste, the better the relationship can be.” That’s why 
it’s good to marry foreigners. “If they come from 
abroad, you get used to a completely different take on 
all kinds of things.”

Harrison Ford gives integrity 
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to Clear and Present Danger

here’s an obscene thrill in 
watching a laser-guided 
smart bomb cut through the 
clouds and level a plush villa 
in a key moment in Clear 
and Present Danger. It’s like the H-bomb- 
riding scene in Dr. Strangelove, or the 
Harrier jet stunts in True Lies, or the en- 
tire Gulf War. Unlike those entertain- 
ments, however, this polished and unusu- 
ally thoughtful political thriller doesn’t 
anesthetize the violence with black comedy 
or patriotic self-righteousness. Rather, it 
makes clear the human cost of the car- 
nage, and the human venality and integrity 
behind it. “That’s a kid they just picked 
out of the rubble on NBC,” says National 
Security adviser James Cutter (Harris 
Yulin) as he watches footage of the “surgi- 
cal” air strike against the Colombian drug 
cartel he’s authorized. “I didn’t anticipate 
such collateral damage.” 

That’s not all that’s unanticipated in 
what is the third and best adaptation of a 
Tom Clancy novel and the one farthest re- 
moved from Clancy’s pompous jingoism 
and anal obsession with technology. Who 
would expect such subtlety and skill from 
Phillip Noyce after his uneven direction of 
Clancy’s Patriot Games and the abysmal 
Sliver? Maybe he’s studied the first two 
Godfather movies, because like those 
films, his Danger creates a world order of 
duplicity, honor, ambition, and terror and 
then depicts it with precision, grace, pal- 
pable atmosphere, and brutal detail. Dan- 
ger is a meticulously constructed labyrinth 
of covert operations and motivations. And 
our guide, CIA agent Jack Ryan from Pa- 






triot Games, is a credible figure of honesty 
and responsibility. 

Harrison Ford has perfected his charac- 
terization of this decent man of unremark- 
able talents but utter integrity. Whether 
trembling with anger as he tells the presi- 
dent that he’s “very upset” or sniffling 
through a bloody nose in horror as his col- 
leagues are butchered around him in an 
ambush, Ford’s Ryan is the antithesis of 
the sophisticated covert agent. His values 
and feelings are always out in the open, 
and his basic tactic is to be boldly direct. 
When asked whether he plans to knock on 
a drug czar’s door and ask for the release 
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of some prisoners, he goes and does exact- 
ly that. 

So it’s bad news for Cutter and CIA 
Deputy Director of Operations Robert Rit- 
ter (Henry Czerny) when Ryan is appoint- 
ed director of Intelligence to replace his 
cancer-stricken superior, Admiral Greer 
(James Earl Jones in a quiet masterpiece of 
a performance). Ritter and Cutter are in- 
volved in illegal activities bolstering the po- 
litical fortunes of President Bennett (Don- 
ald Moffat, whose talent for seeming both 
dignified and reptilian has guaranteed him 
a career playing corrupt executives). Their 
latest endeavor is a secret military incur- 
sion in Colombia, where a team of com- 
mandos is wiping out the holdings of drug- 
cartel chief Ernesto Escobedo (Miguel 
Sandoval, who has Robert De Niro’s Un- 
touchables flair with a baseball bat). 

Bennett’s motives are partly personal 
and partly political: a close friend was 
murdered by the cartel for withholding 
$650 million in laundered money, and his 
chances of a second term are dimming be- 
cause of his inability to deal with the drug 
problem. His methods, though, are totally 
unconstitutional, and with his two Oliver 
North—like allies he’s determined to keep 
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“Boy Scout” Ryan out of the loop. 

But Ryan has a dogged knack for getting 
to the bottom of things. And Noyce shows 
a similar talent for unfolding the wheels 
within wheels of a vast conspiracy. With 
parallel editing and arch cutting he reveals 
the levels of illusion and reality, hypocrisy 
and truth underlying the surface play of 
events. Ford is a resilient Everyman whose 
pursuit of the truth is relentless and whose 
outrage at what he uncovers is genuine. 

Danger is meant to be taken more seri- 
ously than its mammoth counterpart True 
Lies, but it’s just as entertaining — and on 
a fraction of the special-effects budget. 
One of the most amusing action sequences 
is when Ryan and Ritter go mano a mano 
with dueling computer keyboards. It would 
be too much to expect Noyce to avoid 
completely the more tedious conventions of 
the genre — the last half-hour of this over- 
long movie embroils Ford and Willem 
Dafoe in a Rambo-like rescue mission, and 








at the very end we’re in danger of reliving | 


the entire Iran-contra hearings. Still, that 
era of history looks a little different after 


you see this movie. If Ford’s Jack Ryan re- | 
flects any reality in America’s government, | 


the future looks a little brighter. Q

called Harrison Ford Bronco. “I’m Harrison 
Ford,” he intones in his methodical baritone. “And 
you’re not.” He adds, “No, no, no, that’s a joke,” wor- 
ried that his listeners might not be able to tell from his 
somber deadpan. 

Ford apparently chooses his projects, like his words, 
with great consideration. He has starred in seven of the 
most lucrative movies of all time (the Star Wars and In- 
diana Jones trilogies and The Fugitive); earlier this year 
he was named “Star of the Century” by the National As- 
sociation of Theatre Owners. About the only person in 
the world who is not a fan is Tom Clancy, who has de- 
nounced the film adaptations of Patriot Games and 
Clear and Present Danger, both of which Ford, who 
plays CIA analyst Jack Ryan, has helped alter consider- 
ably from Clancy’s bestsellers. 

Danger started shooting without a completed screen- 
play, and Ford kept adding bits of business to humanize 
Ryan. “Even when you do start a film with a complete 
script, there are quite often changes, adjustments, and 
midstream maneuvers. In this case, we were wrestling 
with a very difficult problem. Ryan doesn’t appear in Clan- 
cy’s novel until page 300. After page 300 we were quite 
happy with the . So we had to weave him into the 
story. Phillip [Noyce, the director] and I and Mace 
{Neufeld, the co-producer} and the screenwriters [Donald 
Stewart, Steven Zaillian, and John Milius] all participated 
in that process, which was ongoing throughout the film.” 

Ryan is more desk jockey than action hero, though 
the 52-year-old Ford still gets to prove his action mettle. 
“You get to be like Joe Montana some days. Do you re- 
ally need to do this anymore? But then something 
comes along that looks like fun for you and the audi- 








ence. Actually, I feel better now than I did a couple 
years ago, for some strange reason.” 

In the film, the ethical Ryan falters because of his po- 
litical naiveté. Yet Ford believes people as honest as 
Ryan can succeed in government. “They’re not always 
listened to, but I think there is an impulse — we see it 
in Clinton’s administration — to bring people in to talk 
turkey, to speak frankly. The president may not always 
listen, but he’s intelligent enough to ask for those people 
to be included.” 

Ford’s optimism is remarkable when you consider 
that the film makes Ryan a patsy in a scandal that paral-

rized war on drugs. The film “has very little to do with 
the war on drugs,” insists Willem Dafoe, who plays 
Clark, a mercenary on the CIA’s secret payroll. “It has 
more to do with abuse of trust and abuse of power.” 

The actors and filmmakers acknowledge the parallels 
but deny that they are critiquing specific figures. Mace 
Neufeld points out that they were adapting a book, not 
real life. “We were careful not to identify any presi- 
dent,” he says of the movie’s jellybean-eating chief 
executive. 

“No, I didn’t think of Oliver North,” says Dafoe of 
his character. “But to tell you the truth, I try to think of 
Oliver North as little as possible.” Asked his opinion of 
the political realities addressed in the movie, he answers, 
“None of your business. I’m much more articulate 
through the work that I do. I feel I can be more politi- 
cally effective by being responsible in my own life. I feel 
uncomfortable giving you what are not the best-in- 
formed opinions.” Sounding very much like a politician, 
he concludes, “I don’t want to speak like a politician.” 

About the war on drugs, Ford says only, “I think the 
war on drugs should be won. But at what cost and in 
what manner, and how? I’m not prepared to tell you 
that. It’s an enormously complicated question.” 

The cast did get briefed by the Department of De- 
fense. Ford explains, “The CIA, of course, withheld 
their cooperation this time, though they cooperated on 
Patriot Games, because the CIA didn’t feel comfortable 
with this film. But it is interesting that one branch of 
government cooperated and another did not.” 

Neufeld attributes the CIA’s attitude shift to bad tim- 
ing. The week he approached the agency, he says, 
“there was a new director of the CIA and hearings on 
Capitol Hill on covert operations.” 

“The CIA in this film is not the CIA,” insists Henry 
Czerny, who plays Ritter, an Elliot Abrams—like agency 
deputy who tries to make Ryan the fall guy in his covert 
scheme. “If there were no possibility for repair, I’d say 
the film is trashing the CIA, but the Jack Ryan character 
shows there is possibility for repair.”

e’re so accustomed to 

the visions of China 

proffered by young- 

turk fifth-generation 

filmmakers — from 
Chen Kaige’s Farewell My Concubine to 
Tian Zhuangzhuang’s Blue Kite — that it 
hardly occurs to anyone to wonder where 
their ideas came from. Right behind these 
giants, however, lurks the shadow of Xie 
Fei, the last of the fourth generation. Hav- 
| ing graduated from the Beijing Film 
Academy in 1965, Xie Fei stayed on to 
| teach, directing 1979’s The Guide (with 
Zheng Dongtian) — just about the first 
| film out of the can after the Cultural Revo- 
lution. 

That film, along with the director’s sub- 
| sequent efforts, is reportedly a blend of 
| history and legend, so maybe it’s no sur- 
prise that The Women from the Lake of 
Scented Souls — his 1992 work, which 
| shared the Golden Bear at last year’s 

Berlin Film Festival with The Wedding 
| Banquet — also mates personal history 
| and folk mythology to the sort of social re- 
| flection that now stokes the cameras of his 
| artistic descendants. The story, based on a 
| novel by Zhou Daxin, tells the story of a 
| Xiang Ersao (Siqgin Gaowa), a woman who 
| runs a renowned sesame-oil plant along 
| the shores of a rural lake. 

The film’s title comes from the local leg- 
| end about two young women who, genera- 
| tions earlier, drowned themselves in this 
lake. They’re changed into birds at their 
| death, and their sorrow permeates the wa- 
ter itself. (The lake is photographed as an 


animate entity, its shores lined with reeds 
that bend in the wind as though pos- 
sessed.) What’s less obvious is how the 
legend seeps into the life of Xiang Ersao. 
At first glance, her concerns center on a 
Japanese investor who arrives one day with 
a partnership deal. There’s also the mun- 
dane distractions of the shop and family, 
the latter comprising a museum-quality 
good-for-nothing husband (Lei Luo- 
sheng), a schoolgirl daughter, and a sim- 
pleminded son, retarded and also stricken 
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with epilepsy. 

It’s this son, Dunzi, who, while watch- 
ing a group of children perform a pretend 
wedding, detonates the film’s emotional 
center by insisting he wants a wife. Xiang 
separates him from the woman he’s 
grabbed; soon, though, she’s consulting a 
matchmaker. Will anyone marry her trou- 
bled son? A number of unattached women 
are proffered (Xiang and her husband are 
relatively well off), but Xiang settles on 
Huanhuan (Wu Yujuan), dispatching her 
boyfriend (Xiang’s employee) to the city 
and paying off her debt-ridden parents. 
Miserable, Huanhuan runs back to her 
family shortly after the wedding, until the 
stern, businesslike Xiang reminds her of 
the contract. 

Xiang is a realist but not, it turns out, a 
monster. (Siqin Gaowa is a beautiful 
woman whose own acting style marries the 
realism of her director with seamless 
aplomb.) Indeed, Xie shows us Xiang’s life 
as a puzzle whose pieces reveal different 
stories depending on who assembles them. 
To her fellow villagers, she’s the town’s 
one success story, having overcome a 
worthless husband and a troubled son. To 
us, who see inside her bedroom walls, she 
seems to navigate a narrow emotional path 
between the brutal husband who beats her 
when he realizes she’s taking birth-control 
pills and her lover, Ren Zhongshi (Chen 


1994 


Baoguo), who wants to send her daughter 
to school. 

Is she obtuse to her daughter-in-law’s 
pain? “It’s hard for you to be with him,” 
she concedes to Huanhuan about her mar- 
riage to Dunzi. It’s not until Xiang makes 
friends with her Japanese investor that she 
reveals that she, too, was an unhappy 
bride, sold by her father at seven, married 
at 13. The irony of her cruel disregard for 
her daughter-in-law doesn’t haunt her, 
though, until Huanhuan discovers her with 
Ren on the night that Ren ends their affair. 
Xiang’s grief, which fuses her to the plain- 
tive landscape of the lakeshore where she 
goes to cry, also unites her with her 
daughter-in-law’s grief, and with the grief 
of all women whose lives are valued as lit- 
tle more than the economic gain they bring 
to their own or their husband’s family. 

The Women from the Lake of Scented 
Souls is a profound study of such women’s 
lives, though Xie’s politics are too subtle to 
dominate the film’s foreground. Indeed, 
Xiang and Huanhuan seem trapped in a 
feminist folktale that, even when they real- 
ize the source of evil, offers them nothing 
but grim knowledge. It’s impossible to 
think of an American film that addresses 
any relationship between a mother and her 
daughter-in-law, much less these tradi- 
tional political trappings that tie the gener- 
ations with such tragic bonds. g

On its most obvious level, The Little Ras- 
| cals succeeds as the latest transmutation 
|. by Penelope Spheeris (Wayne’s World, 
| The Beverly Hillbillies) of a television clas- 
sique into film. Further analysis, however, 
reveals it to be the most sophisticated dé- 
construction of gender since The Crying 
Game. The film. brings Spanky, Alfalfa, 
Buckwheat, and the rest of the lisping en- 
fants and their “He-Man Womun-Haters 
Club” intact into the aprés-révolution sex- 
ual fallout of the ’90s (daringly, Spheeris 
augments the dissolution of chrono-dis- 
course by keeping the ’20s petit-adult cos- 
tumes). Yet one must appreciate the inher- 
ent subversion of a film that finds “He- 
Men” Spanky and Alfalfa in wigs, wings, 
and tutus (“Are you a fairy?” asks a girl, 
while Alfalfa boasts, “I’m in touch with my 
feminine side”), or Alfalfa stripped naked 
before Darla and her new amour; or a foil- 
clad Darla as a grand prix go-kart driver 
(“I’m a woman, sorta,” she exclaims). Add 
the numerous doubles-entendres (Froggy 
scares a girl by “whip[ping] out my 
lizard”), the urine and flatulence jokes, 
and a cameo by Donald Trump and Notre 
Gang achieves untapped levels of polymor- 
phous perversité.

Richard Loncraine’s The Wedding Gift 
doesn’t waste time trying to win your sym- 
pathy. Deric, played by the ever-ingratiat- 
ing Jim Broadbent, makes jokes to his out- 
of-frame wife, Diana (Julie Walters), while 
putting on a tie. When she doesn’t laugh, 
he rushes into the bathroom to save her 
from drowning. It’s business as usual — 
Diana has a bizarre, undiagnosed illness 
that has paralyzed her legs, distorted her 
hands, and made her narcoleptic. Despite 
the ignorance of the medical establish- 


ment, which tries to convince Diana that 
her symptoms arise from hysteria, the cou- 
ple persevere. Her dream is to walk down 
the aisle at their son’s wedding 

Call it Two Left Feet, a Wedding, and a 
Funeral with a liberal dose of Lorenzo’s Oil.

The Decline of Western Civilization Part II, 
Penelope Spheeris’s documentary about 
heavy metal, was the funniest exposé of the 
venality, vulgarity, sexism, and stupidity of 
that subcultural phenomenon since This Is 
Spinal Tap. It was hard to imagine Western 
Civilization declining any further — until 
Spheeris herself started directing films like 
The Beverly Hillbillies and The Little 
Rascals. With Airheads we’ve reached a new | 
nadir; an alleged comedy by Michael | 
Lehmann (whose decline since Heathers has | 
been painful to watch), its message is that 
it’s cool to be a moron as long as you can 
belch out “Rock and roll!” 

Chazz (Brendan Fraser), Rex (Steve 
Buscemi), and Pip (Adam Sandler) are 
the Lone Rangers, an LA band looking 
for a break. They decide to help the pro- 
cess along by taking a radio station 
hostage with water pistols. What results is 
the Three Stooges meet The King of 
Comedy via Dog Day Afternoon (one es- 
pecially invidious moment has Fraser 
pumping up the crowd by chanting “Rod- 
ney King!”), and it would all be empty- 
headed tedium if the film didn’t take its 
rebellious pose so seriously. Foul- 
mouthed, misogynistic (women are either 
bimbos or bitches, or both), and homo- 
phobic, these guys have ideals. “I am | 
rock and roll!” screams Chazz; if he’s | 
right, it’s the end of civilization as we | 
know it.

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Eugene O’ Neill gets a mostly

one-night stand for the 
safe-sex era, A Moon for 
the Misbegotten is a work 
in which love means get- 
ting to say 
you’re sorry. This bour- 
bon-bathed ritual of for- 
giveness without hope 
was Eugene O’Neill’s last 
great play, a continuation 
of the harrowingly autobi- 
ographical Long Day’s 
Journey into Night, in 
which the playwright 
gives belated last rites to 
his doomed and drunken, 
cynical and spiffy older 
brother James. A beautiful 
if slightly overblown 
work, sadly unsuccessful 
in the author’s lifetime 
(the world premiere, in 
1947, was in Columbus, 
Ohio!), it is now being given a mostly lu- 
minous performance, at the Gloucester 
Stage Company, by those Lunts of the fish 
front, Sandra Shipley and Paul O’Brien. 
Shipley — albeit striding the dirt-strewn 
stage like a colossus and waggling her 
quite respectable cleavage — is something 
of a pre-shrunk Josie Hogan. But how 
many actresses are there who stand 5’11” 
and can bench-press their co-stars, as 
O’Neill envisioned Josie? Feisty, no-non- 
sense, and achingly vulnerable as virginal 











earthmother Josie, Shipley, even brandish- 
ing a club, is likelier to break your heart 
than every bone in your body. And for a 
Brit, she wields a mean brogue, the better 
to milk the poetry from Josie’s just-short- 
of-the-top benedictory speeches. 

In an understated, sometimes quizzical 
performance, O’Brien, looking ruggedly 
Irish and Broadway smart against the 
hardscrabble landscape, captures not just 
Jim Tyrone’s contempt and despair but 
also his dandyism. (O’Neill complained of 
James Dunn, who originated the role, that 
he wasn’t gentlemanly enough.) The two 
are abetted by Richard Mawe (Willy Lo- 
man in the Nora Theatre Company’s 
award-winning Death of a Salesman) as 
Josie’s ebulliently Irish-lowlife dad, Phil 
Hogan. Mawe isn’t as 
brutish as O’Neill’s Phil 
(who was based on an 
actual tenant pig farmer 
of the playwright’s father, 
in whom the sons took 
particular delight), but 
he’s rascally and tender- 
hearted enough. 

In the play, which is set 
in 1923, the year of 
O’Neill’s brother’s death, 
stand-in Jim Tyrone has 
one foot at death’s door, 
the other at Josie’s. For all 
the play’s earthy humor 
and drunkards’ chatter, 
O’Neill sets up an almost 
impossibly romantic situa- 
tion in which these two — a “great over- 
grown lump” of a pure-hearted woman and 
a dissipated sot drowning in lost promise, 
hideous guilt, and “old sorrow” — seem 
destined to save each other. Except that, as 
Josie comes to understand, Jim is beyond 
earthly salvation. The last thing he needs is 
the impassioned roll in the hay that Josie 
envisions; he has, as he says, awakened @ 
deux to “too God-damned many dawns 
creeping grayly over too many dirty win- 
dows.” Josie isn’t supposed to be sex; she’s 
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ous Jim Tyrone, a feisty, no-nonsense, vulnerable Josie. 


supposed to be Windex — the effect of 
which, alas, is temporary. 

The reputation of A Moon for the Misbe- 
gotten was made, of course, by the land- 
mark 1973 José Quintero revival that 
starred Colleen Dewhurst and Jason Ro- 
bards. But the production that’s rooted in 
my memory is the 1983-’84 American 
Repertory Theatre staging by Britisher 
David Leveaux that starred Kate Nelligan 
and Ian Bannen. The staging, in keeping 
with the play’s outsized lyricism and emo- 
tion, was almost balletic. GSC’s Grey 
Johnson has nothing so audacious in 
mind; his production is spry and straight- 
forward, though the setting, by Charles F. 
Morgan, is curiously whimsical — the jer- 
rybuilt Hogan homestead is almost Hansel 


and Gretel-y cute, with scrim walls and 


buckled little doors and windows. 

John Ambrosone’s lighting, however, is 
adept, and the major performances are so 
poignant — O’Brien’s Tyrone, though 
more vigorous than Bannen’s, seems spec- 
tral from the start, which makes his third- 
act burst of purgative sobbing the more 
wrenching — that the play’s outmoded ar- 
got (if someone says “Broadway tart” once 
more, the duck will descend), its blatant 
madonna/whore talk, its florid images of 
taint and redemption, fail to stick out like 
sore themes. Shipley’s Josie, in particular, 
shouldering a sadness to match her 
strength, conveys the full, wounded mag- 
nificence of O’Neill, a writer who never 
lightened, or let, up. OQ

witching the genders in 
Shakespeare’s notoriously 
sexist The Taming of the 
Shrew is a pretty shaky 
idea, and in the blunt 
hands of director Lisa Risley the notion of 
an across-the-board sex change borders on

the insane. Risley’s gender-bent staging is 
so poorly acted and staged, and so techni- 
cally inept, that it doesn’t do credit to men, 
women, or eunuchs. I escaped at midpoint, 
fleeing into the night while haunted by the 
fear that Risley may be preparing a Queen 
Lear. Her Shrew’s chic vaporousness is 
epitomized by its dedication to the 17th 
Earl of Oxford, Edward de Vere (who she 
believes to have written Shakespeare’s 
plays), as well as to sci-fi prophet Robert 
Heinlein and Kurt Cobain! The last seems 
particularly ironic since this spunkless pro- 
duction, for those who love Shakespeare’s 
plays no matter who wrote them, is as far 
from Nirvana as you can get. 

First off, Risley, in her program notes, 
calls The Taming of the Shrew “a misogy- 
nistic comedy,” which is a harsh verdict. 
Sexist Shrew undoubtedly is — the Bard 
didn’t always rise above the conventions of 
his society. But he is the dramatist who 
wrote great parts for women; even in a play 
as minor as this one Katharina and Bianca 


are given lines filled with wit and brio. 
Dead White Male bashing aside, what’s to 
be gained, artistically or polemically, by 
switching the sexes in a play you deem 
misogynistic? The sexist lesson remains 
(except that it’s men rather than women 
who need to be tamed), compounded by 
plot and gender confusion that Risley 
hasn’t made any effort to clear up. Maybe 
she figures that switching “gender-specific 
pronouns, adjectives, invectives and appel- 
lations” is enough. It isn’t. Actresses play 
the male roles, and most of the masculine 
names are feminized (though, for some 
reason, the monikers of Petruchio and 
Katharina are left unchanged). Yet it’s nev- 
er clear whether the performers are satiriz- 
ing macho behavior or creating female 
characters out of Shakespeare’s male roles. 

The upshot is that you can’t tell whether 
men are playing women, women are play- 
ing men, or what. If Risley wanted to have 
some anarchic fun with the play as well as 
with its assumptions about gender, she 
could have fashioned a lesbian camp classic 
— Jennifer A. O’Donnell’s Katharina plays 
some scenes with butch flair. But this Tam- 
ing of the Shrew is earnest, humorless, and 
completely unerotic — it’s a feminist pam- 
phlet rather than a guilty turn-on. Raising 
the boredom level, Risley includes the oft- 
cut character of drunken Christopher Sly, 
who burps out stale wisecracks during the 
many badly handled scene changes. Had 
Sly been turned into a woman, the gender 
switch could have been regarded as an al- 
coholic revenge fantasy, which might have 
made some logical sense. 





Instead, we are stuck in a chaos of inex- 
perienced performers who haven’t a clue of 
how to handle the verse, which flows out of 
their mouths like gibberish. If the actors 
could handle Shakespeare’s poetry, a lot — 
even a half-baked concept — would be for- 
given. But the production’s performances 
are not-ready-for-high-school; its costumes 
are a mishmash supposedly evocative of the 
’90s; and Ripley’s leaden staging makes ab- 
solutely no use of the Kettlebowl space. 
Like androgynous scarecrows, the per- 
formers are stuck flapping their gums, 
rather than their clothes. As the wrap-up 
production of the 20th season of the vener- 
able Open Door Theatre, this Shrew is an 
embarrassment. 

Obviously, Risley has a mission rather

than an aesthetic. Along with an explication | 


of her politically correct concept, the direc- 
tor includes in the program a number of 
questions designed to raise doubts as to 
Shakespeare’s identity. When it comes to 
performing the Bard’s works, it shouldn’t 
matter who you think he was, as long as 
you bring intelligence and imagination to 
the task. But this Shrew, along with the 
mediocre work I’ve seen from other local 
proponents of de Vere, hints that believing 
the Earl of Oxford was Shakespeare may 
influence the quality of production. Per- 
haps the de Vere groupies, whose ingrained 
sense of persecution, paranoia, and intrigue 
rivals that of the Holocaust revisionists, are 
too caught up in the cause to care about 
the art. Whoever Shakespeare was, the man 
from Stratford or de Vere, neither would 
care to claim this Shrew as his own. QO

Outside and in 


Ten artists and two new 
sculptures at the DeCordova

“10 Artists/10 Visions: 1994.” At the 
DeCordova Museum and Sculpture Park 
through September 11. 


he residents at the DeCordo- 

va’s Sculpture Park litter the 

rolling grounds of the muse- 

um like scavenger-hunt tro- 

phies. They hide among 
trees, sun themselves on hilltops, saunter 
down the steep slope toward Sandy Pond. 
They’re like inhabitants of the museum, 
leaning up against a fence and chewing on 
a straw of hay, ready to engage you in 
conversation. 

Every year, the DeCordova brings in 
five or six new sculptures and lets an equal 
number out to pasture. So far this sum- 
mer, Zoran Mojsilov has erected his stony, 
grounded constellation Orion along the 
drive up to the parking lot, and Andy Zim- 
merman has sown his Inside Plant in the 
cup of the hill in front of the Museum. 
Mike Cadwell’s Rain Drop, an architec- 
tural installation that sits you in chairs sur- 
rounded by tubes of funneling rain water, 


| was in the process of being installed when 
| I visited; it ought to be ready for use by the 


next rainstorm. 

Both Orion and Inside Plant have the 
essentials of good outdoor sculpture: 
they’re sturdy, weather-resistant, and in- 


| teractive. Inside Plant is a glimmering 


dome of welded steel leaves rising sinu- 


| ously from the earth. Some leaves wave 
| outward like a dancer’s arms; others come 


together to form the roof of the dome. 
Step inside the structure — it’s roughly 
the size of King Kong’s palm, just calling 
for human presence — and look up: the 


| leaves form a circle above you, framing the 
| blue sky. Zimmerman has created a sacred 
| space in which you feel anointed by the 
| breeze and sunlight. 


Mojsilov’s Orion is, oddly, more earth- 


| bound. It replicates the shape of the con- 
| stellation in a tense, knobby conglomeration 
of thin. steel rods.and big stones. The stones 


perch almost grudgingly upon the rods, 
held in place by loops and knots of steel. 
Orion rises from two points on the grass to 
join in a cradle around one brick-colored 
stone nine feet off the ground. There’s 
nothing swift nor elegant about it, but the 
work has a defiant edge, balanced between 
delicate movement and earthly inertia. 

The DeCordova’s annual survey of re- 
gional art, “10 Artists/10 Visions,” is now 
on view inside the museum and is, if not 
quite as much fun as the Sculpture Park, 
equally worth a visit. Nothing can tie the 
work in a show like this together, but cu- 
rators Rachel Rosenfield Lafo, Nicholas 
Capasso and Sarah Rehm Roberts have 
given each artist enough space to let his or 
her work stands on its own. The result is 
like a good anthology of 
short stories — varied, 
potent, flavorful. 

Lyn Hayden starts 
with diagrams from old 
botany books. She has 
painted the leaves and 
stalks of plants native to 
North America with 
spare, reedy lines and 
fading greens onto can- 
vases that have the yel- 
lowing quality of old pa- 
per. Even the plants’ 
leaves are frayed and 
torn. In Spatterdock, 
three such diagrams are 
set in a triangular con- 
figuration on a back- 
ground of fluttering red 
brown. Hayden infuses 
what we have taken for 
granted, and often 
abused to tatters, with 
warmth and vibrant del- 
icacy. 

Walk a few feet away 
from Yu-Wen Wu’s The 
Vagueness of Moon- 
beams and you'll see 
something different 





in front of it. The artist streaks and blots 
the surface of her canvas with layer upon 
layer of paint, exploring her medium as if 
it were a live, unpredictable thing. Here, 
paint could be a metaphor for memory or 
consciousness, with shifting, hovering lay- 
ers revealing first one vision, then another. 
The Vagueness of Moonbeams murmurs 
with olive green and brown, the color of a 
swamp, but more pliant and less murky. 

Kathleen Schneider makes ghostly do- 
mestic objects out of plaster and marble 
casts and shrouds them in fabric. Janet’s 
Hope is a stack of cream-colored plaster 
suitcases piled on a hope chest, with the 
top valise slightly open, like a suppressed 
gasp. The stack is draped in gauzy white 
cloth, which gives the work the quality of 
an apparition rather than an artifact. In 
each of Schneider’s pieces, there’s the im- 
pression of something alive, but they are 
cold and barren, not even musty with 
memories. They’re like hopes and ideals 
given up young, before they- could be sul- 
lied by the sweat and dirt of real life. 

Like Schneider, Barry Kiperman starts 
off with domestic objects; here it’s lami- 
nated kitchen tabletops that he has fash- 
ioned himself. He peppers each surface 
with bright squiggles and glowing polymer 
ink; then he makes perfect gouges right 
down to the plywood — they curl over the 
tabletops like worms. It’s a disorienting 
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mix of domesticity and pop-art pizzazz, 
down-home kitsch and slick abstraction. 

Mary Kocol gives the ordinary an other- 
worldly cast in her color photographs, us- 
ing long exposures and frames within 
frames to create an Our Town sense of 
stopped time. Whoever thought Somerville, 
her usual subject, could be the land of en- 
chantment? Shot from the foot of a dou- 
ble-decker, House Without Porches gazes 
directly upward at the looming fagade, with 
scarred shingles striping the house where 
the porches used to be. The aqua-painted 
roof of the upper porch remains, jutting 
out over the house like a firm jaw. The 
lights glowing in the windows make it 
warm and safe, despite the ethereal, almost 
murky evening light outside. 

Yokiko Nakamura’s drypoint prints are 
spare, quiet scenes of lost moments. Sis- 
ters has two girls standing side by side, 
just out of their bathing suits with their 
tan lines showing. The younger one, a 
child with short hair, leans toward her 
older, more womanly sister, who pokes 
the kid in the arm with her thumb. De- 
spite their differences, they are still sisters, 
naked together, shoving each other, 
ambivalent. 

Suzanne Bocanegra catalogues the 
symptoms of Charles Darwin’s long-term, 
undiagnosed malady in small sculptural 
collages that echo Darwin’s own scrupu- 
lous records of the identifying characteris- 
tics of different species of animals on the 
Galapagos Islands. Bocanegra opens a 
new, nonverbal window on the description 
of physiological symptoms. Each rectan- 
gular collage is fabricated from trinkets 
and trash, like old test tubes and balls of 
wax. Early Baldness, for instance, has 
locks of brown hair centered like wicks in 
a series of waxen disks and hemispheres. 

Ted Clausen inscribes tiny bits of text 
like clues within beautiful, repetitive sculp- 
tures. Self-Assessment is a series of elegant 
clouded glass funnels, snaking and slither- 
ing like sperm over a vitrine filled with 
blue water. Each one is marked with text: 
“not letting go,” or “the power under- 
neath,” or, on a more mundane level, 
“bills.” 

Marci Gintis takes portraits of Central 
Americans who have been “disappeared” 
by repressive governments and places 
them in elaborate frames that resemble 
medieval and Renaissance altarpieces.

Matt Belge and Richard Harrington 
have created a spectacle of light and shad- 
ow, with prisms casting rainbows around 
the darkened room of their Light Forest in- 
stallation.

How James P. Johnson 
captured Afro-American life

hat strides must be 
taken by a jazz com- 
poser in order to write 
symphonic music? 
Even to ask this ques- 
tion is to buy into the widespread assump- 
tion that jazz is easier to compose than 
European-style classical music. Those aca- 
demicians and musicians with the greatest 
investment in maintaining a rigid distinc- 
tion between jazz and classical composing 
have always made an exception for George 
Gershwin, but they’ve. been vehement in 
barring a number of African-American 
jazz composers from the pearly gates of 
classical heaven — figures like Sidney 
Bechet and Duke Ellington. 

A new CD of James P. Johnson’s sym- 
phonic works, performed by the Concor- 
dia Orchestra under the direction of Marin 
Alsop, will send these academicians scram- 
bling for rationales. Victory Stride (Music- 
Masters) offers six examples of Johnson’s 





| skill in composing classically while bring- 


ing to that style the full weight of his jazz 
sensibility. 

Johnson’s jazz career offers ample evi- 
dence of how to achieve that balance still 
rarely attained by brave souls creating in 
the interstices between the jazz club and 
symphony hall. He emerged in the ’20s 
primarily as a piano stylist and a songwrit- 
er known for a number that became a 
dance craze, “The Charleston.” Historians 
remember him as the man who introduced 
“stride” piano to jazz: this orchestral ap- 


| proach to piano playing has the left hand 


striking a bass note on the first and third 
beats of every measure and ene a 
chord on the second and —— 
fourth beats while the right [@ 

hand invents florid melody FF 
lines on the treble keys. It 
could make even a cheap pi- 
ano sound grand, and it was 
a key step in the evolution of 
jazz since it freed ragtime 
from a mechanical bass line. 
Stride piano as performed by 
Johnson was recorded on pi- 
ano rolls that were a teach- 
ing tool for Duke Ellington 
when he was a youth. Fats 
Waller had the honor of 
learning from Johnson per- 
sonally. 

It is one step, though a gi- 
ant one, from performing on 
a piano orchestrally in a jazz 
vein to composing jazzy 
symphonic music. Luckily 
for Johnson, his first piano 
teacher was classically ori- 
ented. The teenage Johnson 
received rigorous instruc- 
tion, and he developed a 
fondness for Liszt and Rach- wa 
maninov. Listen to some of ae 
his earliest piano recordings * 
— there are four stellar ex- 
amples from 1930 on the su- i. 
perb Snowy Morning Blues 
(GRP) — and you can hear 
the uncanny union of Lisz- 
tian hyper-romanticism and 
Harlem stride piano, full of 
complex African-tinged

rhythms. “You’ve Got To Be Modernistic” 
is one of his masterpieces. Modern it is. 
There’s a ringing dissonance on the high 
notes worthy of Thelonious Monk or 
Olivier Messiaen. There are syncopations 
light years beyond anything Scott Joplin 
ever imagined. The solo piano assumes the 
multifarious range of voices we'd expect 
from a small orchestra. All this in about 
three minutes. 

That extreme compression of riches is 
found in Johnson’s symphonic works, 
most successfully in the Harlem Symphony 
(1933). Four brief episodes capture im- 
pressions of 1920 Harlem life in the sub- 
ways, nightclubs, and churches. Like mu- 
sical translations of James Van Der Zee’s 
Harlem photographs, Johnson’s composi- 
tions capture with dramatic poignancy a 
key era in the growth of African-American 
urban culture. The “Baptist Mission” 
movement, with woodwinds and brass 
simulating the ecstatic gospel songs of 
male and female voices, is riveting. “Night 
Club” is a rousing example of how sym- 
phony strings can swing in the re-creation 
of the sounds of a hot jazz band. And

How Ellington and Newton 
pushed the envelope

hen Duke Ellington pre- 
miered Black, Brown, 
and Beige at Carnegie 
Hall in 1944, critics 
shook their heads and 
wondered whether Ellington was “turning 
his back on jazz.” But Ellington, with 
greater critical acceptance, eventually real- 
ized his aspirations for legitimizing concert 
jazz composing, paving the way for count- 
less artists. 

In two recent releases, we got a fresh 
look at Ellington’s seminal work as well as 
a new suite by James Newton that draws on 
Ellington’s legacy. Louis Bellson’s Black, 
Brown, and Beige (MusicMasters) takes 
advantage of recent research to bring lis- 
teners closer to Ellington’s original concep- 
tion. On Suite for Frida Kahlo (Audio- 
quest), flautist-composer James Newton 
not only paints with Ellingtonian colors, he 
broadens his palette with the music of 
Olivier Messiaen, John Carter, and other 
contemporary composers. By mixing classi- 
cal influences with basic blues and swing 
shadings of jazz, Newton expands the emo- 
tional range of his jazz suite. 

As the first important modern jazz artist 
to turn to writing for the concert hall, 





Ellington established many of the genre’s 
enduring characteristics. He preserved jazz 
elements like swing, the blues, and song 
form in a lengthy work. And he linked the 
short sections with symphonic techniques 
and a common programmatic theme. Nei- 
ther the symphonic nor the jazz ideas suf- 


charts. Bellson (a former Ellingtonian) and 
his band interpret the score with graceful 
clarity without sacrificing its jazz spirit. 
Special guest trumpeter Clark Terry makes 
Johnny Hodges’s final solo on “Come Sun- 
day” sound like his own. (Ellington asked 
that no other altoist play the solo, to elimi- 
nate any temptation to copy Hodges’s 
style.) In the “Brown” movement, Joe 
Williams sings “The Blues” with a dignified 
restraint that deepens the song’s meaning. 
Conductor Maurice Peress fleshes out and 
knits together the sketchy “Beige” move- 
ment with previously unrecorded material. 
The final patriotic flourishes sound a bit 
corny today, but there was a world war on 
at the time of its premiere, and Ellington’s 
call to acknowledge African-American con- 
tributions to US history is as timely today as 
it was 50 years ago. 

What Ellington invented, Newton has re- 





fered; a new kind of music was 
born. 

In Black, Brown, and Beige, 
his musical history of African- 
Americans, Ellington created a 
work of great symbolic and mu- 
sical power. What makes the 
piece more than a 44-minute 
collection of memorable tunes is 
the way he unified it. Through- 
out the opening “Black” move- 
ment, “Work Song” serves as 
both a unifying musical device 
and a poetic reminder of the 
hard facts of life. Similarly, an 
Ellingtonian jungle tune, meant 
to link the American present to 
the African past, is the leitmotif 
of “Beige.” To tighten the suite 
further, Ellington wrote out the 
solos that his band would nor- 
mally have improvised. 

This makes the work open to 
interpretation in the classic man- 
ner, unlike most Ellington 








ON 9 James Newton refines and 
extends what Ellington invented. 
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“April in Harlem” has a melody line as 
heartstopping as that main theme in 
Gershwin’s Rhapsody in Blue. The work is 
as impressive as Ellington’s Harlem, yet 
this is the first and only recording avail- 
able. 

The two-movement Concerto Jazz a 
Mine, for piano and orchestra, has some 
sparkling interchanges between pianist 
Leslie Stifelman and trumpeter Chris 
Gekker. Another composition from the 
1930s, American Symphonic Suite, dis- 
plays numerous variations on W.C. 
Handy’s*“St. Louis Blues” — accelerating 
it, cakewalking it, ragging it, demonstrat- 
ing just how blue and jazzy an orchestra 
can sound. (Compare this to the lumber- 
ing and pretentious St. Louis Blues (Con- 
certo Grosso) performed by Leonard Bern- 
stein and his orchestra along with Louie 
Armstrong on Columbia’s Satchmo the 
Great.) These vividly realized perfor- 
mances by the Concordia Orchestra offer 
proof that Johnson viewed his symphonic 
music as just another vehicle for express- 
ing the rich polyphonic strains of African- 
American life. Q 





fined and extended. With an Ellingtonian 
flair, he exploits a medium ensemble similar 
to the ones on his great mid-’80s Blue Note 
recordings. His tone parallel (to borrow 
Ellington’s term) to four paintings by Frida 
Kahlo echoes the pain-haunted beauty of 
Kahlo’s works in a way neither jazz nor 
classical music alone could. 

The suite begins with a melancholy, 
largely out-of-tempo movement that makes 
for difficult entry into the piece; rather than 
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grabbing your attention, it asks you to lis- | 


ten. But a George Lewis-George McMullen 
trombone duet carries the movement, how- 
ever slowly.

“The Broken Column” picks up the pace | 


over drummer Sonship Theus’s crisp beat, 
wedding Japanese composer Toru

Carter. Newton’s sharp melodic fragments 
agonize over a slow trombone-and-bassoon 
countermelody reminiscent of Carter, gen-

Two Fridas”) features pianist Kei Akagi, | 
who evokes an almost voluptuous sadness | 


through his use of Debussy and Spanish in- 
fluences. 
The last movement features the most 


complex writing and some of the record- | 


ing’s most compelling improvising. Newton 


gets the lush, throaty tone normally associ- | 
ated with the instrument, but he pushes the | 
flute’s expressive possibilities to new limits. | 
As he builds his solo, ghostly moanings in- | 
vade it; then his glassy tone and the shat- | 


tered continuity of his lines evoke an an- 
guish rarely heard from the flute. 


That so many influences contribute to 


Newton’s music is a mark of how far jazz 
has come since Ellington made his debut at 
Carnegie Hall. And this recording shows us 
just how rewarding new jazz can be when it 
welcomes, rather than excludes, music that 
enriches the essential jazz vocabulary.

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Checking out the leather scene, as 
the Hub goes Hubba-Hubba

he woman wearing the 

leather top and carrying the 

whip looks familiar, but I 

don’t recognize the guy she’s 

leading around by a chain. “I 
go to your health club,” she reminds me 
after making eye contact. “I’m the woman 
who swims in the lane next to yours.” 
With that, she offers me the whip and 
bends over in supplication. On stage, a 
transgendered dominatrix is announcing 
that the slave auction will begin after a few 
more tunes; meanwhile she’s handing out 
condoms and wishing everyone a chance 
to use one this evening. “Welcome to your 
neighborhood fetish club,” says the wom- 
an behind the bar at Man Ray. 

Have we discovered a new subculture? 
Not really. S&M and rock and roll have 
had something in common since the Velvet 
Underground performed “Venus in Furs” 
in 1968 (or, more subversively, since Nan- 
cy Sinatra’s 1966 hit “These Boots Are 
Made for Walking” — a tune that bands 


have been covering with a knowing wink 
ever since). And sure, there’s always been 
a certain element of kinkiness on the local 
scene. The bondage boutique Hubba- 
Hubba has flourished for years, and let’s 
not forget that 10 years ago, one of the 
most popular bands in town, Human Sex- 
ual Response, had a song called “Butt- 
fuck” in its repertoire. Around that same 
time the local band Sleep Chamber started 
including bondage and bisexuality in their 
live shows. True, they got gawked at in 
disbelief, but they kept doing it. Sleep 
Chamber have since spun off a perfor- 
mance troupe of occasionally violent 
femmes, Women of the SS. 

But the leather-and-fetish scene didn’t 
really hit local clubs until Mistress Diana, 
the outlandish performer who arrived here 
from New York three years ago, began 
producing her events three Fridays a 
month at Man Ray (the remaining Friday 
is given over to “Hell Night,” a similar 
event with a more gothic/industrial feel). 
Now there’s actually a bandwagon. Axis 
features a bondage night Thursdays; Sleep 
Chamber frontman John ZeWizz — 


whose band still get gawked at, but they 
encourage that — is producing “Terror- 
bull Tuesdays,” a weekly series at the Mid- 
dle East. And Boston’s ultimate anti-glam- 
or hangout, the Rat, tried to launch a 
Tuesday-night fetish series earlier this 
summer (it lasted two weeks). But the real 
cross-cultural shocker came from the 
House of Blues, which has turned its 
downstairs bar, the Dungeon, into an ap- 
proximation of a torture chamber. It’s 
even gotten Budweiser to fork over some 
sponsorship money. 

As Mistress Diana explains, “I came to 
town and started asking, ‘Great, where’s 
the B&D [bondage and domination] club? 
What — you mean there isn’t one?” We’re 
at Man Ray, but she’s hanging out in 
street clothes, looking so different that her 
usual subjects don’t recognize her. “So we 
did our first B&D fashion show on May 1, 
1992, and more than 600 people showed 
up. And you know that if that many people 
are here, there’s 6000 sitting at home say- 
ing, ‘Man, I wish I could do something 
B&D tonight.’ ” 

Other clubs may flirt with fetish themes, 
but the Man Ray nights appear closest to 
the real deal. Performances range from 
softcore erotica to live whippings and wax- 
drippings. And there’s that slave auction, 
which happens on “Perv Nights” (the 
fourth Friday of the month). Bidding real 
money would be illegal, so people get 
credit scrip when they buy drinks. 

“People get auctioned off for different 
reasons; if you want to lick somebody’s 
boots or tie somebody up, you can bid on 
that. I know someone who’s got $800,000 
in tickets saved up and he’s waiting to use 
it — he’s going to come in here with a 
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ILSA: 

“if somebody 
gets turned on 
being told they’re 
nothing, | don’t 
mind doing it.” 


briefcase some night. Some people last 
only a few minutes together but some peo- 
ple stay; I know of two girls that got to- 
gether because of the auction. One time 
there was a woman I really liked, she came 
in wearing this pretty red nightgown — so 
I bought her with a $300,000 coupon I 
was hiding. I know that’s cheating, but it’s 
my game. And she must not have minded, 
because that happened on Friday and she 
went home on Sunday.” 

That said, the atmosphere at Man Ray is 
less scary/hardcore than a newcomer 
might expect. “They expect to find naked 
people hanging off the ceiling,” Diana 
says. “I try to keep it more friendly. It’s 
not like in New York, where the club 
floors are sticky. We tell people to play 
safe, sane, and consensual. And play is the 
operative word.” Still, what with the 
crowd, the performances, and the record- 
ed music (usually heavy on extended synth 
mixes), it’s the closest thing you can get to 
walking into an Anne Rice novel (never 
mind the vampire ones, try the Sleeping 
Beauty trilogy). Or walking into a Sleep 
Chamber video. 

Hanging out at the Middle East a few 
nights later, SC leader John ZeWizz is 
glad to confirm the preconceptions that 
people have about him. Yes, he’s lived out 
the fantasies he enacts on stage. Yes, he 
has a serious thing for bisexual women. 
Yes, Sleep Chamber are at least as much 
about sexuality as they are about music. 
(One myth he debunks: “That people 
think I’m evil. They’re pretty shocked to 
find out I’m a nice guy.”) What people get 
out of the band is up to them: they might 
relate to the electronic music or the ritual- 
istic overtones (they use the same incense

as my old school chapel, which initially 
weirded me out to no end) or they might 
want to see what his performers, the Bar- 
bitchuettes, are going to do with one an- 
other on stage.

“People assume I’m a spokesman, 
but I’m not. It’s an expression of per- 
sonal sexuality and individual thoughts 
on sexual curiosities. What we do used 
to be weird and taboo. Now it’s more 
fashionable — which is disappointing in

“We try to push things further than 
something like Madonna’s Sex book,” Von 
Bulow explains. “She’s so clean about it. 
Being hesitant is fake — it’s like dyeing 
your hair with nonpermanent hair dye. 
When we go on stage, the clubs give us 
long lists of things we can’t do — no 
blood, no sex, no penetration. At the Rat 
we were just giving an enema; I guess they 
considered it sodomy so we almost got ar- 
rested. The show is a good way for us to 
get our aggressions out. A lot of the guys 
we have for slaves are afraid to get near 
me — but of course, they enjoy it. 

“This isn’t a political statement, it’s a 
sexual statement.

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reason in the world to approach the 
former Ramones bassist’s new solo ef- 
fort with caution. Just as daunting is 
the premier punk-rocker’s increasing- 
ly embittered output as ghost song- 
writer for the Ramones themselves. If 
“Poison Heart,” from 1992’s Mondo 
Bizarro (Radioactive), is the best he 
can concoct today, who gives a damn 
what he thinks, even if he was the de 
facto auteur of the Ramones’ best 
songs, like “Rockaway Beach.” 

But either Dee Dee has come to his 
senses (which is doubtful, as they’ve 
likely never existed anyway) or he’s 
rediscovered his twisted muse. His 
new CD, I Hate Freaks like You 
(Rough Trade), is the most Ra- 
mones-like recording since the 
band’s earthshaking debut way back 
in 1976. It’s one of the most peculiar 
discs I’ve ever heard. 

Recorded in the Netherlands (fit- 
ting, eh?), I Hate Freaks like You is 
garagy, low-budget, and bereft of the 
awful professionalism that’s made his 
former band’s last few records too 
tough to enjoy. Freaks sounds like the 
creaky rumblings of a totally shat- 
tered mind. With his sliver of an al- 
ready shaky croak reduced to sub- 
Lemmy status, Ramone ruminates 
like your cantankerous granddad on 
the park bench, be it about other old 
punks (“I Hate Creeps like You”), 
junkies (“Chinese Bitch”), lunacy in 
general (“I’m Making Monsters for 
My Friends”), or everything else (“I 
Hate It,” a masterpiece of solipsistic 
rage that recalls the wonderful “I’m 
Against It” from Road to Ruin). 

It’s a dank and gloomy recording 
all the way through, kind of like 
crossing the Ramones’ ’50s obsession 
with the Standells’ three-chord ram- 
a-lam and mid-period Damned. With 
barely a guitar solo and tempos back 
to the Ramones’ seemingly leisurely 
1976 pace. this is CBGB retro for 
sure; but if anyone’s got the right, it’s 
Dee Dee. For the Ramones com- 
pletist, there’s even a superior remake 
of Pleasant Dreams’ “All’s Quiet on 
the Eastern Front,” which replaces 
that version’s light mix with harder 
guitars and Dee Dee’s own fury. Not 
to mention the recycling of Ramones 


riffs past: a bit of “Beat on the Brat,” 
a-bit of “Psycho Therapy.” But who 
cares? It’s a good ’un. 

There are those who would knock 
this recording for its lack of new 
ground, but who would have ever ex- 
pected a gem from any of the Ra- 
mones (or to be fair, the Stones, PiL, 
or Motorhead) at this late date? If 
anything, J Hate Freaks like You re- 
calls Muddy Waters’ Hard Again, an 
old master going through the tried 
and true with renewed vigor and 
showing up the young pups who dare 
tread his turf. 

He’s still miserable, praise Jesus, as 
he ought to be. His last bit of publici- 
ty came from a pot bust in Green- 
wich Village where he was outraged 
to discover that the arresting officers 
had never heard of him — plus he 
was replaced by a bassist almost half 
his age. But this kind of curmud- 
geonly piss & moan is worth your 
dough, and you don’t have to be a 
Ramones cultist to enjoy its surly 
pleasures. Since it’s an import, that 
means shelling out a few, but with 
any luck, the powers that be will do- 
mesticate this release (not the artist), 
and all can rejoice in this punk pio- 
neer’s refusal to kowtow.

DAVE ALVIN: 
THE FLAME’S STILL HOT 


Dave Alvin’s style of basic rock and 
roll is passing from the scene as sure- 
ly as his hairline is receding. Back in 
the first half of the 80s, that simple 
Strat-on-backbeat was in a lot better 
shape, and his group the Blasters 
were an important reason. The band 
combined Dave’s sharp songwriting 
and lead guitar, his brother Phil’s 
strong lead vocals, and the other 
members’ no-nonsense back-up in an 
Americana blend that recalled rocka- 
billy, blues, country, and old R&B. 
Unlike the retro novelty hits churned 
out by those knuckleheads the Stray 
Cats, this smart, tough music seemed 
relevant to the hardhearted present 
no matter how steeped it was in the 
traditions of the past. 

Since he’s been on his own, how- 
ever, Alvin has seen the flame of his 
old success grow dimmer and dim- 
mer. To some degree, that’s because 
he doesn’t share his older brother’s 
natural ability to carry a tune. On his 
three solo albums between ’87 and 
"93, even his best songs were marred 
by a congested strain in his voice as 
he missed the right pitch by a hair. 


Yet the music on those albums was 
also. much more conventional than 
the Blasters’ roots rock (a sound in- | 
fluenced as much by Phil’s leadership 
as by Dave’s songwriting). Ten years 
further on, the convention is so spent 
it has just piled ashes upon the fire. 

Which is why it’s such a pleasure 
to hear his fourth and most recent al- 
bum, King of California (Hightone). | 
Alvin and his producer, Greg Leisz, 
have brushed off the ashes; they’ve 
turned over the embers of his career 
and let them glow. A nearly all!- 
acoustic collection, the project in- 
cludes a few nice blues covers and 
new compositions, but mostly it 
hinges on his spare reworking of old 
Blasters songs. His folkie approach 
shares little with what he calls “cur- 
rent trends and fads” — those “un- 
plugged” renditions of old hits geared 
to the smug, soft taste of a newly 
yuppified audience (think of Clap- 
ton’s godawful reworking of “Lay- 
la”). Instead, his versions of decade- 
old compositions like “Fourth of 
July,” “Bus Station,” “Little Honey,” 
and “(I Won’t Be) Leaving” actually 
shed new light on material that once 
seemed definitive. 

His singing is largely what does it. 
The quiet arrangements provide the 
perfect medium for his deep, rich 
voice, allowing his half-speech deliv- 
ery to become as subtle and keen as 
his best writing. With the covers and 
simpler new songs adding needed re- 
lief, his vignettes of working-class ro- 
mance once again sound as impres- 
sive as anything by John Prine, Tom 
T. Hall, or Bruce Springsteen. 

But if King of California is his best 
album, in a way it makes a virtue out 
of necessity. As Alvin explains in his 
liner notes, economic constraints 
have turned many of his recent tours 
into one-man-shows (or two-man, 
with Leisz as his multi-instrumental- 
ist road buddy). The album docu- 
ments the auspicious changes in his 
material that have resulted from these 
small acoustic tours, but the scaled- 
down format has its limitations. 

At his recent show with Leisz and 
piano player Rick Solem downstairs 
at the Middle East, for example, the 
small, thirtysomething audience never 
seemed fully engaged by the trio’s 
earnest, intelligent performance. That 
couldn’t happen when Alvin plays 
with a full rock band, as he demon- 
strated last March at La Zona Rosa, 
one of the clubs participating in the 
South by Southwest music festival in 
Austin. There, the packed house 
greeted him like a Lollapalooza head- 
liner, and Alvin rocked so hard that 
by the show’s end he was spent and 
stumbling. “Nights like tonight,” he 
exclaimed, “keep all us guys going.” 
As Smokey the Bear reminds us, 
sometimes even the smallest embers 
can burst into a raging brush fire.

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Laswell’s latest 


The Black Are series takes 
the past into the future 


by Richard C. Walls 


ill Laswell’s Black Arc se- 

ries on Rykodisc has de- 

buted with five releases 

ranging from the thump- 

ing late 60s groove and 
buzz of rock-and-blues vet Buddy Miles to 
the thrash-metal religio-homilies of 23- 
year-old Islam Shabazz. Laswell’s intent is 
| to record black music — especially black 
| music with a serious rock element — 
that’s vital while escaping the gravitational 
pull of such commercial orbs of influence 
as, say, Whitney Houston and Ice Cube. 
All the tendencies represented on these 
sides were once cutting edge; now they 
free-float outside the black-music histori- 
cal timeline. Laswell means to round them 
up (future releases include the Last Poets 
and James Blood Ulmer), edifying a 
younger audience while stimulating the 
memory of bygone hardcore jollies for old- 
er listeners. 

As a member of the latter group, I can 
attest to this phenomenon. A brief stretch 
of tumbling drums from Buddy Miles on 
Third Eye Open, his power-trio collabora- 
tion with bassist Bootsy Collins and gui- 
tarist Steve Salas under the collective 
name of Hardware, and Electric Ladyland 
is immediately accessed. But then, the 
shadow of Hendrix hovers big time over 
the whole Hardware disc. It’s understand- 
able that Miles might evoke that connec- 
tion (he did play with Hendrix, kids), but 
Salas goes beyond influence to parody. 
His “What’s Going Down” rewrites the 
opening of “Voodoo Chile” with its 
scratching guitar and bass drum before 
launching into a faux-Hendrix vocal. And 


his “The Walls Came Down” paraphrases 
the melody of Hendrix’s “1983.” Salas is 
Third Eye’s auteur; he wrote five of its 10 
songs and co-wrote three more. And his 
Hendrix mimicry becomes understandable 
when he drops it, at which point the disc 
slides into hard-rock anonymity. 

Miles’s own session, Hell and Back by 
the Buddy Miles Express, also pays dubi- 
ous tribute to Hendrix — especially on his 
reading of “All Along the Watchtower,” 
right down to the mangling of the lyrics at 
the end of the first verse. But mostly it’s 
just the drummer doing his thing one 
more time. With the Uptown Horns, Jeff 
Levine’s nasty organ, and some proto-’del- 
ic guitar from Kevon Smith, the Express 
freeze-frame late-’60s good-dope R&B. 
Miles’s vocal stylings are a matter of taste, 
no doubt, but his unpolished drunk-in- 
the-choir excesses sound good to me. 

Moving forward in time from Hendrix 
as genre to George Clinton as genre, we 
have Out of the Dark by O.G. Funk, 
whose core comprises Parliament/ 
Funkadelic grads William Nelson (a/k/a 
Billy Bass), vocalist Mudbone Cooper, 
keyboardist Bernie Worrell, and drummer 
Bigfoot Braily — with Nelson the desig- 
nated chief, main writer, and co-producer. 
Although the disc comes on like some au 
courant funk/rap thing — gangsta pose 
on the cover, guest spot by Grandmaster 
Melle Mel, hep song title “Funk Is in the 
House” — it ain’t. Despite its few bows in 
the direction of contempo street reality 
(yawn), this is a P-Funk reunion trip, ded- 
icated to guitarist Eddie Hazel, who was 
responsible for some of P-Funk’s skanki- 
est fret work (most famously on “Maggot 
Brain”) and who died just before he could 
make this gig.

The centerpiece is an instrumental for 
Hazel, pure acid nostalgia with a just-dis- 
cernible touch of fuzak in the rhythm sec- 
tion (CDs are so clean). The non-instru- 
mentals whip up a passing simulacrum of 
P-Funk froth, though the one shot at truly 
original lyrics — “Angie,” about a guy be- 
ing left behind as his girl, an engineer, 
goes off to fight in the Gulf War — is 
shorted out by its treatment of the Kuwait 
ruse as some sort of non-bogus, even no- 
ble, endeavor. Better is a short squirt of 
pure pornography in the middle of the 
misty, romantic “I’ve Been Alone.” 

Another P-Funk survivor, Bootsy 
Collins, a utility hand on the Hardware 
disc, records under the name Zillatron on 
Lord of the Harvest. This is a weird one, 
even for Bootsy, possibly because Laswell 
did much of the writing. It’s a collection 
less of songs than of sound collages; fat 
riffs and popping bass abound, but the 








pieces are often static with found ha- 
rangues (some possibly from movies) and 
alienated sprechstimme shoved into the 
ambient cracks. Pretty cool, but if you 
want the more familiar cartoon Bootsy, 
check out his new Ryko double-disc 
Blasters of the Universe. 

Finally, and bringing us all the way up 
to 1980 (at least in its music), is Slave- 
master’s Under the Six, Islam Shabazz’s 
effort to wed the trappings of gothic, if not 
“Satanic,” rock — the grotty skull on the 
cover; the hairy, ugly guitar sound; the 
strangled vocals — with an Islamic/hu- 
manist message. Shabazz’s punk-metal 
sounds genuine (tight and horrid) and his 
religious sentiments sound heartfelt (spacy 
but hopeful). So this one almost gets by on 
cognitive dissonance alone. Like the others 
in the Black Arc series, it seems part relic 
and part incipient mutation. Also like the 
others, it doesn’t seem to care. Q

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Boston’s Ibrahima Camara 
makes his awaited CD debut

enegalese drummer and 
bandleader Ibrahima Ca- 
mara can tell you: it’s 
tough to run an African 
band in America. Camara 





| has spent eight of his 20 years in the US 


training Boston-area musicians to play the 
knotty, demanding rhythms of his tradi- 
tionally based dance pop. One indication 
of his hard-earned success is a victory in 
this year’s Boston Music Awards World 
Music category. His independently pro- 
duced debut CD, Sama Yie (My Sweet 
Mother) (Upbeat Productions), has re- 
cently appeared in area record stores, and 
its 10 brisk and vital tracks find Camara’s 
band in peak form. 

That this group has outlasted all of 
Boston’s African pop-dance bands is due 
largely to Camara’s unswerving dedication. 
For him, the great challenge has been to 
learn the idiosyncrasies of American musi- 
cians: “I grew up playing by ear and by 
feeling.” He says he sings bandmembers 
their parts and then pores over the re- 
hearsal tapes looking for ways to refine the 
overall sound. “You have to study another 
person in order to give them your cul- 
ture — how they get mad, how they space 
out, what confuses them. I had to really lis- 
ten to find out how Americans hear me.” 

Same Yie presents the fruit of this atten- 
tion. The arrangements change continual- 
ly, shifting textures and featuring the dif- 
ferent voices in the band; the players prove 
worthy of the challenge. “Modu Samba,” a 
song celebrating the natural world, fea- 
tures the spiky rhythms of southern Sene- 


gal, with Camara transposing elements of 
traditional drumming to guitar, two key- 
boards, horns, and voices. The band coa- 
lesce in a mesh of percussive melodies, 
pausing near the end of the song for a blis- 
tering hand-and-stick percussion break led 
by Camara. 

The son of a Serer mother and a 
Guinean father, Camara has played tradi- 
tional music since childhood in his home- 
town of Dakar. He went on to work with 
some of his country’s most renowned folk- 
loric groups. In 1973 he arrived in the US 
as the leader of a 17-member dance troupe 
called Koumpo. A successful tour led to 
work with Pharoah Sanders and Stevie 
Wonder — he played on The Secret Life of 
Plants — and, ultimately, to his career as a 
music and dance teacher in Boston. 

The music on Sama Yie takes its inspi- 
ration from his family. “I wrote the song 
‘Sama Yie, My Sweet Mother,’ and all the 
rest of the music came from there. I look 
at the situation of this world, how people 
don’t care for each other, and I see that 
we’re missing a lot of things. So I thought, 
if I sing for my mother and recognize what 
she did for me, I might help somebody else 
to think about their family.” 

“Sama Yie, My Sweet Mother” hits with 
cantering percussion grounded in a solid 
bass line and driven by a bright, punchy 
horn chart. Camara says he’s not a singer, 
pointing out that the vocalizations drum- 
mers make when they play have roughened 
his voice. But finding no one else to sing his 
songs, he’s developed a smoothness he 
didn’t have even a few years ago, and it 
shows on this track. His voice is not the 
hornlike clarion of Camara’s countryman 
Youssou N’Dour or the keening cry of Baa- 
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ba Maal, but he does provide a convincing 
center for his band’s tight rhythmic knot. 
The CD features two acoustic numbers, 
one of which, “Adama,” Camara sings for 
his sister. Light acoustic guitar and a simple 
djembe (hand drum) part back his half-spo- 
ken lead; a male and female chorus adds 
folksy warmth to the song’s hook refrain. 
Reggae, long a staple of Camara’s live 
shows, appears here without overwhelm- 
ing the Senegalese character of the music. 
“All of us in Africa have our own ways to 
describe reggae,” he explains. “My ethnic 
group has a rhythm called wolosodon.” He 
uses that rhythm on “Jarama Allah,” an Is- 
lamic celebration of life and a standout on 
the CD. A minor key and a chant melody 
lend depth to the tune’s forceful skank. By 
contrast, “Help the Children” has a faster 
pop-reggae feel that grows out of the

rhythm called lamba. The perky groove 
complements well-meaning but somewhat 
sentimental English lyrics. 

Camara’s nod to rap, “Sie Sie,” builds 
on a down and funky groove over which 
he growls out a tough, paternal warning to 
youths who bring disharmony and violence 
to their communities. Singing in his native 
Wolof, he inverts the conventions of reck- 
less youth rap. “I like some rap,” he says. 
“But I find it has too much anger in it.” 

During the time it’s taken to get this CD 
to market, Camara has worked up enough 
material for two more. “I’m a hard-work- 
ing guy. I like challenges. I always make 
new tunes. There is no way I’m going to 
play just the same tunes.” That engaged 
spirit has kept this band fresh through 
eight lean years, and they show no sign of 
flagging in the face of a brighter future. O

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Maggie Estep mixes poetry, 
music, and cultural politics

he late-’50s/early-’60s gen- 
eration had the beat poets, 
who intertwined poetry with 
music and theatrics. Now, in 
the 90s, we have spoken- 
word artists. Leading the way is the East 
Village—based Maggie Estep. More than a 
beat poet, she’s a beat-’em-up, knock- 
’*em-down kind of poet. 

“What I do really isn’t poetry,” she ex- 
plains. “It’s spoken word/musician — 
‘cause I am a musician, too. But I get 
called a poet for lack of a better term.” 

Estep’s work has put her in the thick of 
the spoken-word resurgence. Her poetry 
and songs are twisted, cynical, and very 
funny. She projects the frustration and 
anger many people feel into pieces about 
sexual politics and the times we live in, 
without losing her sense of humor or her 
compassion. Her band’s name, I Love Ev- 
erybody, is a good indicator that she has a 
true love of people, despite her apparent 
anger. 

“The anger thing gets overplayed,” she 
says. “I’m angry, yeah, but I love human 
beings. My cynicism comes from my trav- 
els and experiences with various forms of 
discrimination. It’s just whatever I see 
about me. I’m definitely angry about a lot 
of stuff, but ultimately, I’m in love with 
life.” 

Listening to No More Mr. Nice Girl, you 
can see that Estep is pissed off. The CD, 
on Imago’s NuYo spinoff, is not exactly 
full of peace, love, and understanding. It’s 
hard to imagine that this calm, agreeable 
woman is the same crazed individual re- 
sponsible for titles like “Fuck Me,” “Pee 
Lady,” and “The Stupid Jerk I’m Obsessed 
With.” Or for lyric hooks like “Fuck me/ 
I’m all screwed up.” 

But her no-holds-barred approach is a 





therapeutic release; by getting it all out of 
her system on stage and on CD, Estep can 
relax and be her quiet, pleasant self when 
she’s not in the spotlight. “The performing 
sort of keeps me sane. I’m almost intro- 
verted in real life. But then I get to let it all 
hang out and have a good time and ex- 
press everything I ever wanted to express. 
It balances me.” 

The freedom to express is a large part of 
her focus. She wants to encourage people 
— particularly young people — to give 
voice to their concerns and beliefs. “It’s 
important not to be a victim — to take 
control and be free and have a good time.” 

Estep’s star begin rising when she was 
approached by MTV after a performance 
at the Nuyorican Poets Cafe in Manhattan. 
She was asked to do a series of 30-second 
spots; these escalated into participation in 
an MTV Spoken Word Unplugged show 
and a slot on a subsequent MTV-spon- 
sored tour. The positive response to her 
work led Imago to make No More Mr. 
Nice Girl, which is in heavy rotation on a 
number of alternative-rock radio stations. 

This summer, she’s performing at that 
movable youth-culture feast called Lolla- 
palooza. And she plans to launch a one- 
woman show. “I guess I appeal to a young 
MTV demographic, whatever that is. I 
have a little sister who’s 17, and her 
friends are all agog over the stuff I do.” 

No wonder — there are few women 
who have the balls to say what Estep says, 
but many who wish they did. When she 
proclaims, “I’m not a normal girl/I’m an 
angry, sweaty girl/So bite me!”, she’s 
reaching out to an audience that has often 
felt what she describes. She emphasizes, 
however, that “I’m not male-bashing. You 
know, all the men I encounter really like 
what I do. They think it’s hysterically fun- 
ny and can deal with it. And, of course, the 
people who hate me — I mean hate what I 
do — don’t come to my shows.” Q

hose looking for auguries of 
the impending death of the 
universe as we know it might 
want to seek out The Fugs 
First Album and The Fugs 
Second Album, both on Fantasy — digi- 
tized Fugs being the kind of contradiction- 
laden concept that could send a genera- 
tion’s best minds hurtling toward mad- 
ness. Formed in New York in the mid ’60s 
by poets Ed Sanders and Tuli Kupferberg 
and named after Norman Mailer’s famous 
euphemism from The Naked and the 
Dead, the Fugs were both a prototype of 
the punk aesthetic — raw enthusiasm rid- 
ing herd on meager musicality — and a 
new wrinkle on the old poetry/music 
scam, mixing straight-faced homages to 
William Blake with leering titty jokes. 

The chemistry between the two poets 
was good — not like Lennon and McCart- 
ney but more like two Lennons, both of 
them a little whacked. Sanders was the 
displaced Midwestern Protestant and eter- 
nally horny-adolescent wiseguy (with a de- 
gree in Ancient Greek from NYU). 
Kupferberg was the more soulful Jewish 
pinko local near-legend (having made a 
guest appearance in Allen Ginsberg’s 
“Howl”) older wiseguy. The music, de- 
spite the presence of guitarist Steve Weber 
and miscellaneous instrumentalist Peter 
Stampfel of Holy Modal Rounders fame, 
was determinedly naive and low-fi, meant 
to be heard on a scratchy record on a 
cheesy sound system in a cold-water flat. 

First Album — which consists of their

Village Fugs: Ballads of Contemporary 
Protest, Points of View and General Dissat- 
isfaction, plus some additional studio cuts 
and a slab of nearly unlistenable “live” 
stuff, is especially raw. All good humor has 
a distressing subtext — pain, death, that 
sort of thing — and the looming reality 
that juices the Fugs’ early efforts is Viet- 
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nam. When Sanders notes in the liner to 
this reissue that “there was oodles of free- 
dom guaranteed by the United States 
Constitution that was not being used,” 
he’s reminding us that any day the govern- 
ment could whisk you away to an obscure 
death in an unjustified conflict. The low- 
rent minimalism and crypto-Ozark inbred 
blues moans (all rickets and mock repres- 
sion) here serve as an analogue of populist 
revolt. The appropriation of poets mystical 
(Blake), mystical/kinky (Swinburne), and, 
on Second Album, mystical/modern 
(Charles Olson) expresses a desire to re- 
turn to the intoxicating vapors of pre-tech- 
nology (that is, pre-napalm) irrationality. 
Even the goofy sexism of “Slum Goddess” 
and “Boobs a Lot,” objectifying but unma- 
licious, can be seen as randy Peter Panism 
in a period of the universal draft. 

Second Album, recorded in ’66, includes 
their ESP-Disc The Fugs plus some listen- 
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able “live” stuff and a few tunes that were 
rejected by Atlantic records. It has the 
same defiant home-brewed vibe as the 
first, but with a production gloss that 
makes them sound almost like pros. War 
anti-psychosis comes to a head on Kupfer- 
berg’s “Kill for Peace”; mainly, though, it’s 
the Dionysian stomp that’s intensified, as 
on “Skin Flowers,” “Group Grope,” and 
“Dirty Old Man” — the last, a pervert’s 
credo delivered with gusto, being one of 
the few jokes on these discs that still works 
on its own terms. There’s also a harbinger 
of psychedelic indulgence to come, the 11- 
minute “Virgin Forest,” as well as Kupfer- 
berg’s most famous song, “Morning 
Morning,” a lyrical companion piece to his 
more tongue-in-cheek litany of ennui, First 
Album’s “Nothing.” 

I can’t imagine how these sides might 
sound to someone who wasn’t around 
when they were first released, so I won’t.

ast summer the Spin Doctors 

(who stopped by Great 

Woods with the Gin Blos- 

soms, Cracker, and Vinx on 

Monday night) were sitting 
pretty. They’d won over the burgeoning 
audience for nuevo-hippy rock with a slot 
on the H.O.R.D.E. tour a year earlier. 
Then they’d crossed over to the expanding 
alternative-rock crowd with their pleasant 
brand of lighthearted, mildly funky, hook- 
savvy pop. As the headliner of MTV’s Al- 
ternative Nation tour, which also featured 
Soul Asylum and the Screaming Trees, the 
Spin Doctors had lodged Pocket Full of 
Kryptonite (Epic), their debut album, in the 
Billboard Top 10 after watching it climb 
the charts for a year on its way to selling 
3.6 million copies. It was nothing short of 
a marketing coup, because — when you 
came right down to it — the Spin Doctors 
were a pretty mediocre band. 

Not much has changed in a year. The 
band’s new. Turn It Upside Down (Epic) 
sticks to a basic recipe of funk- and blues- 
derived riffing and bordering-on-nonsense 
lyrics about a diner (“Hungry Hamed’s”), 
sex (“Big Fat Funky Booty”), and nothing 
at all (“Biscuit Head”). Plans to name the 
album after its one semi-substantial politi- 
cal song, “Someday All This Will Be 
Road,” were, it’s reported, scrapped be- 
cause of the tune’s subversive sentiment. 

“There’s been a lot of pressure based on 
the success of the last record to get the 
next ‘Two Princes’ [the hit single from 
Pocket Full of Kryptonite] out there,” gui- 
tarist Eric Schenkman explains. “We really 


weren’t really into that.” 

After a Memphis recording session with 
legendary Big Star producer Jim Dickinson 
was aborted, the Spin Doctors headed back 
to New York in March and reconvened 
with the studio team that made Kryptonite a 
success: engineer Peter Deneberg and A&R 
man Frankie La Rocka. But playing it safe 
isn’t paying the same dividends this time. 
Turn It Upside Down en- 
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ner in terms of interesting ideas. 

The band’s biggest asset is limber, 
bearded, freakishly skinny singer Chris 
Barron. The best Spin Doctors’ tunes are 
insubstantial novelties, and Barron treated 
them as such, bouncing around stage like 
a gleeful court jester, doing cartwheels, 
clicking his heels in the air, and generally 
employing some humorous sloppy fancy 
footwork — imagine Pee-wee Herman in 
a boxing ring. His voice is the band’s most 
distinctive feature, and his energetic antics 
provided the only real visual stimulation, 
but neither added enough spice to what 
was a bland set of same-sounding tunes. 

The Gin Blossoms had a similar prob- 
lem, namely same-sounding tunes, and 
they didn’t have anything near the focus 
and intensity it takes to put across yearn- 
ing, heartfelt rockers on a big stage. They 
goofed around with each other good-na- 
turedly, and singer Robin Wilson took Po- 
laroids of himself and threw them into the

tered the charts at number 
28 in June; after six weeks 
it stands at 49, five slots 
below the Gin Blossoms’ 
New Miserable Experience 
(A&M). Even more omi- 
nous, what started as a 
punchy Monday-night set BaRy 
with their Kryptonite hit 
“Jimmy Olsen’s Blues” 
bogged down in the leaden 
funk of “Mary Jane” early 
on and never recovered. 
For a band who built their 
reputation on live shows, 
that’s a bad sign. 

The Spin Doctors may 
be known for neo-hippy, 
freestyle jamming, but be- 
tween drummer Aaron 
Comess’s straight-ahead 
beats, which failed to in- 
ject any rhythmic variety 
into the mix, and bassist 
Mark White’s cluttered, 
thumb-slapping bass lines, 
there was little room for 
improvisation. Not that 
Schenkman’s rote, blues- 
based leads could have

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crowd, but that was as far as they were 
willing to go to connect with the audience. 
Wilson’s strong, I’m-feeling-kinda- 
bummed vocals can pack an emotional 
punch, but when he’s got a cigarette in 
one hand, a mike stand in the other, a 
tambourine around his arm, and a video 
camera clenched between his ribs and el- 
bow — as he did Monday night during 
“Allison Road” — the sentiment of the 
lyrics lose any integrity. 

The most focused set of the night came 
from Cracker, if only because there was 
some chemistry between singer David 
Lowery’s smirking redneck shtick and gui- 
tarist John Hickman’s countrified leads, 
and because Lowery’s sarcastic sneer at 
least seems genuine. Boston resident Vinx, 
who opened the show with only his soulful 
voice and various talking drums at his dis- 
posal and later performed a few tunes be- 
fore the Spin Doctors set, was easily the 
night’s musical highlight.

DOG (Green Linnet). Not to be 
confused with Ireland's bland Wolfe 
Tones, Scotland’s rock-and-reel 
Wolfstone are louder than fellow 
Caledonia trad band Capercaillie 
but less rough-hewn than the 
Celtodelic Boiled in Lead. Produced 
by former Silly Wizard keyboardist 
Phil Cunningham, the sextet recall 
the Wizards’ wedding of lively old 
fiddie tunes with topical ballads of 
mythical past and present. 

On this, their third US release 
(following Unleashed and The 
Chase, both on Green Linnet), the 
requisite emigrant’s lament, “Braes 
of Sutherland,” frankly borrows its 
melody from the folk standard 
“Lakes of Pontchartrain.” The gui- 
tar in “Holy Ground” creates the 
feel of a bagpipe march — the 
lyrics look across the sea to liken 
Ireland's religious strife to Cain’s 
killing Abel. Sounding like lush 
‘70s British rock, the subtle “White 
Gown” stems from a Ku Klux Klan 
rally near one of Wolfstone’s 
American gigs. Year of the Dog 
paints broken innocence and 
downtrodden masses — guitars, 
keyboards, fiddie, and bagpipe 
alike resemble a mournful wail 
wafting across the Scottish moors.

Gonzales and 
band have been working long and 
hard in interfacing hard bop, a la 
Miles and Monk, with Afro-Cuban 
rhythms. It has been done numer- 
ous times since Dizzy Gillespie 
broke this ground a half-century 
ago, but simply, with complex jazz 
improvisation often losing out to 
percussive jams. 

What makes this an outstand- 
ing session comes from everyone 
in the sextet improvising with clear 
intelligence and taste. And their 
original compositions are more 
daring than ever. “Thelingus” (an 
amaigam of Monk, Ellington, and 
Mingus) sounds like a successful 
foray into the Mingus school of 
harmony. Their cover of Cal 
Tjader’s “Viva Cepeda” transforms 
what could be a tepid lounge song 
into a festive Latin carnival tune. 
And leader Gonzales is sounding 
progressively less like 1956 Miles 
on trumpet and more like a 1994 
shaman with a horn.

Off stage, the situation is as des- 
perate: Dieyi has an unrequited 
crush on Xiaolou, who falls in love 
instead with the prostitute Juxian 
(Gong Li).

born to sing “Wooga Wooga Wee” 
on their way to the rock quarry.

(1993). Steven Spielberg has put 
aside childish things — fantasy, 
sentimentality, special effects — 
and confronted the demons and 
desires that have lingered beneath 
some of the slickest and most suc- 
cessful entertainments in cinema. 
The screenplay, an adaptation by 
Steven Zaillian of Thomas 
Keneally’s book, is the true story 
of Oskar Schindler (Liam Neeson), 
the opportunistic capitalist and 
Nazi Party member who metamor- 
phosed into one of the greatest 





humanitarian heroes of World War 
ll: his “list” is a compilation of the 
names of 1100 Jewish laborers 
ransomed from Hitler’s Final 
Solution. Beside Schindler for 
much of the film are either Itzhak 
Stem (Ben Kingsley), his financial 
and spiritual accountant, or Amon 
Goeth (Ralph Fiennes), a genial 
monster who rules his labor camp 
with a cruelty that is both capri- 
cious and methodical. The devel- 
opment of these three is coordi- 
nated with the terrifying trials of 
the Jewish prisoners. “The list is 
life,” says Stern. “Beyond the list is 
the void.” This movie reckons with 
both those enormities, life and the 
void, examining the ultimate hor- 
ror, the Holocaust.

Raymond (Jeremy 
Davies), a pre-med freshman at 
MIT, is forced to spend the sum- 
mer caring for his convalescent 
mom. The intimacy is both uncom- 
fortable and titillating, and 
inevitably, after a late night of 
drinking, giggling, and watching 
TV, the pair succumb to their 
greatest desire and fear. Spanking 
the Monkey — the title is a term 
for masturbation — is more about 
the aftermath than the incestuous 
deed itself; it relates the fall of 
Raymond and his mother and their 
subsequent unraveling with a 
clean, episodic, narrative style 
that’s as lighthearted as it is har- 
rowing and unflinching.
